Lieutenant-Governor  Hon.  Jacob  H.  Neft",  President  of  the  Senate,  in 
the  chair,  by  virtue  of  Section  238,  Article  IL  of  the  Political  Code. 

Pursuant  to  Section  287,  of  Article  II,  of  the  Political  Code,  Frank  J. 
Brandon,  Secretary  of  Senate;  E.  F.  Mitchell,  Minute  Clerk,  and  J. 
Louis  Martin,  Sergeant-at- Arms,  were  present,  and  occupied  their 
respective  positions. 

Lieutenant-Governor  Hon.  Jacob  H.  Neff  now  called  the  Senate  to 
order.

PROCLAMATION  OF  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  President  directed  the  Secretary,  Hon.  Frank  J.  Brandon,  to 
read  the  proclamation  of  the  Governor  convening  the  extra  session  of 
the  Legislature. 

Whereupon,  the  Secretary  read  the  following  proclamation: 

PROCLAMATION. 

Executive  Department,  State  of  California,  ) 
Sacramento,  January  23, 1900.  C 
Whereas,  An  extraordinary  occasion  exists,  requiring  the  convening  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  of  California  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  particularly  set  forth: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Henry  T.  Gage,  as  Governor,  bv  virtue  of  the"  power  conferred 
upon  me  by  Section  9,  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  do 
hereby  convene  the  said  Legislature,  to  assemble  in  extraordinary  session  at  the  Citv 
of  Sacramento,  State  aforesaid,  at  the  State  Capitol,  on  Monday,  the  twentv-nintii 
(29th)  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1900,  at  one  o'clock  p.  m.  of  said  dav. 
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The  purposes  for  which  I  have  by  this  proclamation  convened,  and  for  which  I  do 
hereby  convene  said  Legislature  to  meet  in  said  session,  are  specifically  as  follows: 

FIRST. 

To  elect  a  United  States  Senator  from  this  State,  to  fill  the  vacancy  now  existing, 
caused  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  otfice  of  the  Honorable  Stephen  M.  White. 

SECOND. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  amending  Section  2524  of  the 
Political  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  so  that  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  be 
in  words  and  figures  substantially  as  follows: 

Sf.ction  2524.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  possession  and  control  of  that  portion 
of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  together  with  all  the  improvements,  rights,  privileges, 
easements,  appurtenances  connected  therewith,  or  in  anywise  appertaining  thereto,  for 
the  purpose  in  this  article  provided  (excepting  such  parcels  thereof  as  are  lield  bv  the 
lessees,  or  their  assigns,  on  valid  lea.ses,  wliich  parcels  so  held  it  is  herebv  made  the 
duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  take  possession  of,  together  with  the  improvements 
thereon,  as  soon  as  said  leases  terminate,  and  also  to  see  that  the  lessees,  or  their  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  do  not  exercise  rights  and  privileges  that  are  not  conferred  bv  said 
leases),  bounded  as  follows,  to  wit:  Commencing  at  the  point  where  the  easterlv  line  of 
tlie  Presidio  Reservation  intersects  the  water-line  front,  as  established  by  the  board  of 
State  Tide  Land  Commissioners;  thence  easterly  along  said  water-line  front  to  the  cen- 
ter of  Webster  Street;  thence  southerly  along  the  center  of  Webster  Street  to  the  center 
of  Lewis  Street;  tlience  easterly  along"  tlie  center  of  Lewis  Street  to  the  center  of  Polk 
Street ;  tlience  southerly  along  the  center  of  Polk  Street  to  the  center  of  Tonquin  Street ; 
thence  easterly  along  the  center  of  Tcmquin  Street  to  the  center  of  Larkin  Street ;  thence 
southerly  along  the  center  of  Larkin  Street  to  the  center  of  Jefferson  Street;  thence  east- 
erly along  the  center  of  .]effers<m  Street  to  the  center  of  Powell  Street ;  thence  southerly 
along  the  center  of  Powell  Street  to  the  center  of  Beach  Street;,  thence  easterly  along  the 
center  of  Beach  Street  to  the  center  of  Dupont  Street;  thence  southerlv" along  the 
center  of  Dupont  Street  to  the  center  of  North  Point  Street ;  thence  easterly  along  the 
center  of  North  Point  Street  to  the  center  of  Kearny  Street ;  thence  southerly  along 
the  center  of  Kearny  Street  to  the  center  of  Francisco  "Street ;  thence  easterly  al'ong  the 
center  of  Francisco  Street  to  the  center  of  Montgomery  Street;  thence  soutfierly  along 
the  center  of  Montgomery  Street  to  the  center  of  Chestnut  Street;  thence  easterly 
along  the  center  of  Chestnut  Street  to  the  center  of  Sansonie  Street ;  thence  southerly 
along  the  center  of  Sansonie  Street  to  the  center  of  Lombard  Street ;  thence  easterly 
along  tlie  center  of  Lombard  Street  to  the  center  of  Batter^jf  Street ;  thence  southerly 
along  tlie  center  of  Battery  Street  to  the  center  of  Greenwi'ch  Street ;  tlience  easterly 
along  the  center  of  Greenwich  Street  to  -the  center  of  Front  Street;  tlience  southerly 
along  the  center  of  Front  Street  to  the  center  of  Vallejo  Street ;  thence  easterly  along 
the  center  of  Vallejo  Street  to  the  center  of  Davis  Street ;  thence  southerly  along  the 
center  of  Davis  Street  to  tliecenter  of  Pacific  Street;  thence  easterly  along  the  center 
of  Pacific  Street  to  the  center  of  East  Street :  thence  soutlierly  along  the  center  of  East 
Street  to  the  center  of  Folsom  Street;  thence  westerly  along  the  center  of  Folsom 
Street  to  the  center  of  Steuart  Street;  thence  southerly  along  tlie  center  of  Steuart 
Street  to  the  center  of  Harrison  Street:  thence  southerly  on  a  direct  line  with  said 
Steuart  Street  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  feet  nine  inches,  to  the  center  of  a  street  the 
name  of  which  is  not  on  a  map;  thence  at  right  angles  westerly  along  the  center  of 
said  street  to  the  center  of  Spear  Street;  thence  southerly  along"  the  center  of  Spear 
Street  to  the  center  of  Brvant  Street;  thence  westerly  along  the  center  of  Bryant 
Street  to  the  center  of  Beale  Street ;  thence  southerly  along  the  center  of  Beale  Street 
to  the  center  of  Brannan  Street;  thence  westerly  along  the  center  of  Brannan  Street 
to  tlie  center  of  First  Street;  thence  southerly  along  the  center  of  First  Street  to 
tlie  center  of  Townsend  Street;  tlience  westerly  along  the  center  of  Townsend  Street 
five  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  to  the  center  of  a  street  the  name  of  which  is  not  on  a 
map;  thence  at  right  angles  southerly  along  the  center  of  said  street  to  the  center 
of  King  Street;  thence  westerly  along  the  center  of  King  Street  to  the  center  of 
Second  Street;  thence  southerly  along  the  center  of  Second  Street  to  the  center  of 
Berry  Street;  thence  westerly  "along  the  center  of  Berry  Street,  to  the  center  of 
Third  Street;  thence  southerly  along  the  center  of  Third  Street  to  the  northerly  line 
of  Channel  Street;  thence  westerly  along  the  last  mentioned  line  to  the  easterly 
line  of  Fifth  Street;  thence  soutlierly  along  said  last  mentioned  line  to  the  southerly 
line  of  said  Channel  Street ;  tlience  easterly  along  said  last  mentioned  line  to  the  center 
of  Kentucky  Street;  thence  southerly  along  the  center  of  Kentucky  Street  to  the  center 
of  Fourth  Street;  thence  along  the  center  of  Fourth  Street  to  the  center  of  Louisiana 
street ;  thence  southerly  along  the  center  of  Louisiana  Street  to  the  center  of  El  Dorado 
street ;  thence  w^esterly  along  the  center  of  El  Dorado  Street  to  the  center  of  Illinois 
street ;  thence  southerly  along  the  center  of  Illinois  Street  to  the  center  of  Solano 
street  j  thence  easterly  along  the  center  of  Solano  Street  to  the  water-front  line 
established  by  the  Board  of  State  Tide  Land  Commissioners ;  thence  southerly  along 
said  last  mentioned  line  to  the  center  of  Tulare  Street;  thence  westerly  along  the 
center  of  Tulare  Street  to  the  center  of  Texas  Street;  thence  southerly  along  the 
center  of  Texas  Street  to  the  center  of  Islais  Street;  thence  easterly  along  the  center 


of  Islais  Street  to  the  center  of  "Waterfront  Street;  thence  southerly  along  tlie  center 
of  Waterfront  Street  to  the  center  of  India  Street;  thence  westerly,  southerly,  an<l 
easterly  along  the  center  of  said  India  Street  to  the  center  of  ^Vatcrfront  Street, 
to  the'  center  of  China  Street;  thence  westerly  along  the  center  of  China  Street 
to  the  center  of  Third  Avenue;  thence  southerly  along  the  center  of  Third  Avenue 
to  the  northerly  line  of  the  property  of  the  California  Dry  Dock  Company;  thence 
easterly  along  said  last  mentujned  line  to  the  waterfront  established  by  the  Board 
of  State  Tide  Land  Commissioners;  thence  southerly  along  and  around  said  Dry 
Dock  Company's  land  to  the  southeasterly  corner  thereof;  thence  westerly  along  the 
line  of  said  land  to  the  center  of  Waterfront  Street;  thence  southerly  along  the  center 
of  Waterfront  Street  to  the  center  of  Nineteenth  Avenue;  thence  westerly  along  the 
center  of  Nineteenth  Avenue  to  the  center  of  Dock  Street;  thence  southerly  along  the 
line  of  Dock  Street  to  the  center  of  Twenty-third  Avenue;  thence  westerly  along  the 
center  of  Twenty-third  Avenue  to  the  center  of  II  Street;  thence  southerly  ;ilong  the 
center  of  H  Street  to  the  center  of  Twenty-fourth  Avenue;  thence  easterly  along  the 
center  of  Twenty-fourth  Avenue  to  the  center  of  Wati^front  Street;  thence  southerly 
along  the  center  of  said  Waterfront  Street  to  the  southeni  boundary  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco;  thence  along  the  southerly,  easterly,  and  northerly 
boundary  lines  of  said  city  and  county  to  a  point  due  north  of  the  place  of  commence- 
ment, and  thence  south  to  the  place'of  commencement.  But  no  liarbor  embankment 
or  seawall  shall  be  constructed  outside  of  the  following  named  jioints  and  lines,  to  wit: 
Commencing  at  the  jioint  where  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  Presidio  Reservation, 
extended  in  a  northerly  direction,  intersects  the  three-fathom  contour  line  shown  upon 
the  cliart  of  the  United  States  Svirvey,  and  running  thence  in  an  easterly  and  soutlierly 
direction,  ujion  straight  or  curved  lines,  in  such  manner  as  to  apiiroiich  as  near  as  ]>rac- 
ticable  the  extreme  outer  projections  of  the  water-line  front,  as  described  in  an  Act  to 
provide  for  the  disjjosition  of  certain  property  of  the  State  of  California,  passed  March 
twenty-sixth,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  liundred  and  fifty-one.  to  a  point  at  or  near 
the  intersection  of  Secondand  Berry  Streets  ;  thence  continuing  southerly,  upon  straight 
or  curved  lines,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  ajiproach  as  near  as  ]iracticanlc  the  extreme 
outer  projections  of  the  water-line  front.as  established  by  the  Board  of  State  Tide  Land 
Commissioners,  to  the  southerly  boun<iary  of  said  (Mty  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 
and  said  Commissioners,  in  addition  to  a  general  control  over  said  premises,  shall  have 
authority  to  use,  for  loading  and  landing  merchandise,  with  a  rij;ht  to  collect  dockage, 
wharfage,  and  tolls  thereon,  such  portion  of  the  streets  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  ending  or  fronting  upon  the  waters  of  said  bay,  as  may  be  used  for  such  pur- 

goses  without  obstructiiig  the  same  as  thoroughfares ;  and  authority  to  rent  an  office  in  the 
ity  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  between  Montgomery,  Market,  and  Pacific  Streets  and 
the  city  front ;  and  purchase  from  time  to  time  suitable  books  for  the  records  of  the 
Secretary  and  accounts  of  the  Wharfingers,  together  with  such  stationery  as  may  be 
required" liy  the  Board;  and  to  fix  and  regulate,  from  time  to  time,  the  rates  of  dock- 
age, wharfage,  cranage,  tolls,  and  rents;  and  collect  such  an  amount  of  revenue  there- 
from as  will  enable  the  Commissioners  to  perform  the  duties  recjuired  of  them  by 
authority  of  this  article;  and  the  Commissioners  and  (iovernor  of  California  may  so 
modify  and  establish  such  rates  of  dockage  and  wharfage  as  will  produce  a  revenue'  not 
to  exceed  in  amount  the  moneys  collected  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
tive,  collecting  as  near  as  jiossible  equal  amounts  from  dockage  and  wharfage.  When 
such  moditicatioii  has  been  made,  the  collection  of  tolls  must  be  abolished  and  the  toll 
collectors  discharged.  The  Commissioners  shall  construct  such  number  of  wharves  as 
the  wants  of  commerce  shall  require,  and  shall  locate  such  wharves  at  such  points  and 
upon  such  lines  as  the  Board  may  deem  most  suitable  for  the  best  interests  of  com- 
merce, and  shall  repair  and  maintain  all  the  wharves,  piers,  quays,  landings,  and 
thoroughfares  the  wants  of  commerce  may  require,  and  generally  to  erect  all  such 
improvements  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  safe  landing,  loading  and  unloading, 
and  protection  of  all  classes  of  merchandise,  and  for  the  safety  and  convenience 
of  passengers  passing  into  and  out  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  bv 
water.  And  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  saiA  wharves,  piers,  quays,  and  land- 
ings, the  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase  or  con- 
struct pile-drivers,  and  the  necessary  machinery  to  be  used  therewith,  and  employ 
men  for  operating  the  same,  nor  shall  any  wharf  be  constructed  upon  such  place  or 
line  as  will  cause  any  slij)  or  dock  to  be  less  than  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  feet  wide 
at  the  most  narrow  point  between  the  wharves.  The  Commissioners  are  hereby  auth- 
orized and  em|>owered  to  purchase  or  construct  works  for  preserving  piles  and  timber, 
and  the  necessary  machinery  to  be  used  therewith, and  operate  said  works,  and  for  that 
purpose  to  employ  men  and  purchase  chemicals,  or  such  other  materials  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  preserving  of  piles  and  timber.  The  purchase  of  chemicals  can  be 
made  without  advertising  for  proposals  therefor.  Wlien  they  determine  that  a  new 
wharf  shall  be  erected,  or  any  other  necessary  improvement  constructed,  or  repairs 
made,  or  dredging  machines,  pile-drivers,  scows,  steam  tugs,  or  any  necessary  machin- 
ery or  material  obtained,  the  costs  of  which  shall  exceed  three  thousand  dollars,  they 
shall  advertise  for  sealed  proposals,  for  a  period  not  less  than  ten  days,  in  one  or 
more  of  the  daily  newspapers  m  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Every  pro- 
posal shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  for  ah  amount  equal  to  five  per  cent 
of  the  amount  of  such  proposal,  such  check  to  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  said  Board ;  conditioned  if  the  proposal  is  accepted  and  the  contract 
awarded,  and  if  the  bidder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  execute  the  contract  and  give  the 


bond  required  within  six  days  after  the  award  is  made,  in  that  case  the  said  sum 
mentioned  in  said  check  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  by  said  Secretary,  as 
liquidated  damages  for  such  failure  and  neglect,  as  a  portion  of  the  San  Francisco 
Harbor  Improvement  Fund.  Such  advertisement  shall  contain  a  general  descrip- 
tion of  the  work  to  be  done,  the  material  to  be  used,  the  place  where  to  be  used, 
and  must  refer  to  specifications,  which  must  contain  a  full  and  accurate  description 
of  the  work  to  be  nerformed,  the  material  to  be  used,  and  where  to  be  used,  which 
specifications  shall  De  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  in  such  man- 
ner that  all  persons  may  inspect  the  same  during  the  usual  business  hours  of  all 
days  except  Sundays  and  holidays.  On  a  day  named  in  the  advertisement,  the  Com- 
missioners shall  open  the  bids  in  the  presence  of  such  bidders  as  are  present,  and  award 
the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who  shall  furnish  sufficient  sureties  to  guarantee  the 
performance  of  the  work.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  the  bids  are 
too  high,  they  may  reject  them  and  advertise  anew  in  like  manner  as  before.  If, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  the  second  bids  are  too  hi^h,  they  may  reject 
them  likewise,  and  enter  into  contract  with  responsible  parties  without  giving 
further  notice.  Any  contract  entered  into  without  giving  public  notice  and 
receiving  bids,  must  be  at  least  ten  per  cent  lower  than  the  lowest  rejected  bid. 
The  Board  may  construct  such  harbor  embankments  or  seawall  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  protect  the  Harbor  of  San  Francisco,  and  dredge  such  number  of  slips  and  docks  as 
the  commerce  of  the  port  of  San  Francisco  may  require,  to  a  depth  that  will  admit  of 
the  easy  and  free  ingress  and  egress  of  all  classes  of  water  craft  that  load  and  discharge 
cargoes  at  the  wharves,  piers,  quavs,  landings,  and  thoroughfares  in  the  harbor  of  San 
Francisco;  to  perform  which  dredging  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase  or  construct  dredging  machines,  scows, 
steam  tugs,  and  the  necessary  machinery,  and  employ  men  for  operating  the  same. 
When  any  portion  of  the  premises  descriSed  in  this  article  shall  be  dredged,  the  sand, 
mud,  or  other  substance  shall  be  deposited  in  a  place  designated  by  the  Board,  in  not 
less  than  fifteen  fathoms  of  water.  All  classes  of  water  craft  that  uses  or  makes  fast  to 
any  wharf,  pier,  quay,  landing  or  thoroughfare,  and  lands  upon  or  loads  therefrom  any 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  shall  be  liable  and  must  pay  to  the  Commissioners  sucb 
rates  of  dockage  as  shall  be  fi.xed  by  authority  of  this  article;  and  all  such  water 
craft  as  shall  discharge  or  receive  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  while  moored  in 
any  slip,  dock,  or  basin  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commissioners,  shall  pay  one- 
half  the  regular  rates  of  dockage.  Any  watercraftthat  shall  leave  any  wharf,  pier.'quay, 
landing,  thoroughfare,  slij),  dock,  or  basin,  unless  forced  to  do  so  by  stress  of  weather, 
without  first  paying  the  dockage  due  from  such  vessel,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  double  the 
regular  rates.  The  charge  for  wharfage  and  tolls  shall  be  a  lien  upon  all  goods,  wares, 
and  merchandise  landed  u|>on  any  of  the  wharves,  piers,  quays,  landings,  or  thorough- 
fares ui)on  the  premises  described  in  this  article;  and  the  Commissioners,  their  agents 
or  lessees,  may  hold  possession  of  any  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  so  landed  as 
aforesaid,  to  secure  the  yiayment  of  such  wharfage  and  tolls;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
such  lien  are  deemed  to  have  ])OSsession  of  such  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  so 
landed  until  such  cliarge  for  wharfage  and  tolls  are  paid.  The  Commissioners  shall 
have  jiower  to  make  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  ])ro])erty  of  the  State  which  is  intrusted  to  them  by  virtue  of  this 
article,  and  said  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  make,  without 
delay,  and  from  time  lo  time,  and  publish  not  less  than  thirty  days  in  a  daily  news- 
pa|)er  of  general  circulation  published  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  all 
needful  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  or  of  the 
United  States  in  relation  to  the  mooring  and  anchoring  of  vessels  in  said  harbor,  pro- 
viding and  maintaining  free,  open,  and  unobstructed  passageways  for  steam  ferryboats 
and  other  steamers  navigating  the  waters  of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  and  the  fresh 
water  tributaries  of  said  bay,  so  that  such  steamers  can  conveniently  make  their  trips 
without  iin|)ediment  from  vessels  at  anchor  or  other  obstacles.  And  said  Commis- 
sioners may  also  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  removal  of  such 
vessels  from  the  wharves  and  other  landings,  and  from  slips  and  docks,  as  are  not 
engaged  in  receiving  or  discharging  cargo,  prescribing  the  time  during  which  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  landed  upon  any  wharf,  pier,  quay,  landing,  or  thoroughfare 
shall  be  permitted  to  remain  thereon,  and  may  divide  the  same  into  several  classes, 
and  may,  by  such  rules  and  regulations,  provide  that  in  case  any  such  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise  remain  upon  any  wharf,  pier,  quay,  landing,  or  thoroughfare  beyond  the 
term  so  prescribe<l,  the  respective  wharfinger  may,  under  the  order  of  the  Commission- 
ers, remove  and  deposit  the  same  in  a  suitable  place,  at  the  charge,  risk,  and  expense 
of  the  owner  thereof.  When  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  shall  have  remained 
upon  any  wharf,  pier,  (juay,  landing,  or  thoroughfare  more  than  twenty-four  hours,  the 
Commissioners  may,  in  their  discretion,  charge  such  additional  rates  for  each  subse- 
quent day  as  in  their  opinion  is  just  and  equitable.  The  Commissioners  may,  in  their 
discretion,  set  apart  and  assign,  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  water  craft  used  by  the 
officers  of  the  Federal  Government,  such  convenient  and  safe  landings  as  such 
officers  may  require,  together  with  suitable  premises  near  such  landings  as  may 
be  set  apart  and  assigned  for  their  use,  upon  which  i)remises  such  officers  may 
cause  to  be  erected  offices  an<l  storehouses  to  suit  their  convenience;  and  the  Cwm- 
missioners  shall  charge  a  reasonable  compensation  per  month  for  the  use  of  such 
landings  and  office  and  storehouse  i)remises ;  set  apart  and  assign  a  suitable  and 
proper  locality  for  the  use  of  the  Harbor  Police  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 


Francisco,  and  also  a  suitable  place  for  a  boat  house  station,  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  quarantine  and  health  officers  of  said  city  and  county,  without  compensa- 
tion;  set  apart  and  assign,  for  the  exclusive  use  of  steam  ferryboats,  suitable  slips 
in  which  said  structures  may  be  erected  as  will  secure  the  "safe  and  convenient 
landing  of  passengers  and  safe  landing  and  delivery  of  freight ;  set  apart  and  assign 
suitable  wharves,  berths,  or  landings  for  the  exclusive  use  of  vessels;  to  construct  suit- 
able sheds,  gates,  and  other  temporary  structures  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  safe  and 
convenient  landing  of  passengers  and  safe  landing  arid  delivery  o"f  freight;  and  set 
apart  and  assign,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  use  of  tlie  tishernien  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  such  place  or  places  as  the  said  Commissioners  shall  deem  proper,  suf- 
ficient, and  adaptc<l  for  the  requirements  and  necessities  of  said  fishermen  •  provided 
the  premises  set  apart  by  said  Commissioners  shall  be  used  only  for  the  legitimate  busi- 
ness of  said  fishermen,  and  for  no  other  j)urj)nse;  and  provided,  said  Commissioners 
shall  not  cliarge  therefor  more  than  the  following  rales:  For  boats  over  twentv-two  feet 
and  under  forty  feet  long,  one  dollar  i>er  week  ;  for  boats  from  sixteen  to  twentV-t  wo  feet 
long,  seventy-five  cents  per  week;  and  for  all  boats  less  than  sixteen  feet  long, 
twenty-five  cents  per  week.  The  Commissioners  may  assign  suitable  places  for  the 
landing  of  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  and  swine;  and  wlien'such  places  have  been  assigned 
It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  a  commander  of  any  water  craft  to  land  any  greater 
number  than  ten  at  any  one  time  from  any  water  craft  at  any  other  iilace.  The 
Commissioners  may  set  apart,  for  the  uses  and  (lurposes  of  dry  docks  and  marine 
railways,  such  portions  of  the  waterfront  nortliwestorly  of  the  nortlierlv  end  of 
Kearny  Street  and  southerly  of  the  easterly  end  of  Solano  Street,  as  tlie  wants 
of  commerce  may  re<iuire.  The  Commissioners  shall  not  have  the  right  to  renew- 
any  lease,  or  to  lease  any  premises  under  their  control  for  any  purpose  whatever 
but  tliey  may  permit  any  projierty  under  their  control  to  be  "used  by  any  corpo- 
ration, firm,  association,  person,  or  company,  but  in  no  case  shall  anv'corp'oration 
hrm,  association,  iierson,or  company  enjoy  the  use  of  any  of  the  proi)erty  linder  the  Com- 
missioners'charge,  except  such  use  as  shall  be  terminated  as  herein  provided;  and  the 
said  Commissioners  may  condemn,  purchase,  and  pay  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
such  structure  as  may  have  been  erected  upon  the  said  premises,  which  structure,  in 
the  ojiinion  of  the  Board  and  Engineer,  may  be  useful  for  such  commercial  iiurposes  as 
this  article  is  intended  to  iiromote.  No  jierson  or  company  shall  land  or  remove  an  v 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  or  other  things,  ui>on  or  from  any  wharf.  i>ier,<niay,  land- 
ing, or  thoroughfare  situated  upon  the  premises  described  in  tliis  article;  nor  sh'all  any 
corporation,  lirni,  association,  company,  or  person  collect  dockage,  wharfage,  cranage 
or  toll  witliin  tlie  boundaries  of  the  premises  described  in  this  article,  with.iiit  first 
obtaining  permission  to  do  so  from  said  Commissioners.  Any  use  permitted  of  the 
property  by  the  Commissioners  may  be  terminated  at  any  time  by  them,  on  thirty  days' 
nrevious  notice  to  the  party  or  parties  so  using  the  'same.  Said  Board  shall  riot 
lease  to,  or  permit  any  corporation  or  association,  or  any  person  or  person^*  to  lay 
down  any  track  or  tracks  for  railways  along  any  of  the"  property  described  herein" 
or  on  any  portion  of  the  waterfront  of  San  Franci.sco,  under  any  condition  what- 
ever. Said  Board  may,  when  the  wants  of  commerce  re<iuire,  lay  d'own  such  number 
of  tracks  along  an<I  on  any  portion  of  said  waterfront  as  iriav  be  necessary  to 
meet  such  wants,  and  permit  the  use  thereof  to  any  corporation  or  association 
or  any  ])ei;.son  or  iiersons,  under  such  rules,  regulations,  and  at  sucli  compensa- 
tion as  said  Board  may  determine;  provided,  that  no  special  privileges  sliall  be 
awarded  thereon  to  any  corporation,  association,  person,  or  persons;  and  provided 
further,  that  sw-itcbes  from  said  railroad  track  or  tracks  may,  with  the  permission  of 
said  Board,  and  under  the  limitations  and  conditions  of  this  Act,  be  constructed  by 


wharf,  pier  (piay.  landing,  or  thoroughfare  in  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco  shall  b'e 
inciinU)ered,  or  thoir  free  use  interfered  with  by  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  other 
substances,  whether  loose  or  built  upon,  or  fixed  to  any  such  wharf,  pier,  quay, 
landing,  or  thoroufjhfare,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  notify  in 
writing  (which  service  may  be  served  by  a  Wharfinger,  or  the  Secretary  or  Assistant 
becretary  of  the  Board),  the  owner,  agent,  or  occupant,  or  person  placing  or  keep- 
ing such  obstructions  thereon,  to  remove  the  same  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  serving  of  such  notice;  and  in  case  of  failure  to  comply  witli  such  notice,  and 
remove  such  obstructions,  the  owner,  agent,  occui.ant.  or  p"erson  notified  shall  be 
liable  1o  pay  the  Commissioners  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
day  durinj.-  — '  ■      — '  .       -  v  ^  , 


removal,  together  with  all  other  necessary  charges,  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  such 
incumljering  substance  to  the  Commissioners,  and  such  sum  and  necessary  charges 
sha  be  a  lien  on  such  substance  until  paid.  The  rate  of  dockage,  wharfage,"  and  ttTlls 
shall  not  exceed  those  established  by  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  July 
first,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  and  dockage  shall  not  be  collected  on  an\- 
vessel  lying  at  anchor  outside  of  dock,  wharf,  or  slip.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  as  authorizing  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  to  construct  any  railroad 
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aloii};  and  upon  any  open  canal  extending  inland  from  said  waterfront.  But  said  Har- 
bor Commissioners  may,  when  a  waterfront  railroad  shall  be  constructed  by  them, 
construct  the  same  across  the  outlet  of  such  open  canal. 

TIIIKD. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  amending  Section  2527  of  the 
Political  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  be 
in  words  and  figures  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  2527.  No  contract  or  oblig:ation  entered  into  by  the  Harbor  Commissioners, 
which  creates  a  liability  or  authorizes  the  payment  of  "money,  shall  be  valid  or  of 
bindiufr  force  unless  signed  by  all  three  of  the  Commissioners,  and  countersigned  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board;  nor  shall  any  contract,  involving  the  payment  of  money, 
be  made  by  the  said  Commissioners,  unless  the  amoimt  then  to  the  credit  of  the  Harbor 
Improvement  Fund,  together  with  the  revenue  estimated  to  accrue  up  to  the  time  of 
the  maturity  of  such  contract,  over  and  above  the  current  expenses  of  the  Commission, 
be  sufficient  to  meet  the  payments  to  become  due  thereon ;  provided,  such  estimate  of 
revenue  shall  be  limited,  as  to  time,  to  live  (5)  years. 

Where  the  work  to  be  done  is  the  construction  of  a  new  wharf,  bulkhead  or  break- 
water, and  its  ajipurtenances,  the  Board  may  lease  said  wharf,  bulkhead  or  breakwater 
and  its  ajjpurtenances  for  a  jieriod  not  to  exceed  five  years,  and  for  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  the  cost  of  constructing  said  work,  the  rents  therefrom  to  be  applied,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  in  payment  for  the  cost  of  such  construction,  and  said  Board  may  ])rovide  in 
the  contracts  for  the  same  that  the  rents  therefrom  shall  be  so  applied,  or  the  work  be 
paid  for,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  such  rents  and  revenues. 

FOUBTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law  in  words  and  figures  substantially  as  follows: 

"An  Act  authorizing  the  State  Treasurer  to  transfer  to  theSan  Francisco  Harbor 

Improvement  Fund  moneys  now  in  San  Francisco  Depot  Sinking  Fund. 

"  The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows : 

"  Section  1.  The  State  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  transfer  to  the  San  Francisco 
Harbor  Improvement  Fund,  from  the  San  Francisco  Depot  Sinking  Fund,  the  sum  of 
thirtv-six  thousand  dollars  ($3ti,0CIO). 

"i^Ec.  2.  The  State  Treasurer,  immediately  after  making  the  transfer  provided  for 
in  this  Act,  shall  notify  the  State  Controller  of  the  same;  and  the  State  Controller  shall 
thereupon  make  a  corresponding  transfer  upon  the  books  of  his  oflfice. 

"  Sec.  3.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately." 

FIFTH. 

To  consider  and  pass  and  reenact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  creating  a  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works,  defining  his  powers  and  duties,  and  fixing  his  compensa- 
tion, and  to  re|)eal  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  or  inconsistent  with  sucu  law. 

SIXTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  amending  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  entitled  "An  Act  i)roviding  for  the  appointment 
of  an  Auditing  Board  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  authorizing  and  directing 
him  and  them  to  perform  certain  duties  relating  to  drainage,  to  purchase  machinery, 
tools,  dredgers  and  appliances  therefor,  to  improve  and  rectify  water  channels,  to  erect 
works  necessary  and  incident  to  said  drainage,  to  condemn  land  and  property  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  making  certain  acts  a  felony,  and  making  an  appropriation  of 
money  for  the  purjiose  of  this  Act,"  approved  March  17,  1897,  by  whicli  the  Auditing 
Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  shall  be  authorized  and 
empowered  to  perform  other,  further,  and  additional  work  upon  such  of  the  navigable 
creeks,  rivers,  and  sloughs  of  the  State  of  California  as  the  Legislature  may  deem 
proper,  of  a  character  and  nature  similar  to  that  outlined  and  described  in  the  report 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  dated  November  16,  1896,  and  accompanying 
reports  and  jilans  of  engineers. 

SEVENTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law  (to  take  immediate  effect)  repealing  an  Act  entitled  "An 
Act  to  regulate  the  width  of  tires  of  wagons  to  be  used  on  the  public  highways  of  the 
State  of  California,"  approved  March  20,  1897. 

EIGHTH. 

To  consider  and  pass  and  reenact  a  law  repealing  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  California  entitled  "An  Act  prescribing  the  manner  of  locating  mining  claims 
upon  the  public  domain  of  the  United  States,  recording  notices  of  location  thereof, 
amending  defective  locations,  and  providing  for  the  deposit  of  district  records  with 
/  County  Recorders,  and  prescribing  the  effect  to  be  given  to  recordation  of  notices  of 
location  and  affidavits,"  approved  March  27,  1897. 
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NINTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  amending  Section  3494  of  the 
Political  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  so  that  the  same  when  amended  shall  be  in 
words  and  figures  substantially  as  follows : 

"  (Section  3494.  The  unsokf  portions  of  the  five  hvmdred  thousand  acres  granted  to 
the  State  for  school  puri)oses,  the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections,  and  lands  selected 
in  lieu  thereof,  must,  unlexs  increased  in  price  as  liereinnfter  provided,  be  sold  at  the  rate 
of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  ($1.2.'5)  j)er  acre  in  iTnited  States  gold  coin,  payable 
twenty  per  cent  of  the  principal  witliin  fifty  days  from  the  date  of  the  certificate  of 
location  issued  to  the  purciiaser;  the  balance,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per 
cent  per  annum,  in  advance,  is  due  and  payable  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of 
any  Act  by  the  Legislature  recjuiring  sucli  payment,  or  before,  if  desired  by  tlie  pur- 
chaser." 

TENTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law  adding  a  new  section  to  the  Political  Code  of  the  State 
of  California,  to  be  numbered  Section  3494^,  or  otherwise  (to  take  effect  immediately), 
relating  to  the  State  school  lands,  which  shall  be  in  words  and  figures  substantially  as 
follows : 

"  Section  3i9i\4.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Governor,  the  public  interest  jus- 
tifies, he  may  by  ])roclamation  from  time  to  time  suspend  the  sale  of  any  part  of  the 
public  lands  of  the  State,  which  lands  so  suspended  from  sale  shall  thereafter  only  be 
sold  wlien,  by  like  proclamation,  the  Governor  shall  have  authorized  such  sale,  and 
shall  liave  fixed  a  price  thereon,  to  be  not  less  than  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents 
(.$1.2.'))  per  acre." 

ELEVENTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law  repealing  Section  10  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  California  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  State  I/unacy  Commission,  to  pro- 
vide a  uniform  government  and  numagement  of  the  State  Hos]>itals  for  the  Insane,  and 
to  provide  for  the  care,  custody,  and  apiirehensiou  of  persons  believed  to  be  insane,  and 
the  commitment  of  insane  T)ersons,  and  providing  for  the  transfer  of  une.xpended 
appropriations  of  moneys  and  properties,"  approved  March  31,  1897. 

TWELFTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  laws  amending  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  State  Lunacy  Commission,  to  provide  a  uniform 
government  and  management  of  tlie  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  atid  to  provide  for 
the  care,  custody,  and  ai)])rehension  of  persons  believed  to  be  insane,  and  the  commit- 
ment of  insane  ])ersons,  and  providing  for  tlie  transfer  of  unexpended  appropriations 
of  moneys  and  properties,"  approved  March  31,  1897;  and  also  amending  an  Act  of  said 
Legislature  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  sections  tliree,  five,  six,  and  eight  of  article  two 
of  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  establish  a  State  Lunacy  Commission,  to  provide  a  uni- 
form government  and  management  of  the  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  care,  custoily,  and  apprehension  of  ]iersons  believed  to  be  insane,  and  the

THIRTEENTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  laws  amending  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  State  Lunacy  Commission,  to  provide  a  uniform 
government  and  management  of  the  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  and  to  provide  for 
the  care,  custody,  and  apprehension  of  jiersons  believed  to  be  insane,  and  the  commit- 
ment of  insane  i)ersons,  and  providing  for  the  transfer  of  unexpended  appropriations  of 
monevs  and  properties,"  approved  starch  31,  1897.  And  also  amending  an  Act  of  said 
Legislature  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  sections  three,  five,  six,  and  eight  of  article  two 
of  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  establish  a  State  Lunacy  Commission,  to  provide  a  uni-

the  State  Commission  in  Lunacy  to  fix  the  salaries  of  all  officers  and  emploj'^s, 
either  appointed  or  elected,  of  the  "several  State  Hospitals  referred  to  in  said  Acts  of  the 
Legislature. 

FOURTEENTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  empowering  the  Governor  of 
the  State  of  California  to  summarily  remove  for  cause  all  public  officers  appointed  by  or 
under  the  authority  of  the  Governor,  whether  holding  for  definite  terms  or  otherwise.

FIFTEENTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  empowering  the  Governor  of 
the  State  of  California  to  summarily  suspend  for  cause,  during  a  recess  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, for  and  during  such  interim  until  tne  next  succeeding  session  of  the  Legislature, 
all  appointees  of  the  Governor  whose  appointments  are  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Senate  of  the  State  of  California. 

SIXTEENTH. 

To  allow  the  Governor  to  send  names  of  appointees  to  public  offices  to  the  Senate 
of  the  State  of  California  for  confirmation.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Assembl;/  of  the  State  of  California: 

In  re-convening  your  honorable  body  in  extraordinary  session  for  the  purposes 
expressed  in  my  t)roclamation,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  state'more  fully  the  views  which 
I  entertain  regarding  the  business  to  be  transacted  and  the  necessity  for  this  extra 
session. 

After  careful  consideration  for  many  months  of  the  question  whether,  among  other 
things,  the  expense  to  the  people  whicfi  may  accrue  from  this  session  should  outweigh 
the  exigency  of  convoking  the  Legislature,"  I  have  fully  determined  that  the  question 
of  immediate  disbursement  should  be  subordinated  to  public  duty  and  public  necessity, 
and  that  this  necessity,  above  all  other  matters,  demands  the  election  of  a  United  States 
Senator,  so  that  California  shrill  stand  equal  in  representation  with  her  sister  States  in 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States. 

The  duty  which  devolves  upon  yoii  of  electing  a  United  States  Senator  is  paramount, 
and,  to  afford  you  an  opportunity  to  perform  this  high  prerogative,  would  alone— were 
there  no  other  imjiortant  questions  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  Legislature— require  this 
extraordinary  session. 

If  the  representatives  of  each  State  in  the  Union  were  to  refuse  to  perform  their  con- 
stitutional obligations  of  electing  a  United  States  Senator,  the  foundation  of  the 
Federal  Government  by  and  for  the  people  would  crumble,  and  the  American  Republic 
would  become  a  melancholy  ])hantasy. 

The  sisterhood  of  States  represented  in  Congress  is  the  constitutional  essence  of  our 
Nation;  and  full  representation  is  not  alone  a  right  belonging  to  each  State,  but  also 
one  of  the  greatest  rights  of  the  Republic ;  and  for  many  months  last  j)ast  patriotic  and 
urgent  appeals  have  come  to  me  from  many  of  tlie  most  eminent  statesmen  and  jurists 
in  America  imploring  California  to  perform,  in  this  regard,  her  whole  duty  to  the  Union. 
Our  country's  seal  bears  the  motto  Unity  from  Multiplicity;  and  the  stars  and  stripes, 
joined  in  one  flag,  signify  supremacy  and  singleness  of  purpose  through  a  union  of  the 
States. 

The  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  must  be  obeyed,  as  well  as  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  each  State. 

The  Federal  Constitution  and  laws  require  that  all  States  shall  supply  Representa- 
tives to  Congress,  to  legislate  for  the  whole  people,  as  well  as  for  tne  people  of  the 
separate  States;  and  the  persistent  refusal  of  a  State  to  perform  this  duty  required  by 
the  Federal  Constitution  and  laws  is  treason  against  the  Union. 

In  taking  my  oath  of  office,  I  solemnly  pledged  myself  to  support  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  I  linnly  believe  that  I  would  be  recreant  to  that 
sacred  oath  did  I  fail  now  to  convoke  this  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  electihg  a 
United  States  Senator. 

The  jiractical  results  of  the  recentwar  with  Spain  must  be  measured  by  Congressional 
legislation. 

The  Pacific  Coast  is  vitally  interested  in  the  maintenance  of  our  new  possessions. 
Commercial  expansion  westward  needs  Federal  assistance.  The  jtroper  government  of 
the  Philippines  is  a  necessary  increment  to  Western  commerce.  Trade  is  based  on 
order,  and  there  can  be  no  order  without  law. 

California  should  have  her  full  corps  of  legislators  in  Congress  to  assist  in  the  passage 
of  laws  favorable  to  our  trade  with  the  newlv  acquired  territory.  No  State  can  be  equal 
if  not  equally  represented.  California,  tlierefore,  demands  her  equal  right  of  rep- 
resentation by  tlie  election  at  your  hands  of  a  United  States  Senator. 

Upon  the  18tli  of  March,  189!),  I  addressed  a  message  to  you,  in  which,  while  calling 
yotir  attention  to  this  solemn  duty,  among  other  things,  I  used  the  following  language, 
which  is  at  this  time  equally  true  and  much  more  significant : 

"  In  view  of  the  great  territorial  expansion  westward  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  the  com- 
mercial interestsof  this  State  are  too  vast  and  its  political  position  too  important  to  be 
now  impaired  by  your  failure  to  choose  a  National  Representative.  Tne  power  to 
select  a  United  States  Senator  is  vested  in  you  by  the  Constitution,  by  the  law,  and  by 
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ative'""'''*^'  "^'^  people  require  at  your  hands  tlie  exercise  of  tliat  liigh  prerog- 
Tliroiigh  unhappy  and  hidden  causes,  you  failed  to  heed  my  appeal  on  that  occasion  • 
and  subsequent  events  have  justified  tlio  fears  which  I  tlien  entertained,  that  the  eranfi 
National  Administration,  under  tlie  guidance  of  our  great  President,  might  meet  with 
some  opposition  from  those  wlio  ought  to  be  first  to  maintain  oureountrv's  grandeur 
Already  witli  the  fruits  of  a  victorious  war  within  our  control,  disconlant  voices  art- 
raised  to  obstruct  our  country's  expansion. 

The  enemies  of  i>rogress  seek  to  sow  the  seeds  of  distrust.  The  retrogressive  few 
struggle  toojiijose  the  Nation's  maiestic  strides  eastward  and  westward  Discardintr 
the  laws  ot  civilization  and  national  evolution,  these  obstructionists  would  once  more 
reduce  (if  they  could)  tins  magnificent  empire  to  its  original  thirteen  .States 

America,  i)roud  of_  her  prestige  among  nations,  must  go  forward,  not  backward. 
The  doctrine  of  the  riglits  of  man  must  be  tauglit  on  the  isles  of  the  Orient.  The  llaL' 
which  symbolizcsMhese  rights  likewise  symbolizes  freedom  ;  and  no  people  above  whom 
it  floats  can  bear  the  shackles  of  the  shive. 

Our  country  has  a  moral  as  well  as  a  material  duty  to  perform  resi)ecting  our  newlv 
acquired  islands.  It  must  unselfishly  show  to  the  people  of  the  Philippines,  of  Guam 
and  of  flie  other  isles  of  the  Pacific  the  virtue  of  American  law  and  American  liberty 
Our  Kepnbhc  must  be  an  exemplar  through  social  aiul  commercial  contact.  Our  mes- 
sengers of  ))eacean(  civilization  must  educate  the  inhabitants  of  our  new  i.os«essi„ns 
111  the  industrial  and  mechanical  arts,  and  in  the  best  methods  of  agricultural  de\-elnn- 
ment.  Ihe  iron  of  war  must  be  transformed  into  imi.lements  of  liusbandrv.  Racial 
hates  must  yield  to  American  i>hilanthropy,  and  crude  and  savage  customs"  to  Amer- 
ican morality.  " 

To  achieve  all  this,  we  should  have  wise  laws  and  prudent  councilors:  and  Califor- 
nia-the  westernmost  State  of  the.  Union,  and  the  commercial  gate  for  Americas 
Oriental  trade— is  deeply  concerned  in  this  great  and  necessary  work 

I  am  therefore,  conscientiously  convinced  that  an  essentia!  step  in  this  direction  is 
the  election  of  a  United  States  Senator. 

Being  conscious  of  tlie  rectitude  of  our  purposes,  no  lurking  assassin  of  character 
nor  cowanlly  Iibeler  need  liope,  for  a  single  instant,  to  intimidate  or  sway  us  from  tlie 
faithful  discharge  of  our  duty  to  our  country  and  our  State  because  of  the  dastardly 
menace  of  printed  blackmail. 

llnbiased  by  si.eoial  predilections,  undeterred  by  the  ruthless  and  unfounded 
criticism  of  a  few  morning  newspaper  iiolitical  bosses  of  i.retcndo.l  inHuence  ever  ready 
and  willing  to  sacrifice  the  welfare  ..f  their  party,  Stat  c,  and  Nati.ui  t<.  t  he  graHflcation^^^^ 
their  own  hates  and  ambitions,  and  to  decry  every  honorable  i>rincri.le  and  deed 
opiiosed  to  tlieir  various  schemes  and  ncrsonal  aspirations,  here  you  may  meet  in  cilm 
roiincil  to  select  some  gentleman  for  l^ie  United  fetales  Senate  unquestionably  worth" 
of  the  high  honor,  whose  ability  nnd  ,„U'grity  can  not  justly  be  assailed,  who  is  inspireJl 
with  the  splendid  and  progressive  views  of  the  President,  and  who,  when  elected  wil 
unswervingly  assist  the  National  Administration  in  its  magnificent  governnientarnlan 
of  extending  American  civilization  and  commerce  to  the  new  teVritorv  where  the 
American  soldier  and  sailor  have  planted  and  maintained  our  country's  flag. 

H.\RBOR  IMPROVEMENT. 

In  the  second  third,  and  fourth  grounds  of  the  proclamation  I  have  called  your 
atteiHion  to  needed  legislation  for  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco 
wherein  It  IS  suggested  that  you  pass  amendments  to  Sections  2524  and  2,5'>-  of  the 
Pol,  ical  Code,  and  also  that^  you  enact  a  law  for  the  transfer  to  the  San  Francisco 
inSiv'  Fumr  *'™''"      "  """'^'^ ^"'^  Francisco  Depot 

♦  1  Tlie  growing  commercial  necessities  of  the  State  require  greater  harbor  facilities  for 
the  bates  principal  port  at  San  Francisco,  in  order  to  nTeet  the  trade  which  has  so 
greatly  increased  during  the  past  year,  and  which  is  still  further  increa^^in" 

The  length  of  wharves  now  limited  by  said  sections  of  the  Politicalc'ode  is  inade- 
quate t^  accommodate  the  shipping  of  tlie  coast.  By  reason  of  tliis  lack  of  wharfaL-e 
space,  the  shipment  of  the  large  grain  yields  and  other  products  of  our  State  causes 
great  expense  to  our  merchants,  and  especially  imposes  extraordinary  burdens  upon 
the  i^irmers  throughout  the  State,  by  hampering  their  sales  on  account  of  delay  ?n  sl^h" 
nient  arising  from  this  condition.  u,.i<j,^  Miq, 

The  immediate  demaml  for  appropriate  legislation  in  this  direction  may  be  better 
understood  from  the  following  ix'tition  received  by  me  last  December,  and  signed  bv 
the  members  and  ofiicers  of  the  State  B,>ard  of  Harbor  Commissioners,  who  are  worthy 
and  competent  officers,  and  have  at  heart  the  interest  of  the  State  and  the  harbor"^ 
Sim  Francisco,  and  are  administering  tlieir  office  with  skill  and  economy.  Inasmuch 
as  my  distinguished  and  very  able  predecessor  in  office,  Hon.  James"  H.  Budd  i^ 
the  attorney  for  this  Board,  and  the  majority  of  the  Board  is  Democratic,  it  is  manifest 
that  I  shouUl  not  be  accused  of  Republican  partisanship  in  this  call  for  an  extra  ses- 
sion, since  these  gentlemen  differing  from  me  in  i>olitics  oin  in  their  request  for  imme- 
diate legislation  in  behalf  o  the  harbor  to  the  many  other  urgent  appeals  of  people 
who  are  best  acquainted  with  and  deeidy  interested  in  the  commerclil  necessities  of 
the  port  of  San  Francisco.   The  petition  is  as  follows :  iiei.e..suies  oi 
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"Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  j

"San  Francisco,  Cal.,  December  13,  1899.) 

"  Hon.  Henry  T.  Gage,  Oovemor  of  California,  Sacranunto,  Cal.: 

"  Dear  Sir:  The  commercial  community  seem  to  be  a  unit  on  the  proposition  that 
the  traffic  by  water  to  and  from  this  port  will,  within  the  next  two  years,  show  an  un- 
precedented" increase.  Already  there  is  every  indication  that  this  e.xpected  large  volume 
of  commerce  is  gradually  finding  its  way  to  San  Francisco. 

"  For  the  past  ten  months,  while  our  harbor  facilities  have  been  sufficiently  ample 
to  accommodate  the  shipjnng,  it  nevertheless  required  all  the  wharfage  room  at  the 
disposal  of  this  Commission  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  increased  trade  of  the  port 
during  that  period. 

"  It  is  a  fact  that  there  has  been  a  scarcity  of  tonnage  this  season  to  move  for  export 
our  grain  crop.  This  fact  is  verified  by  the  crowded  condition  at  the  present  time  of  the 
large  grain  warehouses  at  tide-water  at  Port  Costa,  and  the  similarly  crowded  condition 
of  the  interior  warehouses  throughout  the  State.  Vessels  engaged  in  our  e.\port  grain 
trade  arrive  at  this  port  first  with  an  inward  cargo.  Had  the  number  of  vessels  arrived 
here  during  the  last  four  months  that  the  volume  of  our  grain  for  export  justified,  it 
must  be  admitted  that  our  harbor  facilities  would  have  been  inadequate  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  trade. 

"In  anticipation  of  a  much  larger  volume  of  shipping  to  and  from  this  port,  the 
Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  have  been  earnest  in  their  efforts  to  provide 
increased  wharf  accommodations,  so  that  all  vessels,  foreign  and  domestic,  entering  our 
harbor  shall  be  given  prompt  and  convenient  facilities  to  discharge  their  inward  and 
load  their  outward  cargoes  with  as  quick  dispatch  as  can  be  afforded  elsewhere. 

"Should  the  business  of  the  port,  however,  increase  to  such  an  extent  as  is  now 
generally  conceded  that  it  will,  legislation  will  hi!  necessary  to  enable  this  Commission 
to  accommodate  the  modern-built  vessels  with  wharf  facilities. 

"The  present  outline  of  the  San  Francisco  waterfront  was  arranged  years  ago,  when 
the  greatest  length  of  vessels  entering  the  port  was  from  200  to  ;100  feet.  At  the  time 
when  these  conditions  e.xisted,  the  Legislature  by  law  (which  is  still  in  effect)  pro- 
hibited the  Harbor  Commissioners  from  e.\teiiding  wharves  out  more  than  6O0  feet 
from  the  bulkhead  line,  inasmuch  as  with  the  vessels  then  in  service,  four  of  them — 
two  on  each  side— could  be  moored  alongside  of  a  wharf  500  or  (iOO  feet  in  length.  Ves- 
sels now  afloat  and  being  built  in  the  shipyards  of  the  world  vary  from  400  to  7fl0  feet 
in  length.  Such  vessels  have  been  coming  to  this  port,  and  their  number  will  hence- 
forward increase,  and  tlierefore  it  can  readily  be  observed  that  our  dockage  room  at 
wharves  600  feet  in  length  and  less  has  become  minimized. 

"The  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  permit  the  extension  of  wharves  out  a  dis- 
tance of  800  feet  from  the  bulkhead  line,  instead  of  (iOO  feet,  as  provided  for  by  the 
present  law.  While  this  Commission  hope  to  be  able  within  the  next  twelve  months  to 
commence  to  build  three  new  wharves  of  the  most  modern  construction,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  ^180,000  for  the  three,  and  pay  for  the  same  from  the  revenues  of  the 
Board,  yet  it  is  quite  certain  that  a  greater  number  of  new  wharves,  as  w'ell  as  other 
improvements,  will  be  necessary,  to  keep  pace  with  the  trade  heading  this  way. 

"These  improvements  can  not  be  undertaken  by  the  Board  until  sufficient  funds 
have  been  accumulated  from  the  revenues,  and  to  wait  fill  then  might  possibly  jeop- 
ardize the  volume  of  shipping.  To  overcome  this  requires  some  enabling  legislation, 
authorizing  this  Commission,  whenever  they  find  it  necessary  in  order  to  provide 
for  the  construction  or  repairs  of  any  work  deemed  necessary  for  the  convenience  of 
commerce,  to  pledge  the  revenue  of  such  work  for  and  during  a  period  not  exceeding 
five  years  from  the  date  of  such  contract. 

"S'o  risk  should  be  assumed  in  not  being  able  to  afford  all  necessary  accommoda- 
tions for  any  increased  shipping  that  may  come  hither.  Therefore,  in  view  of  the 
circumstances  and  conditions  outlined  herein,  this  Board  would  respectfully  petition 
vou  to  convene  the  Legislature  in  extraordinary  session,  for  the  purpose  of  amending 
the  law  relating  to  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  so  as  to  enable  said 
Board  to  provide  additional  harbor  facilities  for  an  increased  trade  in  the  port  and 
harbor  of  San  Francisco,

The  immediate  necessity  for  this  legislation  may  be  perceived,  not  only  from  such 
petitions,  but  also  from  the  fact  (not  of  unusual  occurrence)  that  last  Thursday  there 
were  no  unoccupied  berths  for  ships  in  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco,  and  twelve'deep- 
water  vessels  were  overdue. 

The  shipping  interests  of  this  State  are  dependent  upon  the  proper  improvement  of  its 
principal  rivers  and  harbors ;  and  where  defects  exist  in  our  laws  whicli  are  incompatible 
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witli  new  conditions  arising  from  increasing  trade,  and  greater  development  of  our 
resources,  it  becomes  a  public  duty  to  eliminate  from  onr  statute  books  those  defects 
which  are  opposed  to  the  progress  of  our  State  and  the  prosperity  of  our  iicople.  All 
the  people  ol  the  State  are  vitally  interested  in  the  development  of  the  San  Francisco 
harbor.  The  fostering  care  of  the  State  is  a  guaranty  of  the  State's  continued  concern 
for  the  future  of  this  great  harbor.  With  the  beltefinent  of  trade  and  enhanced  busi- 
ness advantages  of  our  coast  cities,  the  condition  of  the  interior  of  the  State  will  be  like- 
wise improved.  As  a  )>eople  we  are  interdependent,  and  a  material  impediment  to  the 
commercial  jirogress  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  (whicli  contains  nearlv  one-fourth  of 
the  State's  population)  is  a  corresponding  obstacle  to  the  interests  of  other  parts  of  this 
State.  Above  all,  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  the  Stale,  and  not  of  a  municipality,  to 
extend  sovereign  care  and  management  over  the  navigable  waters  of  the, State.  For  the 
State  to  attempt  to  abandon  that  right  and  duty  would  be  an  effort  to  forego  one  of  its 
most  sacred  functions. 

The  expressions  of  those  who  maintain  that  a  municipality  may  control  and  direct 
an  entire  harbor  and  navigable  waters  because  of  proximity  thereto,  are  freciuentlv  the 
inconsiderate  utterances  of  those  having  private  ambitions  or  who  are  influenced  by 
sectional  prejudices.  The  nourishing  of  such  local  icalo\isies  can  onlv  result  in  injury 
to  both  city  and  State,  for  the  interests  of  San  Francisco  are  necessarily  joined  with 
those  of  the  State  at  large,  and  through  the  moral  aid  of  the  peoi)le  of  that  c'itv  and  the 
sovereign  care  of  the  State,  this  splendid  harbor  is  destined  to  be  a  source  of  wealth  to 
all  the  jieople  of  California. 

The  sovereign  control  of  the  State  over  its  navigable  waters  is  a  solemn  trust  held  for 
the  benefit  of  all  the  people,  which  the  State  can  not  absolutely  resign  in  favor  of 
municipalities.  The  language  of  the  highest  court  of  the  nation  in  a  recent  case  is 
decisive  of  this  proposition,  and  that  court  has  there  defined  tlie  limits  of  local  and 
private  control  as  follows  : 

"A  grant  of  all  the  binds  under  the  navigable  waters  of  a  State  has  never  been 
adjudged  to  be  within  the  legislative  power;  and  any  attempted  grant  of  the  kind 
would  be  held,  if  not  absolutely  void  on  its  face,  as  subject  to  revocation.  »  *  •  The 
owncrnhip  of  the  nnrignble  waters  of  the  harbor  and  of  the  lands  under  them  is  a  subject  of 
public  concern  to  the  whole  people  of  the  State." 

So  again  one  of  the  learned  .Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  in  consider- 
ing a  )ihase  of  this  subject  in  a  late  case,  tersely  gave  sanction  to  this  view  in  the  follow- 
ing words : 

"  Whatever  power  or  sovereignty  has  been  conferred  u])on  the  State  to  be  exercised 
only  for  the  benefit  and  in  the  interest  of  the  entire  people,  can  not  be  abdicated  or  sur- 
rendered to  individuals,  or  exercised' in  favor  of  some  to  the  detriment  or  disadvantage 
of  others." 

Nor  is  this  position  inconsistent  with  that  taken  by  the  court  in  the  prevailing  opin- 
ion in  the  same  case,  where  it  is  said : 

"  No  grant  of  lands  covered  by  navigable  waters  can  be  made  which  will  impair  the 
power  of  a  subsequent  Legislature  to  regulate  tlie  enjovmcnt  of  the  public  right." 

The  sovereign  right  of  the  State  to  control  its  harbors,  bays,  and  rivers,  being  a 
trust,  held  for  the  advantage  of  all  the  people  of  the  State,  the  regulation  of  the  San 
Francisco  harbor  supervision  of  its  wharves,  and  the  collection  and  management  of  its 
tolls,  is  necessarily  a  matter  of  supreme  concern  to  the  State  for  the  public  weal. 

Sections  1  and  2,  Article  XV,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  protect  the  public 
right  of  free  navigation,  and  impose  the  dutv  upon  the  Legislature  of  enacting  laws 
which  will  preserve  to  the  whole  people  of  the  State  access  to  the  State's  navigable 
waters. 

No  municipality  nor  other  section  can  usurp  this  sovereign  right,  nor  can  any  Act  of 
the  Legislature  surrender  the  St.ate's  sovereign  control,  ft  is  therefore  evident  that 
the  matters  called  to  your  attention  for  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  of  pressing  general  importance,  and  designed  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  people 
of  the  State,  and,  were  there  no  other  reasons,  would  alone  require  this  extraordinary 
session.  •' 

The  amendments  which  I  have  suggested,  if  adopted  bv  von,  will  afford  adequate 
relief,  and  accomplish  all  that  is-necessary  for  the  iinmedi.ate  improvement  of  the  har- 
bor, without  levying  taxes  upon  the  people,  or  even  necessitating  the  issuance  of  bonds. 


PUBLIC  WORKS. 


The  fifth  reason  specified  in  the  proclamation  for  which  I  have  called  this  extraor- 
dinary session  is  to  pass  a  bill  creating  a  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  defining  his 
powers  and  duties,  and  fixing  his  compensation. 

A  bill  of  this  character  passed  both  houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  was  on  the  last 
day  of  the  Thirty-tbird  Session  presented  to  me  for  signature,  dulv  signed  bv  the 
President  pro  tem.  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  also,  and  dulvcerti- 
fied  to  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  tlie  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Assemblv,  and  was  bv 
me  approved  three  days  thereafter,  to  wit:  March  21,  1899.  This  Act  is  to"  be  found  oh 
pages  157  and  158  of  the  Statutes  of  1899. 

After  the  approval  of  the  Act  my  attention  was  called  to  certain  irregularities  in  the 
passage  of  said  Act,  due  perhaps  to  the  necessarv  haste  during  the  last  days  of  the  ses- 
sion; and  unon  an  examination  of  the  Journals  of  the  Senate  and  Assemblv  I  discov- 
ered the  following  facts:  The  Act  as  originally  passed  in  the  Senate  allowed  to  the 
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Commissioner  the  compensation  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  omitted  the 
lanjiiiape  expressed  in  Section  3  of  the  Act  as  it  now  ap])pars  in  the  Statutes. 

The  bill  jiassod  the  Senate  February  23,  1899  (Senate  Journal,  p.  834),  and  on  March 
7,  1899,  was  amended  in  the  Assembly  witli  the  ])rovisions  wliich  now  appear,  wherein, 
among  other  changes,  an  increased  annual  salary  was  allowed  the  Commissioner 
(Assembly  Journal,  pp.  1298  and  1299).  As  thus  amended,  the  bill  passed  the  Assembly 
March  14,"  1899  (Assembly  Journal,  p.  1506).  Subsequently,  March  16,  1899,  the  Senate 
refused  to  concur  in  the  Assembly  amendments,  and  apjiointed  a  conference  committee 
(Senate  Journal,  p.  1351),  and  on  the  same  da\'  the  Assembly  receded  from  the  amend- 
ments, thereby  consenting  to  the  Senate  bill  as  originally  engrossed  (Assembly  Journal, 
p.  1.595).  On  March  18,  1899,  the  bill  as  now  printed  was  duly  signed  by  the  "President 
pro  tem.  of  the  Senate  and  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  and  was  certified  to  by  the 
Secretary  of  tli^  Senate  and  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Assem"bly,  and  presented  to  nie  for 
signature.  On  the  same  day  the  bill,  as  so  printed  and  presented  to  me,  was  reported 
to  the  Senate  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Enrolled  and  Engrossed 
Bills  as  correctly  enrolled,  and  presented  for  my  approval  (Senate  Journal,  pp.  1481  and 
1482).  Through  some  singular  mishap,  the  bill  thus  i)resented  contained  all  of  the 
amendments  which  had  been  passed  in  the  Assembly  and  from  which  that  House  had 
subsequently  receded,  and  in  that  form  received  my  approval.  It  is  almost  needless  to 
add  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  Governor  to  follow  in  detail  the  entire  course  of 
every  bill  introduced  in  both  houses  during  a  session  of  the  Legislature;  and  even  if 
such  e.xamination  were  possible,  the  Governor  would  be  necessarily  obliged  to  rely  upon 
the  enrolled  bills  for  the  correctness  of  the  bills  when  the  same  are  duly  signed  and 
certified  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly;  for,  of  course,  it  could  not 
be  expected  that  the  Governor  should  enter  the  printing  office  and  do  the  work  of  both 
the  compositors  and  enrolling  committees. 

As  the  bill  now  appears,  it  is  at  least  an  unsettled  proposition  of  law,  in  the  event  of 
litigation,  whether  the  courts  would  go  behind  the  enrolled  bill  and  consult  the 
Journals  of  the  Houses  in  an  inquirj'  as  to  its  legality.  But  at  all  events  I  am  satisfied 
that  the  Act  itself,  owing  to  this  misfortime,  does  not  properly  express  the  intention  of 
the  people  acting  through  their  representatives,  and  I  nave  therefore  called  your  atten- 
tion to  the  defects  in  this  most  important  legislation,  so  essential  for  the  prosperity  of 
the  farmers  and  other  citizens  of  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  valleys,  and  to  the 
business  and  i)roperty  of  the  people  of  the  various  cities  and  towns  along  the  Sacramento 
and  San  Joaquin  rivers  and  their  tributaries. 

The  necessity  for  the  lepislation  suggested  in  the  sixth  ground  of  the  proclamation 
is  apparent  from  an  examination  of  tlie  Act  relating  to  the  Auditing  Board  of  Public 
Works,  approved  March  17,  1897,  which  confines  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  Board  and 
Commissioner  to  the  insufficient  plans  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  Engineers  accom- 

Sanying  the  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  dated  November  15,  18!)6. 
ot  only  is  the  report  of  the  Engineers  ambiguous  in  its  outline,  but  it  was  held,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  rendered  A))ril  20,  1898,  that  neither  the  Auditing 
Board  nor  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  could  expend  any  part  of  the  money 
appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers  above  the 
mouth  of  the  Feather  River.  In  consequence  of  this  condition  of  the  law,  not  only  are 
thousands  of  acres  of  valuable  and  productive  land  in  Yolo,  Sutter,  and  Yuba  and  other 
counties  imperiled,  but  the  inability  to  perform  such  work  above  the  mouth  of  the 
Feather  River  results  in  serious  detriment  to  work  already  done  upon  the  Sacramento 
River.  In  the  report  of  the  Auditing  Board  and  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  made 
to  Governor  Budd,  December  1,  1898,  it  was  recommended  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  and  of  the  Commissioner  should  be  extended.  The  Commissioner  on  page  7  of 
his  report  says : 

"  As  the  law  now  stands,  the  money  appropriated  can  only  be  expended  on  the  San 
Joaquin  and  on  the  Sacramento  River  from  tiie  mouth  of  the  Feather  to  Suisun  Bay. 
The  expenditure  of  a  very  moderate  amount  on  the  Feather  River,  and  on  the  Sacra- 
mento above  the  mouth  of  the  Feather,  would  vastly  improve  the  navigability  of  both, 
and  incidentally  afford  protection  to  a  large  area  of  fertile  country." 

When  we  consider  that  the  Federal  Government  has  already  appropriated  large  sums 
of  money  for  the  construction  of  restraining  barriers  and  other  improvements  on  the 
Sacramento  and  Feather  rivers,  and  has  now  able  engineers  engaged  in  the  work  under 
the  Secretary  of  War,  pursuant  to  the  Act  of  Congress  creating  the  California  Debris 
Commission,  it  would  be  only  the  exercise  of  good  faith  on  the  part  of  this  State,  aj>art 
from  the  incalculable  benefit  to  our  peoi)le,  to  cooperate  with  the  Federal  Government 
in  the  work  of  improvement  in  directions  whicli  are  not  allowed  to  the  United  States 
engineers  under  said  Act  of  Congress. 

KEPEAL  OF  WIDE-TIRE  LAW. 

The  seventh  subject  specified  in  the  proclamation  requiring  legislation  is  the  repeal 
of  the  Act  approved  March  20,  1897,  regulating  the  width  of  wagon  tires  to  be  used  on 
the  i)iiblic  highways.  The  Act  is  very  inartiiicially  drawn,  and  contains  provisions  of 
doubtful  constitutionality.  Independent  of  such  criticisms,  it  is  wholly  unsuited  for 
the  purposes  sought  to  be  attained,  and  will  if  attempted  to  be  enforced  cause  trouble 
and  distress  to  thousands  of  farmers,  tradesmen,  and  other  people  using  wagons  within 
this  State. 

My  attention  has  been  called  by  the  Highway  Commissioner  to  various  and  con- 
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fusing  errors  in  the  law  itself,  which  are  of  such  a  character  that  I  am  positively 
informed  that  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  law  by  either  wagon  users  or  manufac- 
turers is  an  impossibility. 

As  the  Act  itself  makes  non-compliance  with  the  law  a  crime,  and  punishable  by  tine 
and  imprisonment,  the  continuance  of  such  a  law  on  our  statute  books  would  be  a 
great  wrong  to  the  people. 

REPEAL  OF  MINING  LAWS. 

I  have  recommended  in  the  eighth  ground  of  the  proclamation  a  substantial  re-enact- 
ment of  the  Act  approved  March  20,  1899,  repealing  the  .State  Mining  Act,  approved 
March  27,  1897,  in  order  to  obviate  the  misconstruction  of  the  repealing  Act  of  1899,  and 
to  avoid  possible  litigation,  owing  to  a  clerical  error  which  crept  into  the  first  section 
of  the  Act. 

LAND  FRAUDS. 

The  obiect  of  the  amendments  proposed  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  grounds  of  the 
proclamation  is  of  vast  importance,  and  had  this  remedy  been  given  which  is  suggested 
in  the  tenth  ground,  many  thou.sands  of  acres  of  valuable  State  land  would  not  have 
been  permitted  during  the  last  few  years  to  pass  under  the  control  of  land  rings  at  a 
value  of  .$1.2.5  per  acre,  to  be  at  once  resold  by  them  at  prices  ranging  from  $4  and 
upward  per  acre. 

Until  proper  amendments  are  made  to  the  laws  relating  to  our  public  land,  power 
should  be  vested  in  the  Governor  to  withdraw  from  sale  the  school  lands  which  are 
now  being  used  as  scrip  to  take  the  place  of  the  Valentine  and  Portertield  scrip. 

One  of  the  principal  objects  of  the  sale  by  the  State  of  its  public  lands  to  private 
persons  is  to  encourage  its  actual  settlement  and  cultivation,  and  when  tlie  intention 
of  our  statutes  is  so  perverted  through  the  i>ernicious  schemes  of  land  jobbers,  it 
becomes  the  high  and  solemn  duty  of  the  legislators  to  prevent  such  frauds  for  the 
protection  of  the  peojile. 

Owing  to  the  Act  of  Congress  directing  the  President  to  set  apart  forest  reserves 
u])on  the  public  domain  of  tlic  United  States,  various  reserves  covering  large  tracts  of 
valuable  timber  and  other  lands  belonging  to  the  State  in  Kith  and  3t>th  sections  have 
been  placed  within  the  boundaries  of  these  reserves.  As  the  title  to  these  school  sec- 
tions still  remained  in  the  State,  they  were  subject  to  entry  and  sale  under  our  State 
laws,  notwithstanding  that  they  fall  within  the  ooundaries  of  the  proclaimed  reserves. 

In  the  Act  of  Congress  dated  June  4, 1897 (Vol.  30,  U.  S.  Statutes,  page  3ti),  the  follow- 
ing provision  is  made  for  the  benefit  of  actual  settlors  and  owners  of  land  within  these 
reserves,  allowing  a  relinquishment  of  their  titles  to  the  United  States: 

"That  in  cases  in  which  a  tract  covered  bv  an  unperfected  bona  fide  claim  or  by  a 
patent  is  included  within  the  limits  of  a  public  forest  reservation,  the  settler  or  owner 
thereof  may,  if  he  desires  to  do  so,  relinquish  the  tract  to  the  Government,  and  may 
select  in  lieu  thereof  a  tract  of  vacant  land  open  to  settlement  not  exceeding  in  area 
the  tract  covered  by  his  claim  or  patent;  and  no  charge  shall  be  made  in  such  cases 
for  making  the  entry  of  record  or  issuing  the  patent  to  cover  the  tract  selected  ;  provided 
further,  that  in  cases  of  unperfected  claims  the  requirements  of  the  laws  respecting 
settlement,  residence,  improvements,  and  so  forth,  are  complied  with  on  the  new  claims, 
credit  being  allowed  for  the  time  spent  on  the  relinquished  claims." 

This  ])rovision  of  the  United  States  statute,  together  with  the  condition  of  our  own 
laws,  has  been  used  by  the  land  ring  for  their  own  sclHsh  and  unlawful  pur|>oses. 

Immediately  after  the  proclamation  by  the  President  of  a  forest  reserve  within  this 
State,  applications  for  State  school  land  within  such  reserve  have  been  tiled,  and  imme- 
diately sold  as  scrip  by  local  dealers,  as  well  as  by  dealers  in  other  States,  at  prices 
ranging  as  high  as  $5  per  acre,  whereas  the  State  can  only  receive  |1.2i5  per  acre.  The 
land  attorneys  secure  the  relinquishment  of  the  entryman  or  his  assignee  to  the  United 
States,  and  tile  applicaticm  for  other  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  even  outside 
of  the  State  of  California. 

In  cases  where  the  State  school  lands  within  the  reserves  have  been  patented,  the 
dealers  secure  under  said  Act  of  Congress  patents  to  other  lands  which  they  have 
located. 

By  reason  of  this  privilege  afforded  by  the  United  States  statutes  and  our  own  la.x 
laws,  the  school  lands  within  the  forest  reserves  are  greatly  increasing  in  value,  and 
much  of  the  land  has  been  cornered  by  the  land  attorneys,  and  is  now  advertised  and 
sold  as  scrip. 

If  the  State  is  'oblifjed  to  part  under  the  existing  laws  with  its  school  lands  within 
these  reserves,  so  that  it  likewise  loses  the  taxes  which  would  be  paid  by  an  actual  set- 
tler, in  the  alisence  of  the  abilitv  of  the  State's  officers  to  detect  and  discriminate 
between  fraudulent  and  bona  tide  land  claims,  then  the  people  of  the  State  should  reap 
the  benefit  from  the  advanced  value  of  such  lands  which  now  go  to  t+ie  land  jobbers,  by 
authorizing  the  Governor  to  withdraw  such  land  from  sale  at  the  minimum  price,  antl 
to  sell  the  same  at  an  increased  price  according  to  its  value.  Although  many  thousands 
of  acres  of  land  have  alreadv  been  lost  to  the  State,  I  believe  it  to  be  absolutely  and 
immediatelv  necessary  to  call  for  the  relief  which  I  have  proposed  in  the  proclamation. 

To  nrovide  against  this  great  fraud  upon  the  State,  it  would  have  been  my  duty  to 
convoke  you  in  extraordinary  session  had  no  other  reason  existed ;  for  it  is  estimated 
that  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  would  be  thereby  gained  for  the  State. 
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STATE  LUNACY  LAW. 

In  the  eleventh  ground  of  the  proclamation  your  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
repeal  of  Section  19  of  the  Act  to  establish  a  State  Lunacy  Commission,  approved 
March  31,  1897,  and  in  th?  thirteenth  ground  I  have  advised'the  amendment  to  said 
State  Lunacy  Law  so  as  to  empower  the  Commission  to  fix  the  salaries  of  all  officers 
and  employes.  The  necessity  for  this  change  in  the  law  will  be  apparent  from  the 
recent  experience  of  the  present  State  Lunacy  Commission.  This  Commission  a  short 
time  afro  deemed  it  necessary  for  the  proper  and  economical  management  of  the  several 
State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  to  make  a  reduction  in  the  salaries  of  officers  and 
employes  which  would  create  a  saving  to  the  State  of  over  $20,000  each  year,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  said  officers  and  employes  would  be  amply  compensated.  Despite  the 
Commission's  efforts  to  economically  administer  the  affairs  of  tlie  State  Hospitals, 
their  praiseworthy  purpose  was  impeded  by  some  of  the  officers  of  the  institution 
through  menace  of  litigation,  the  said  officers  contending  that  Section  19  of  the  Act  of 
1897.(notwithstanding  the  amendments  of  the  Act  approved  March  21,  1899)  deprived 
the  Commission  of  the  power  of  making  this  reduction.  To  avoid  possible  litigation 
as  to  the  proper  construction  of  the  State  Lunacy  Commission's  powers,  I  have 
requested  vou  to  rectify  the  ambiguity,  for  I  have  no  doubt  that  in  passing  the  amend- 
ments at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  your  intention  was  to  vest  in  the  Lunacy 
Commission  full  power  to  regulate  the  salaries  of  officers  and  employes.  If  this  power 
be  vested  in  the  present  Lunacy  Commission,  it  will  save  the  people  of  the  State  more 
than  $20,000  annually  for  years  to  come. 

ACTHOBITT  TO  REMOVE  APPOINTEES  FOR  CAUSE. 

In  the  twelfth  and  fourteenth  grounds  of  the  proclamation  I  have  suggested  that  the 
Governor  be  granted  the  power  to  remove  for  cause  officers  appointed  for  definite  terms, 
and  in  the  fifteenth  ground  I  have  advised  that  the  power  be  likewise  vested  in  the 
Governor  of  temporarily  suspending  for  cause  confirmees  of  the  Senate.  In  thus  request- 
ing this  necessary  authority  I  have  not  harbored  a  single  partisan  thought  nor  desired 
such  power  for  any  iiolitical  purpose,  but  my  sole  desire  was  that  the  responsibility 
which  is  laid  upon  the  Governor  by  the  people  should  not  be  hampered  through  his 
utter  helplessness  to  remove  officers  who  misbehave  themselves  in  office  to  the  detri- 
menT  of  the  public,  or  who  may  be  even  guilt v  of  crime.  If  the  Governor  is  to  be  held 
responsible  to  the  people,  and  if  the  party  which  nominated  and  elected  him  is  to  be 
held  likewise  responsible  to  the  electors  for  the  Governor's  conduct  of  State  affairs,  he 
should  be  invested  with  power  commensurate  with  that  responsibility.  Personally  I 
would  prefer,  were  I  not  bound  bv  my  sacred  oath  of  office,  to  be  shorn  of  the  responsi- 
bility for  acts  of  others,  and  would  not  desire  even  that  the  power  of  appointment  to 
office  should  rest  with  me,  for  among  the  most  painful  and  trying  duties  of  office  have 
been  those  when  I  have  been  ceaselessly  importuned  »nd  entreated  to  grant  jjositions 
to  worth}'  but  rival  candidates. 

The  appalling  scandals  at  the  Agnews  State  Hospital,  which  were  revealed  during 
several  investigations  of  that  institution,  were  of  a  character  to  show  that  the  public 
welfare  requires  that  full  and  summary  power  should  be  given  the  Governor  to  rectify 
as  far  as  possible  such  infamous  wrongs.  Under  the  jiresent  condition  of  the  law  an 
officer  once  appointed  for  a  definite  term  may  be  guilty  of  crime,  continually  dishonor 
his  office,  and  enjoy  the  fruits  of  his  malfeasance  by  resorting  to  the  courts  to  defend 
his  crimes.  To  illustrate  the  verv  limited  authority  vested  in  the  Governor,  I  will  state 
that  a  few  months  ago  serious  crimes  were  charged  against  an  officer  now  holding  the 
same  State  office,  and  a  petition  was  forwarded  to  me  by  one  of  the  members  accusing 
him  in  direct  language  with  flagrant  crimes.  Knowing  that  the  power  was  not  given 
me  to  investigate  the  charges,  and  if  true,  to  right  the  wronp  by  removal  of  the  officer, 
in  order  to  silence  a  hostile  ]iress  which  had  used  this  incident  for  political  and  per- 
sonal ends,  I  requested  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General,  who  replied  in  writing 
assuring  me  of  my  utter  inability  to  remove  any  appointed  officer  whatever  who  held 
office  for  a  definite  term. 

No  spirit  of  partisanship  has  actuated  me  in  this  reasonable  request  for  authority  to 
remedy  wrongs,  but  I  am  guided  altogether  by  a  wish  to  fully  serve  the  jieople  of  the 
State  and  to  protect  them  from  the  misdoings  of  any  officer  without  regard  to  political 
creed. 

My  distinguished  predecessor  in  office,  Hon.  James  H.  Budd,  who  holds  opposite 
political  views,  in  his  inaugural  address  called  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the 
necessity  of  granting  the  Governor  this  power  of  removal  in  the  following  very  proper 
wonls: 

"  If  the  Governor  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the  departments  whose 
incumbents  he  nanfes,  he  should  have  the  control  of  those  functionaries.  In  this  State 
we  should  either  have  a  system  of  continuous  tenure  during  good  behavior,  as  under 
the  civil  service  classification  of  the  General  Government,  or  else  the  appointing  power, 
which,  in  the  ])ublic  mind,  is  held  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the  appointee,  should 
be  vested  with  authority  to  remove  the  appointee,  in  the  language  of  the  Constitution, 
'  for  misconduct,  incompetence,  or  neglect  of  duty,  after  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  on 
written  charges.'" 

Again,  in  his  first  biennial  message  to  the  Legislature  in  1897,  the  Governor,  with 
the  experience  of  two  years  in  office,  repeated  these  words,  and  urged  the  Legislature  to 
pass  a  law  of  that  character. 
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Still  again,  Governor  Budd,  on  the  very  eve  of  his  departure  from  office,  when  he 
could  not  possibly  be  benefited  by  the  passage  of  such  laws,  unselfishly  requested  the 
Legislature  to  grant  to  the  Governor  this  very  necessary  autlioritv.  If  the  Governor  of 
this  State  is  to  be  made  tlie  target  where  crimes  are  committed  by  appointees  holding 
oflSce  for  a  definite  term,  it  is  but  just  that  he  sliould  be  equipped  with  the  power  to 
remove  the  guilty  officer.  No  Governor  could  be  found  who  would  dare  to  misuse  this 
solemn  trust  when  once  reposed  in  him  by  tlie  people's  representatives. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  foregoing  are  some  of  many  reasons  which  I  hold  in  support  of  the  grounds 
specified  in  tlio  proclamation  convening  you  in  extraordinary  session. 

It  is  to  be  deplored  tliat  there  are  a  few  persons  who,  by  reason  of  their  own  unworthy 
miitives,  attribute  to  me  improper  political  purposes  "in  assembling  you  together, 
whereas,  in  truth  and  in  fact,  I  have  merely  obeyed  the  promjjtings  of  impartial  duty 
and  the  mandates  of  the  law. 

If  you  shall  conclude  to  pass  the  various  laws  suggested  in  the  proclamation,  there 
will  thereby  be  saved  to  the  State  sums  of  money  largely  in  excess  of  the  expenditures 
which  will  be  incurred  on  account  of  convoking  tliis  Legislature,  even  should  the  cost 
tliereof  exceed  the  high  estimates  of  those  who— false  to  the  interests  of  their  country- 
have  bitterly  assailed  this  call  for  an  extra  session. 

Whether  or  not  you  differ  from  me  as  to  the  necessity  of  legislation  in  detnil  upon  all 
of  the  topics  suggested  for  legislation  is  to  me  uuim]iortant,  onlv  as  it  affects  our  com- 
mon country,  for  the  responsibility  now  rests  with  your  liouor'able  body  and  not  with 
me  alone. 

You  will  nevertheless  agree  that  your  duty  absolutely  requires  that  the  business  of 
the  session  be  transacted  with  the  utmost  dispatch  consistent  with  the  gravity  of  the 
sul)iects  involved. 

liesjiite  tlie  malignant  predictions,  wliich  through  private  malice  have  been  pub- 
lished, that  this  extraordinary  session  would  engulf  the  State  in  vast  expense,  my  con- 
fidence in  your  sense  of  duty  and  \n  your  ahility,  gained  by  a  personal  knowledge  of 
your  conduct  of  legislative  affairs  during  the  tliirtv-third  session,  bids  me  trust  that 
this  extraordinary  session  will  be  unexcelled  in  the  history  of  the  State,  and  worthy  of 
future  emulation. 

Irrespective  of  your  political  views  I  believe  in  your  honor,  I  believe  in  your  ability, 
I  believe  m  your  integrity;  and  inspired  by  these  beliefs  I  am  assured  that  the  duties 
whicli  vou  owe  to  the  people  of  the  State  and  Nation  will  be  economically,  honestly, 
and  ably  performed.

Whebeas,  There  is  now  pending  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  for  ratification, 
a  so-called  reciprocity  treaty  berween  this  country  and  the  British  West  India  Islands, 
known  as  the  Jamaica  treaty;  and 

Whereas.  The  ]>roi<ise<r  reduction  of  duties  upon  the  importations  from  these 
islands  that  come  into  competition  with  the  products  of  the  United  States,  apply  only 
to  sugar-cane  product?,  citrus  fruits,  and  fresh  vegetables,  which  are  only  produced  in 
competing  quantities  bv  the  States  of  Florida.  Louisiana,  and  California;  and 

Whebeas,  The  articfes  of  export  enumerated  in  said  proj)Ose<l  treaty  upon  which  a 
reduction  of  duty  is  obtained  are  neither  produced  or  exported  from  either  of  the  said 
States  of  Florida',  Louisiana,  or  California,  thereby  entailing  great  loss  to  them  without 
anv  corresjKjnding  benefits ;  and 

XVheeeas,  The  citrus  product  of  this  State,  amounting  to  over  five  millions  of  boxt- 
which  w:!l  douWe'l  within  the  next  decade,  is  handicapped  by  a  freight  rate  totli<- 
priri  •  :!ation  and  trade,  of  ninety  cents  per  box,  which  exceeds  by 

Bft.  mbined  freight  rate  and  the  profjosed  import  duty  from  the 

Brl- 

WiitiiEi-,  X..t  c::r^z  products  of  these  islands  come  directly  into  competirion  with 
the  holiday  trade,  which  is  known  to  be  the  best  of  the  entire  year;  and 

Whebeas,  The  enrire  imports  of  the  Island  of  Jamaica  have  never  exceeded  eight 
millions  of  dollars  j«r  annum,  a  large  proportion  of  which  is  imported  from  England, 
owing  to  a  preferential  tariff  rate;  and 

Whereas.  At  the  request  of  this  body  and  the  petition  of  the  citrus  fruit-growers  of 
this  State,  the  fifty-fifth  Congress  fixed  a  tariff  duty  upon  that  product,  placing  it  on  arj 
equality  with  the  foreign  production,  in  resjject  to  the  freight  rate  only;  and 
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Whereas,  The  American  producer  is  entitled  to,  and  ought,  by  right,  to  enjoy  the 
benefit  of  his  home  market,  wnen  fully  able  to  supply  the  demand  ;  therefore, 

Ilenolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  Slate  of  California,  the  Assembly  jointly.  That  it  deprecates 
the  attempt  to  disturb  the  present  existing  conditions  of  the  tariff  upon  sugar,  citrus

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CONSIDERATION  OF  SENATE  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT. 

Senator  Cutter  asked  for  and  was  granted  unanimous  consent  to  take 
up  Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1  for  the  purpose  of  amend- 
ment. 

Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1 — Proposition  to  amend 
Article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  relating  to  the  Judicial  Department. 

During  the  reading  of  the  constitutional  amendment  the  following 
amendments  were  submitted  by  the  committee: 

Amend  Section  2,  line  47,  by  striking  out  the  word  "of"  between  the  word  "  or  "  and 
the  words  "  a  city.' ' 

Amendment  adopted. 

Also:  Amend  Section  2,  line  58,  by  striking  out  the  word  "amendment"  and  in- 
serting instead  the  word  "article." 

Amendment  adopted. 

Also:  Amend  Section  3  by  inserting  the  following  between  lines  49  and  50: 

"  one  at  the  end  of  eight  years  and  the  third  at  the  end  of  twelve  years.  An  entry 
of  such  classification  shall  be  made  in  the  minutes  of  the  court  signed  by  them,  and  a 
duplicate  thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

"  If  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  a  Justice  of  the  District  Court  of  Appeal  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  a  person  to  hold  the  office  until  the  election  and  qualification  of 
a  Justice  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Such  election  shall  take  place  at  the  next  succeeding 
general  election  at  whicli  State  officers  are  elected,  and  the  Justice  so  elected  shall  hold 
the  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  une.xpired  term. 

"  The  Justices  of  each  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
as  a  Presiding  Justice.  The  presence  of  three  Justices  shall  be  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  any  business  by  such  Court,  and  the  concurrence  of  two  Justices  shall  be 
necessary  to  pronounce  a  judgment. 

"  Whenever  any  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  for  any  reason  disqualified  or  unable 
to  act  in  a  cause  pending  before  it,  the  remaining  Justices  may  select  one  of  the  Jus- 
tices of  a  District  Court  of  Appeal  to  act  pro  tempore  in  the  place  of  the  Justice  so  dis- 
qualified or  unable  to  act.  Whenever  any  Justice  of  a  District  Court  of  Appeal  is  for 
any  reason  disqualified  or  unable  to  act  in  "any  cause  pending  before  it,  the  Chief  Justice 
may  appoint  a  Judge  of  a  Superior  Court,  who  has  not  acted  in  tlie  cause  in  the  court 
below,  to  act  pro  tempore  in  tne  place  of  the  Justice  so  disqualified  or  unable  to  act.  A 
Justice  of  one  District  Court  of  Appeal  may  at  any  time  sit  as  a  Justice  pro  tempore  in 
any  other  District  Court  of  Appeal  iipon  the  written  request  of  any  Justice  of  said  court : 
every  Justice  pro  tempore  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  of  the  District  Court  of  Appeal, 
while  acting  as  such,  snail  have  the  same  power  and  authority  as  the  Justice  of  such 
court. 

"The  several  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  every  civil 
action,  proceeding  and  special  proceeding  commenced  and  determined  and  (on  ques- 
tions of  law  alone)  in  every  criminal  action  prosecuted  by  indictment  or  information  in 
the  Superior  Courts  within'their  several  appellate  districts,  excepting  only  those  actions, 
proceedings  or  special  proceedings  in  whicn  an  appeal  direct  to  the  Supreme  Court  from 
the  Superior  Courts  is  expressly  allowed  by  this  article.  The  statutes  now  in  force 
allowing,  providing  for  and  regulating  appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court  shall  apply  to 
appeals  to  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  so  far  as  consistent  with  this  article  until  the 
Legislature  shall  make  provisions  for  appeals  to  said  courts. 

"  The  judgments  and  decrees  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  be  final  in  all 
causes  embraced  within  their  appellate  jurisdiction,  except  in  tlie  following  cases: 

"  In  any  cause  decided  by  a  District  Court  of  Appeal,  if  the  "

Also:  Amend  Section  11,  line  12,  by  inserting  the  word  "the"  before  the  word 
"  liens." 

Amendment  adopted.

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Enrolled  and  Engrossed  Bills  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  haye  examined  and  found  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  correctly 
engrossed : 

Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1 — Proposition  to  amend  Article  VI  of  the 
Constitution,  relating  to  the  judicial  department. 

JONES,  Chairman. 

CONSIDERATION  OF  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT — (oUT  OF  ORDER). 

Senator  Cutter  asked  for  and  was  granted  unanimous  consent  to  take 
up  at  this  time  Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1  for  consider- 
ation. 

Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1. 

Proposition  to  amend  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  relating  to  the  Judicial  Department. 

The  Legislature  of  California,  dt  its  special  session  convened  January  twenty-ninth, 
nineteen  hundred,  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  voting  t^ierefor, 
proposes,  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State,  the  following  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution.  That  Article  VI  be  amended  to  read  : 

Article  VI — Judicial  Department. 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  the  Senate,  sitting  as  a 
court  of  impeachment,  in  a  Supreme  Court,  District  Courts  of  Appeal,  Superior  Courts, 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  such  inferior  courts  as  the  Legislature  may  establish  in  any 
incorporated  city  or  town,  or  city  and  county. 

Section  2.  I'he  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Justice  and  four  Associate 
Justices;  provided,  that  the  Chief  Justice  and  the  .\ssociate  Justices  in  office  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  shall  continue  in  office  and  constitute  the  court 
until  the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms  of  office;  and  provided  further,  that  at  the 
expiration  of  tlie  term  of  office  of  the  two  Justices  having  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
this  amendment  the  shortest  terms  to  serve,  their  otfices  shall  be  abolished.  The  pres- 
ence of  a  majority  of  the  Justices  shall  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business 
(except  such  as  may  be  done  at  chambers),  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the 
Justices  shall  be  necessary  to  pronounce  a  judgment. 

The  Supreme  Court  shall  hold  all  of  its  sessions  at  San  Francisco.  There  shall  be 
three  regular  sessions  each  year,  beginning  on  the  second  Monday  in  January,  May, 
and  September.  Special  sessions  may  be  held  at  any  time  on  the  order  of  the  Chief 
Justice  or  of  three  Associate  Justices. 

The  Chief  Justice  and  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  the  State  at  large  at  the  general  State  elections  at  the  times  and  yuaces 
at  which  State  officers  are  elected,  and  tlie  term  of  office  shall  be  twelve  years  from  and 
after  the  first  Monday  after  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  their  election. 

If  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  a  Justice,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  person  to 
hold  the  ortice  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  a  Justice  to  till  the  vacancy, 
which  election  shall  take  place  at  the  next  succeeding  general  election  at  which  State 
officers  are  elected,  and  the  Justice  so  elected  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  remainder  of 
the  unexpired  term. 

The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  direct  from  the  Superior  Courts 
in  every  action,  proceeding  or  special  proceeding  where  is  necessarily  drawn  in  ques- 
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tion  the  validity  of  a  statute,  or  of  an  authority  exercised  under  the  United  States;  or 
where  is  necessarily  drawn  in  question  the  validity  of  the  Constitution  or  any  statute 
of  or  authority  exercised  under  this  State  on  the"  ground  of  being  repugnant  to  the 
Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States;  or  where  is  necessarily  drawn  in  question 
the  validity  of  any  statute  of  or  authoritv  exercised  under  this  State  on  the  ground  of 
being  r(>i)Ugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State;  or  where  is  necessarily  drawn  in 
question  the  legality  of  any  tax,  impost  or  assessment;  in  all  proceedings  "in  exercise 
of  the  right  of  eminent  domain  ;  in  actions  or  proceedings  for  usurpation  or  intrusion 
into,  or  unlawful  holding  of,  a  public  franchise;  also  in  all  criminal  actions<on  ques- 
tions of  law  alone)  in  which  the  judgment  shall  be  death  or  imprisonment  for  life;  and 
also  in  all  cases  in  which  the  fact  of  the  adiir)tion  bv  a  city,  or  a  city  and  county,  of  a 
charter  for  its  own  government,  or  the  validity  of  the  same,  or  any" part  thereof,  or  of 
any  authority  exercised  thereunder,  is  necessarily  drawn  in  (juestion.  It  shall  also 
have  aiipellate  jurisdiction  in  every  action,  i>roc"eeding  or  special  i)roceeding  deter- 
mined by  any  District  Court  of  Appeal  the  record  in  which  may,  by  order  pursuant  to 
the  further  provisions  on  these  subjects  hereinafter  contained  in  this  article,  be  directed 
to  be  transmitted  to  it.  It  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  in  every  action,  ]>r<>ceeding  and 
special  proceeding  which  shall  actually  have  been  submitted  "to  it  for  decision  before 
the  organization  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  established  by  this  article,  and  of 
every  pending  cause  which  shall  not  be  transferable  to  the  District" Courts  of  Appeal  as 
hereinafter  provided.  And  in  all  cases  in  which  the  Supreme  Court  shall  acquire 
jurisdiction  it  shall  have  further  jurisdiction  to  decide  all  questions  properly  presented 
on  the  record,  whether  or  no  they  be  such  as  of  themselves  would  entitle  t'he  court  to 
take  jurisdiction  of  the  cause. 

Skctiox  3.  The  State  is  hereby  divided  into  three  appellate  districts,  in  each  of 
which  there  shall  be  a  District  Court  of  Appeal  consistingof  three  Justices.  There  shall 
in  each  year  be  four  regular  sessions  of  eacti  District  Court  of  Appeal,  commencing  on 
the  second  Monday  in  February,  May,  August  and  Xovember.  Special  sessions  may  be 
held  at  any  time  upon  the  order  of  the  court. 

The  tirst  apjiellate  district  shall  embrace  the  following  counties:  San  Francisco, 
Marin,  (Jontra  Costa,  Alameda,  San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara,  Santa  Cruz,  Monterey,  and  San 
Benito.  The  official  designation  of  the  District  Court  of  Ajipeal  in  this  District  shall  be 
"  The  Court  of  Ajipcal  of  the  State  of  California  in  and  for  the  First  District,"  and  it 
shall  hold  its  sessions  at  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  second  api)ellate  district  shall  embrace  the  following  named  counties  in  the 
State:  Fresno,  Tulare,  Kings,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Kern,  Invo,  Santa  Barbara,  Ventura, 
Los  Angeles,  San  Bernardino,  Orange,  Riverside,  and  San  t)iego.  The  otficial  designa- 
tion of  the  District  Court  of  Appeal  for  this  district  shall  be:  "The  Court  of  Ai)peal  of 
the  State  of  California  in  and  for  the  Second  District,"  and  the  court  shall  hold  its 
sessions  at  the  City  of  Los  Angeles. 

The  third  appellate  district  shall  embrace  the  following  named  counties:  Del  Norte, 
Siskiyou.  Modoc,  Humboldt.  Trinity,  Shasta,  Lassen,  Tehama,  Plumas,  Mendocino, 
Lake,  Colusa,  Glenn,  Butte,  Sierra,  Sutter,  Yuba,  Nevada,  Sonoma,  Napa,  Yolo,  Placer, 
Solano,  Sacramento,  Kl  Dorado,  San  .loaquin,  Amador,  Calaveras,  Stani.slaus,  Tuolumne, 
Aliiine.  Mono,  Mariposa,  Madera,  and  Merced.  The  official  designation  of  the  District 
Court  of  Appeal  of  this  district  shall  be  "The  Court  of  Api>eal  of  the  State  of  California 
in  and  for  the  Third  District,"  and  the  court  shall  hold  its  sessions  at  the  City  of 
Sacramento. 

Tlie  Legislature  may  remove  one  or  more  counties  from  one  appellate  district  to 
another,  but  no  county  not  contiguous  to  another  county  of  a  district  shall  be  added  to 
such  district. 

The  .lustices  of  the  District  Courts  of  Ajipeal  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualitied  electors 
within  their  respective  districts  at  the  general  State  elections,  at  the  times  and  places 
at  which  State  officers  are  elected,  and  the  term  of  office  shall  be  twelve  years  from  and 
after  tlie  first  Monday  after  the  first  day  of  January  ne.xt  succeeding  the  election; 
provided,  that  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  after  this  amendment  takes  effect  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  three  Justices  for  each  District  Court  of  Appeal,  to  hold  office 
until  qualification  of  Justices  to  be  elected  at  the  next  succeeding  general  election. 
The  Justices  of  each  District  Court  of  Appeal  so  elected  at  the  first  election  shall,  at 
their  first  meeting,  so  classify  themselves  by  lot  that  one  of  them  shall  go  out  of  office 
at  the  end  of  four  years,  one  at  the  end  of  eight  years,  and  the  third  at  the  end  of 
twelve  years.  An  "entry  of  such  classification  shall  be  made  in  the  minutes  of  the 
court,  signed  by  them,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  liled  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State. 

If  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  a  Justice  of  the  District  Court  of  Appeal  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  appoint  a  person  to  hold  the  office  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  a 
Justice  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Such  election  shall  take  place  at  the  next  succeeding  gen- 
eral election  at  which  State  officers  are  elected,  and  the  Justice  so  elected  shall  hold  the 
office  for  the  remainder  of  the  unex)>ired  term. 

Tlie  Justices  of  each  of  the  District  Courts  of  .\ppeal  shall  elect  one  of  their  niimber 
as  a  Presiding  Justice.  The  jiresence  of  three  Justices  shall  be  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  any  business  by  such  court,  and  the  concurrence  of  two  Justices  shall  be 
necessary  to  pronounce  a  judgment. 

Whenever  any  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  for  any  reason  disqualified  or  unable 
to  act  in  a  cause  pending  before  it,  the  remaining  Justices  may  select  one  of  the  Justices 
of  a  District  Court  of  Appeal  to  act  pro  tempore  in  the  place  of  the  Justice  so  disquali- 
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tied  or  unable  to  act.  Whenever  any  Justice  of  a  District  Court  of  Appeal  is  for  any 
reason  disqualified  or  unable  to  act  in  any  cause  pendinj;  before  it,  the  Chief  Justice 
may  appoint  a  Judge  of  a  Superior  Court,  wlio  has  not  acted  in  tlie  cause  in  the  court 
below,  to  act  pro  tempore  in  the  iilaoe  of  the  Justice  so  disriualilied  or  unable  to  act.  A 
Justice  of  one  District  Court  of  Appeal  may  at  any  time  sit  as  a  Justice  pro  teini)oro  in 
any  other  District  Coiirt  of  Appeal  upon  the  written  nniuest  of  any  Justice  of  said  court ; 
every  Justice  pro  tempore  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  of  the  District  Court  of  Apoeal,  while 
actiii};  as  such,  shall  have  the  same  power  and  autliorily  as  the  Justice  of  sucn  court. 

The  several  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  liavc  ap))ellate  jurisdiction  in  every  civil 
acticm,  proceeding  and  special  proceeding  commenced  and  determined  and  (on  ques- 
tions of  law  alone)  in  every  criminal  action  prosecuted  by  indictment  or  information  in 
the  .s u I x'l  ior  Courts  witliin  tlieir  several  appellate  districts,  e.\ce])ting  oidy  those  actions, 
lirocicdiugs  or  si)ecial  proceedings  in  whicli  an  appeal  direct  to  the  Supreme  ("ourt  from 
tlie  Sujierior  Courts  is  expressly  allowed  by  this  article.  The  statutes  now  in  force 
allowing,  jiroviiling  for  and  regulaiing  ap|ieals  to  the  Sujirenie  Court  sliall  apply  to 
appeals  to  the  District  Courts  of  Aiijieal  so  far  as  consistent  with  this  article  until  the 
Legislature  shall  make  provisions  for  appeals  to  said  courts. 

The  judgments  and  decrees  of  the  District  Courts  of  Api>eal  shall  be  final  in  all 
causes  embraced  within  their  appellate  jurisdiction,  except  in  the  following  cases: 

In  any  cause  decided  by  a  District  Court  of  Appeal,  if  the  decision  of  sucli  Court  of 
Apjieal  conflicts  witli  a  previous  decision  of  the  Su))reme  Courtj  or  of  another  District 
Court  of  Appeal,  the  Supreme  Court  shall,  ujion  petition  to  be  hied  within  thirty  days 
after  entry  of  judgment  in  tlie  District  Court  of  Appeal,  order  the  cause  to  be  heard  by 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  thereupon  tlie  record  shall  be  transmitted  to  tlie  Supreme 
Court,  wliicli  sliall  hear  and  determine  tlie  cause. 

Th(^  Su)ireme  Court,  or  any  Justice  thereof,  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas 
(•orpus,  and  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  iiower  to  issue  writs  of  niandanius,  certio- 
rari, and  prohibition  to  the  District  Courts  of  Aiijieal,  and  sliall  likewise  have  power  to 
issue  all  writs,  orders,  and  process  necessary  or  proper  to  tlie  c<im|ilete  and  effectual 
exercise  of  its  ajipellate  jurisdiction.  It  shall  also  have  jiowerto  issue  writs  of  manda- 
mus, certiorari,  and  prohibition  in  any  matter  affecting  a  State,  Congressional,  or  Presi- 
dential election.  Tlie  District  Courts  of  A)>peal  shall  liave  power  to  issue  within  their 
respective  districts  writs  of  nuindaiiius,  certiorari,  proliibition,  quo  warranto,  and 
liaoeas  corpus,  and  shall  likewise  have  power  witliin  such  districts  to  issue  all  writs 
and  orders  necessary  or  proper  to  the  complete  and  effectual  exercise  of  their  ajipellate 
jurisdiction.  Each  Justice  of  the  District  Courts  of  Apjieal  shall  have  power  to  issue 
writs  of  habeas  corjius  to  any  part  of  the  ajipellate  district  in  which  lie  sits,  and  any 
such  writ  may  be  made  returnable  before  the  Justice  who  issued  it,  or  tlie  court  from 
which  it  was  issued,  or  any  Justice  thereof,  or  before  any  lower  court  of  record,  or 
liefore  any  Judge  thereof. 

Unless  oral  argument  be  waived  by  the  parties  with  the  consent  of  the  court,  every 
cause  and  matter  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  in  any  District  Court  of  Aii|>eal  (except 
such  applications  as  may  be  made  ex  parte)  shall  be  orally  argued  by  tne  jiarlies  or 
their  counsel  in  open  court;  but  this  shall  not  prevent  the  courts  from  requiring  that 
the  points  to  be  argued  and  considered,  together  witli  a  list  of  authorities  to  sustain 
such  iioints,  shall  be  printed  and  tiled  before  a  cause  is  taken  up  for  argument.  Not 
more  than  twenty  cases  (except  ex  jiarte  applications)  shall  be  under  submission  for 
decision  at  any  one  time  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  in  any  District  Court  of  Appeal.  All 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  be  given  in 
writing  and  the  grounds  of  the  decision  shall  be  stated.  A  remittitur  or  mandate  must 
issue  on  every  judgment  of  said  courts  on  or  before  the  e.xpiration  of  thirty  days  after 
the  rendition  thereof. 

Section  4.  The  Supreme  Court  shall,  upon  the  organization  of  the  District  Courts 
of  Appeal,  transfer  to  them  respectively  any  causes  then  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court 
and  which  have  not  been  heard  as  are  within  tlie  class  of  causes  over  whicli  such  Dis- 
trict Courts  have  appellate  jurisdiction ;  and  uihui  such  transfer  the  District  Courts  of 
Api)eal  shall  have  full  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  the  same. 

Section  Cy.  The  Superior  Courts  shall  baveorigiiial  jurisdiction  in  all  casesin  equity, 
and  in  all  eases  at  law  which  involve  the  title  or  possession  of  real  property,  or  the 
legality  of  any  tax,  impost,  assessment,  toll,  or  municipal  tine,  and  in  all  other  cases  in 
which  the  demand,  exclusive  of  interest  or  the  value  of  the  jiroperty  in  controversy, 
amounts  to  three  hundred  dollars,  and  in  all  criminal  cases  amounting  to  felony  and 
cases  of  misdemeanor  not  otherwise  provided  for;  of  actions  of  forcible  entry  and 
detainer;  of  proceedings  in  insolvency;  of  action  to  prevent  or  abate  a  nuisance; 
of  all  matters  of  probate;  of  divorce  and  for  annullment  of  marriage,  and  of  all  such 
special  cases  and  proceedings  as  are  not  otherwise  provided  for.  And  said  courts  shall 
have  the  jiowor  of  naturalization,  and  to  issue  papers  therefor.  They  shall  have  appel- 
late jurisdiction  in  such  cases  arising  in  Justices'  and  other  inferior  courts  in  their 
respective  counties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  They  sliall  always  be  open  (legal  holi- 
days and  non-judicial  days  excepted),  and' their  process  shall  extend  to  all  parts  of  the 
State ;  provided,  that  all  actions  for  the  recovery  of  the  possession  of,  quieting  the  title 
to,  or  for  the  enforcement  of  liens  upon  real  estate,  shall  be  commenced  in  the  county 
in  which  the  real  estate,  or  anv  part  thereof  affected  by  such  action  or  actions,  is  situated. 
Said  ccnirts  and  their  judges  sliall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  mandamus,  certiorari, 
prohibition,  quo  warranto,  and  habeas  corpus,  on  petition  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  person 
in  actual  custody  in  their  respective  counties.  Injunctions  and  writs  of  prohibition 
may  be  issued  and  served  on  legal  holidays  and  non-judicial  days. 
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Section  6.  There  shall  be  in  each  of  the  organized  counties,  or  cities  and  counties, 
of  the  State,  a  Superior  Court,  for  each  of  which  at  least  one  Judge  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  at  the  general  State  election  ; 
proi;£deci,  tliat  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  there  shall  be  elected  twelve 
Judges  of  the  Superior  Court,  any  one  or  more  of  whom  may  hold  court.  There  may 
be  as  many  sessions  of  said  court,  at  the  same  time,  as  there  are  Judges  thereof.  Tlie 
said  Judges  shall  choose,  from  tlieir  own  number,  a  Presiding  Judge,  who  may  be 
removed  at  their  pleasure.  He  shall  distribute  the  business  of  the  court  among  the 
Judges  thereof,  and  prescribe  the  order  of  business.  The  judgments,  orders,  and  pro- 
ceedings of  any  session  of  the  Superior  Court  held  by  any  one  or  more  of  the  Judges 
of  said  courts,  respectively,  shall  be  equally  effectual  as  if  all  the  Judges  of  said  respect- 
ive courts  presided  at  such  session.  In  each  of  the  counties  of  Sacramento,  San  Joaquin, 
Los  Angeles,  Sonoma,  Santa  Clara,  and  Alameda  there  shall  be  elected  two  such 
Judges.  The  term  of  office  of  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts  shall  be  six  years  from 
and  after  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  their  election;  provided,  that 
the  twelve  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  elected  in  the  Citv  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, at  the  first  election  held  under  this  Constitution,  shall  at  their  fjrst  meeting  .^o 
classify  themselves,  by  lot,  that  four  of  them  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  end  of  two 
years,  and  four  of  them  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  end  of  four  years,  and  four  of  them 
shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  end  of  si.\  years,  and  an  entry  of  such  classification  sliall 
be  made  in  the  minutes  of  the  court,  signed  by  them,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  tiled  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  Tlie  first  election  of  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts 
shall  take  place  at  the  first  general  election  held  after  the  ado])tion  and  ratification  of 
this  Constitution.  If  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Judge  of  a  Superior  Court,  the 
Governor  shall  ajjpoint  a  i)ersoii  to  hold  the  office  until  the  election  and  qualification 
of  a  Judge  to  fill  tlie  vacancy,  which  election  shall  take  place  at  the  next  succeeding 
general  election,  and  the  Judge  so  elected  shall  hold  office  for  the  remainder  of  the 
unexpired  term. 

Section  7.  In  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  other  than  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  in  which  there  shall  be  more  than  one  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court, "the 
Judges  of  such  court  may  hold  as  many  sessions  of  said  court  at  the  same  time  as  there 
are  Judges  thereof,  and  shall  apportion  the  business  among  themselves  as  equally  as 
may  be. 

Section  8.  A  Judge  of  any  Superior  Court  may  hold  a  Superior  Court  in  any  county, 
at  the  request  of  a  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  thereof,  and  upon  the  request  of  the 
Governor  it  shall  be  his  duty  so  to  do.  But  a  cause  in  the  Superior  Court  may  be  tried 
by  a  Judge  pro  tempore,  who  must  be  a  member  of  the  bar,  agreed  upon  in  writing  by 
the  parties  litigant,  or  their  attorneys  of  record,  approved  by  the  court,  and  sworn  to 
try  the  cause. 

Section  9.  The  Legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  grant  leave  of  absence  to  any 
judicial  officer;  and  any  such  officer  who  shall  absent  himself  from  the  State  for  more 
than  si.vty  consecutive  (lays  shall  be  deemed  to  have  forfeited  his  office.  The  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  may,  at  any  time,  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  two 
thirds  of  the  memliers  of  the  Assembly  voting  therefor,  increase  or  diminish  the 
number  of  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  in  any  county,  or  city  and  county  in  the  State; 
provided,  that  no  such  reduction  shall  affect  any  Judge  who  has  been  elected. 

Section  10.  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal,  and 
Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts  may  be  removed  by  concurrent  resolution  of  both  houses 
of  tlie  Legislature  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  each  house.  All  other  judicial  officers 
except  Justices  of  thePeace  niay  be  removed  by  the  Senate  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Governor;  but  no  removal  shall  be  made  by  Virtue  of  this  section  unless  the  reasons 
therefor  be  entered  on  the  journal,  nor  unless  "the  party  complained  of  has  been  served 
with  a  copy  of  the  complaint  against  him  and  shall  have  had  an  opportunity  of  being 
heard  in  In's  defense.  On  the  question  of  removal  the  ayes  and  noes  snail  be  entered  on 
the  journal. 

Section  11.  The  Legislature  shall  determine  the  number  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  to 
be  elected  in  townships,  incorporate<l  cities,  and  towns,  or  cities  and  counties,  and  shall 
fix  by  law  the  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  Justices  of  the  Peace:  provided, 
such  powers  shall  not  in  any  case  trench  upon  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several  courts  of 
record,  except  that  said  Justices  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  Superior 
Courts  in  cases  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  where  the  rental  value  does  not  exceed 
twenty-five  dollars  jier  month,  and  where  the  whole  amount  of  damages  claimed  does 
not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  and  in  cases  to  enforce  and  foreclose  liens  on  personal 
property  when  neither  the  amount  of  the  liens  nor  the  value  of  the  property  amounts 
to  three  hundred  dollars. 

Section  12.  The  Supreme  Court,  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal,  the  Superior  Courts, 
and  sucli  other  courts  as  the  Legislature  niav  prescribe,  shall  be  courts  of  record. 

Section  1.3.  The  Legislature  shall  fix  by  law  the  jurisdiction  of  any  inferior  courts 
which  may  be  established  in  pursuance  of  section  one  of  tliis  article,  and  shall  fix  by 
law  the  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  the  Judges  thereof. 

Section  14.  The  County  Clerks  shall  be  ex  officio  clerks  of  the  courts  of  recofd  in 
and  for  their  respective  counties,  or  cities  and  counties.  The  Legislature  may  also  pro- 
vide for  the  appointment  by  the  several  Superior  Courts  of  one  or  more  commissioners 
in  their  respective  counties!  or  cities  and  counties,  with  authority  to  perform  chamber 
business  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts,  to  take  depositions,  and  perform  such 
other  business  connected  with  the  administration  of  justice  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law. 
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Section  15.  No  iudicial  officer,  except  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Court  Commission- 
ers, shall  receive  tonis  own  use  any  fees  or  per<iuisites  of  office. 

Skction  IC.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  tlie  sjieeflv  and  uniform  publication 
of  such  opinions  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  as  may  be 
ordered  Ijy  said  courts  respectively,  and  all  such  opinions  shall  be  free  for  publication 
by  any  person. 

Section  17.  The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts 
shall  severally,  at  slated  times  during  their  continuance  in  office,  receive  for  their  services 
a  compensation  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminislied  after  their  election  nor 
during  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected,  which  compensation  shall  be 
paid  by  the  State.  Until  otherwise  changed  by  the  Legislature,  the  annual  salaries  of 
the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  si.x  thousand  dollars  each,  and  the  8ui)erior 
Court  Judges  shall  receive  the  salaries  now  allowed  by  law,  payable  monthly.  Each 
Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  may  appoint  a  competent  stenographer  for  his  court,  who 
shall  hold  office  during  good  behavior.  Such  stenographer  shall  receive  a  salary  for 
reporting,  payable  by  tlie  State,  and  fees  for  transcription  when  required,  jiayable  in 
criminal  cases  by  the  county,  and  in  civil  cases  by  the  party  ordering  the  same.  Such 
salary,  which  may  vary  in  different  counties  in  proportion  to  duties,  and  such  fees  shall 
be  fixed  by  law. 

Skction  18.  The  Justices  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  severally,  at  stated 
times  during  their  continuance  in  office,  receive  for  tlicir  services  a  compensation 
which  sliall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  after  their  election  nor  during  the  term  for 
which  they  shall  have  been  elected.  The  salaries  of  the  Justices  of  the  District  Courts 
of  Ap]ieal  shall  be  ]iaid  by  the  State.  Unless  otherwise  changed  by  the  Legislature,  the 
annual  salaries  of  the  Justices  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  be  six  thousand 
dollars  each. 

Section  19.  The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  of  the  District  Courts  of  A])i)eal, 
and  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts  shall  be  ineligible  to  any  other  office  or  public 
employment  than  a  judicial  office  or  employment  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall 
have  been  elected. 

Section  20.  Judges  shall  not  charge  juries  with  respect  to  matters  of  fact,  but  may 
state  the  testimony  and  declare  the  law. 

Section  21.  Tlie  style  of  all  process  shall  be  "  The  People  of  the  State  of  California," 
and  all  prosecutions  shall  be  conducted  in  tlieir  name  and  by  their  authority. 

Section  22.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  appoint  a  clerk  of  that  court,  but  the  present 
clerk  of  the  court  shall  hold  office  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office;  a  phono- 
graphic reporter,  and  a  bailiff,  who  shall  severally  hold  his  office  and  be  removable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  court.  Each  District  Court  of  Appeal  shall  a)>point  a  clerk,  phono- 
graphic reporter  and  bailiff,  who  shall  severally  hold  his  office  and  be  removable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  court  by  which  he  is  appointed.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  appoint 
a  reporter  of  decisions,  who  shall  appoint  an  assistant  reporter  for  each  of  the  District 
Courts  of  A|ipeal.  All  of  said  officers  shall  hold  office  and  be  removable  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  decisions  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  be  published 
in  the  same  volumes  with  the  opinions  of  the  Supreme  Court  under  the  same  general 
title  of  California  Reports ;  and  all  statutes  in  relation  to  the  publication  of  the  opin- 
ions of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  the  publication  of  the  decisions 
of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal. 

Section  23.  No  Judge  of  a  court  of  record  shall  practice  law  in  any  court  of  this 
State  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

Section  24.  No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
or  of  a  District  Court  of  Apjieal,  or  of  a  Judge  of  a  Superior  Court,  unless  he  shall  have 
been  admitted  to  practice  before  the  Supreme  Court  oi  the  State. 

Section  25.  No  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  nor  of  a  District  Court  of  Appeals,  nor 
of  a  Superior  Court,  shall  draw  or  receive  any  monthly  salary  unless  he  shall  take  and 
subscribe  an  affidavit  before  an  officer  entitlell  to  administer  oaths  that  no  cause  in  his 
court  remains  undecided  that  has  been  submitted  for  decision  for  the  period  of  ninety 
days.

The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  at  its  thirty-third  session,  commencing  on 
the  twenty-ninth  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini  nineteen  hundred,  two  thirds  of  all  the 
members  elected  to  each  house  of  said  Legislature  voting  in  favor  thereof,  hereby  pro- 
pose that  section  live  of  article  eleven  of  tlie  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  5.  The  Legislature,  by  general  and  uniform  laws,  shall  provide  for  the 
election  or  appointment,  in  the  several  counties,  of  Boards  of  Supervisors,  Sheriffs, 
County  Clerks,  District  Attorneys,  and  such  other  county,  township,  and  municipal 
officers  as  public  convenience  may  require,  and  shall  |irescribe  their  duties  and  tix  their 
terms  of  office.  The  compensation  of  such  officers  and  the  number  and  compensation 
of  their  deputies,  clerks,  and  assistants  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Legislature,  or  in  such 
manner  as  the  Legislature  may  by  uniform  laws  iirovide,  and  for  this  purpose  it  may 
classify  tlie  counties  and  townshii>s  by  pojuilation;  and  it  shall  provide  for  the  strict 
accountability  of  sucli  officers  for  all  fees  which  may  be  collected  bv  them,  and  for  all 
public  and  municipal  iiumeys  which  may  be  paid  to  them  or  offic  ially  (  (irne  into  their 
possession.

Any  city  containing  a  popiilation  of  more  than  three  thousand  five 
hundred  inhabitants  may  frame  a  charter  for  its  own  government,  con.sistent  wuh 
and  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  bv  causing  a  board  of  fifteen 
freeholders,  who  shall  have  been  for  at  least  five  years  qualilied  electors  thereof, 
to  be  elected  by  the  quahhcd  voters  of  .said  city  at  anv  general  or  special  election 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  within  ninety  days  after  such  election,  to  prepare  an<i 
propose  a  charter  for  such  city,  which  shall  be  signed  in  duplicate  bv  the  mem- 
bers of  such  board,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  returned,  one  copy  to  'the  Mayor 
thereof,  or  other  cliiet  executive  officer  of  such  city,  and  the  other  to  the  Recorder 
of  the  cinmty.  Such  proj.osed  charter  shall  then  be  published  in  two  daily  news- 
papers of  general  circulation  in  such  city,  for  at  least  twenty  days,  and  the  tirst 
publica  ion  shall  be  made  within  twenty  days  after  the  completion"  of  the  charter-

Section  14.  The  Legislature  of  each  State  which  is  chosen  next  preceding  the 
expiration  of  the  time  for  which  any  Senator  was  elected  to  represent  such  State  in 
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Congress  shall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  meeting  and  organization  thereof,  pro- 
ceed to  elect  a  Senator  in  Congress. 

Srcc.  15.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner:  Each  house  shall 
openly,  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  name  one  person  for  Senator  in 
Congress  from  such  State,  and  the  name  of  the  person  so  voted  for  who  receives  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  in  each  house  shall  he  entered  on  the  Jour- 
nal of  tliat  house  by  the  Clerk  or  Secretary  thereof,  or  if  either  of  them  fails  to  give 
such  majority  to  any  ))erson  on  that  day,  the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  .Journal.  At 
twelve  o'clock  M.  of  the  day  following  that  on  which  proceedings  are  reijuired  to  take 
place  as  aforesaid,  the  members  of  the  two  houses  shall  convene  in  Joint  Assembly, 
and  the  Journal  of  each  house  shall  then  be  read,  and  if  the  same  person  lias  received  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  in  each  house  he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  Senator.  But 
if  tiie  same  person  has  not  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  each  house,  or  if  either 
house  has  failed  to  take  proceedings  as  required  by  this  section,  the  Joint  Assembly 
shall  then  )iroceed  to  choose,  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  a  i>erson  for 
Senator,  and  a  jiorson  who  receives  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  of  the  Joint  Assembly,  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both  houses  being  i)resent  and  voting,  shall  be 
declared  duly  elected.  If  no  person  receives  such  majority  on  the  first  day,  the  Joint 
Assembly  shall  meet  at  twelve  o'clock  im.  of  each  succeeding  day  during  tlie  session  of 
the  Legislature,  and  shall  take  at  least  one  vote  until  a  Senator  is  elected. 

Sue.  IG.  Whenever,  on  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  a  vacancy  exists 
in  the  representation  of  such  State  in  the  Senate,  the  Legislature  shall  i>rocee(f  on  the 
second  Tuesday  after  meeting  and  organization  to  elect  a  [lerson  to  fill  such  vacancy  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section  for  the  election  of  a  Senator  for  a  "full 
term. 

Sue.  17.  "Whenever,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  representation  of  such  State  in  the  Senate,  similar  jjroceedings  to  fill  such 
vacam-y  shall  he  had  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  Legislature  is  organized  and  has 
notice  of  such  vacancy. 

Sko.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  of  the  State  from  which  any  Senator 
has  been  chosen  to  certify  his  election,  under  the  seal  of  the  State,  to  the  President  of 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  19.  The  certificate  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  countersigned 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State.

Bakersfield,  Cal.,  February  6,  1900. 
To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Senate  and  Assembit/,  State  of  California ,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

Whereas,  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  acres  of  lands  bearing  petroleum,  asphaltum, 
and  other  valuable  minerals  in  paying  quantities,  and  being  situate  in  Kern,  Fresno, 
and  other  counties  of  this  State,  liave  been  returned  by  the  United  States  Survevor- 
General  as  agricultural  lands;  and 

Whereas,  These  lands  are  now  being  developed  for  the  minerals  they  contain, 
and  are  producing  and  will  continue  to  produce  millions  of  wealth  in  such  minerals, 
thus  building  up  an  industry  of  immeasurable  wealth  for  the  State  of  California ;  and 

Whereas,  Certain  persons  are  now  attempting  fraudulently  to  acquire  title  to  same 
as  agricultural  State  lands  under  the  Act  authorizing  the  State  of  California  to  take 
Government  lands  in  exchange  for  State  school  lands  under  an  Act  passed  February, 
1891,  and  "relating  to  lieu  lands  to  be  selected  by  State  or  Territory,"  and  also  m 
exchange  for  forest  reservation  lands  under  an  Act  of  .Tune  4,  1897;  and" 

Whereas,  The  sole  purpose  of  such  persons  in  acquiring  these  lands  is  for  speculation 
because  of  their  value  for  oil  and  other  minerals,  but  not  for  development  purposes, 
thus  retarding  the  growth  of  one  of  the  most  important  industries  in  Califo"rnia,  thwart- 
ing the  will  of  the  people  and  the  intent  of  our  National  Congress  in  grantins  certain 
rights  to  the  locator  of  mining  claims,  and  by  high-handed  robbery  depriving  thousands 
of  miners  of  their  holdings,  the  title  to  which  has  hitherto  been  held  valid  by  the  United 
States  government ;  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  Miners'  Association  of  BakersfieUi  would  respectfully  petition  the 
Legislature  now  in  session  at  Sacramento  to  make  such  laws  as  will  preclude  the  acquir- 
ing of  these  mineral  lands  in  exchange  for  State  agricultural  school  lands;  and  also.to 
memorialize  our  National  Congress  to  pass  such  laws  as  will  also  preclude  the  use  of 
what  is  known  as  forest  reservation  land  scrip  to  acqure  title  to  these  well-known 
mineral  lands,  a  system  now  widespread  and  the  most  reprehensible  known  in  the 
history  of  land-grabbing  in  California;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  at  once  forwarded  to  our  Senator,  S.  C. 
Smith,  and  Assemblynian  R.  C.  Dale,  w'ith  the  urgent  request  that  they  use  all  honor- 
able means  to  prevent  this  stupendous  fraud  by  organized  capital  upon  the  miners  of 
this  State.

Bv  repealing  Section  19  of  Article  III  of  "An  Act  to  establish  a  State  Lunacv  Com- 
mission, to  provide  a  uniform  government  and  management  of  the  State  Hospitals  for 
the  Insane,  and  to  i)rovide  for  the  care,  custody,  and  apprehension  of  persons  believed 
to  be  insane,  and  the  commitment  of  insane  persons,  and  providing  for  the  transfer  of 
unexpended  appropriations  of  moneys  and  propenies,"  approved  March  .31,  1897,  as 
recommended  in  my  proclamation,  you  have  empowered  the  Lunacy  Commission  to 
reduce  and  regulate  "the  cost  of  mana"ging  the  State  Hosjatals  for  the  Tiisane,  which  will 
enable  the  Commission  to  save  to  the  people  of  the  State,  through  their  new  schedule 
of  salaries,  upward  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  for  the  remaining  three  years  of  my  official 
terrn,  thus  paying  more  than  the  whole  expense  of  this  extraordinary  session. 

Your  labors  being  now  at  an  end,  I  beg  leave  to  thank  you  fur  your  earnest  assist- 
ance, and  to  bid  vou  God-speed.

PROCLAMATION  OF  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  Speaker  directed  the  Chief  Clerk  to  read  the  proclamation  of  the 
Governor,  convening  the  Legislature  in  extraordinary  session,  as 
follows: 

PROCLAMATION'. 

Executive  Department,  State  of  Califobnia,  | 
Saceamento,  January  23,  1900.  ) 

Whebeas,  An  extraordinary  occasion  exists,  requirin};  the  convening  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  of  California  for  the  pi-.rposes  hereinafter  particularly  set  forth : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Henry  T.  Gage,  a?  Governor,  by  virtue  of  the  power  conferred 
upon  me  by  Section  9,  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  do 
hereby  convene  the  said  Legislature,  to  assemble  in  extraordinary  session  at  the  City 
of  Sacramento,  State  aforesaid,  at  the  State  Cai>itol,  on  Monday,  the  twenty-ninth 
(29th)  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1900,  at  one  o'clock  p.  M.  of  said  day. 

The  purposes  for  which  I  liave  by  this  proclamation  convened,  and  for  which  I  do 
hereby  convene  said  Legislature  to  meet  in  said  session,  are  specifically  as  follows: 

fibst. 

To  elect  a  United  States  Senator  from  this  State,  to  fill  the  vacancy  now  existing, 
caused  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  Honorable  Stephen  M.  White. 

SECOND. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  amending  Section  2524  of  the 
Political  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  so  that  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  be 
in  words  and  figures  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  2524.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  possession  and  control  of  that  portion 
of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  together  with  all  the  improvements,  rights,  privileges, 
easements",  appurtenances  connected  therewith,  or  in  anywi.se  appertaining  thereto,  for 
the  purpose  in  this  article  provided  (excepting  such  parcels  thereof  as  are  lield  by  tlie 
lessees,  or  their  assigns,  on  valid  leases,  which  parcels  so  held  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  take  possession  of,  together  with  the  improvements 
thereon,  as  soon  as  said  leases  terminate,  and  also  to  see  that  the  lessees,  or  their  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  do  not  exercise  rights  and  privileges  that  are  not  conferred  by  said

and  said  Comraissioiiers^^  in  ad.ht.on  to  a  general  control  over  said  premises,  shall  ha?e 
authority  to  use,  for  oading  and  landing  merchandise,  with  a  right  to  collect  d.'ckaee 
wharfage,  and  tolls  thereon,  such  portion  of  the  streets  of  the  City  and  Coumrof  San 
Francisco,  ending  or  fronting  upon  the  waters  of  said  bay,  as  may  "be  used  for  slich  Dur 
poses  without  obstructing  the  same  as  thoroughfares ;  and-authoritV  to  rent  an  ottice  n  t  he 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  between  Montgomery,  Market,  and  Pacific  Streets  and 
the  city  front  ;  ana  purchase  from  time  to  time  suitable  books  for  the  records  of  the 
Secretary  and  accounts  of  the  Wharfingers,  together  with  such  stationery  as  n"ay  be 
required  by  the  Board;  and  to  fix  and  regulatertrom  time  to  time,  the  rates  of  dock

from as  wi  1  enable  the  Commissioners  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  hem  bv 
authority  of  this  .article;  and  the  Commissioners  and  Cxovernor  of  Otlifornia  may  so 
modify  and  establish  such  rates  of  dockage  and  wharfage  as  will  produce  a  revenue  not 
to  exceed  in  amount  the  moneys  collected  in  the  year  eighteen  I'undred  and  seventy- 
five  collecting  as  near  as  possible  equal  amounts  from  dockage  and  wharfage  When 
such  modification  has  been  made,  the  collection  of  tolls  mnst  be  abolished  aiid  the  toll 
collectors  discharged.   The  Commissioners  shall  construct  such  number  of  w  arves  as 
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the  wants  of  commerce  sliall  require,  and  shall  locate  such  wharves  at  such  points  and 
upon  such  lines  as  tlie  Board  may  deem  most  suitable  for  the  best  interests  of  com- 
merce, and  shall  repair  and  maintain  all  the  wharves,  piers,  (luays,  landings,  and 
thoroughfares  the  wants  of  commerce  may  require,  and  generally'to  erect  all  such 
improvements  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  safe  landing,  loading  and  imloading, 
and  protection  of  all  classes  of  merchandise,  and  for  the  safety  and  convenience 
of  passengers  passing  into  and  out  of  the  Citv  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  by 
water.  And  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  said  wharves,  piers,  quays,  and  land- 
ings, the  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase  or  con- 
struct ]>ile-drivers,  and  the  necessary  machinery  to  be  used  therewith,  and  emplov 
men  for  operating  the  same,  nor  shall  any  wharf  be  constructed  upon  such  place  or 
line  as  will  cause  any  slip  or  dock  to  be  less  than  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  feet  wide 
at  the  most  narrow  point  between  the  wharves.  The  Commissioners  are  hereby  auth- 
orize<l  and  empowered  to  jiurchase  or  construct  works  for  preserving  piles  and  timber, 
and  the  necessary  machinerv  to  be  used  therewith,  and  operate  said  works,  and  for  that 
purpose  to  employ  men  am"!  purchase  chemicals,  or  such  other  materials  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  preserving  of  piles  and  timber.  The  purchase  of  chemicals  can  be 
made  without  advertising  for  proposals  therefor.  When  they  determine  that  a  new 
wharf  shall  be  erected,  or  any  other  necessary  improvement  constructed,  or  re]>airs 
made,  or  dredging  machines,  pile-drivers,  scows,  steam  tugs,  or  any  necessarv  machin- 
ery or  material  obtained,  the  costs  of  which  shall  exceed  three  thousand  dollars,  they 
shall  advertise  for  sealed  proposals,  for  a  period  not  less  than  ten  days,  in  one  or 
more  of  the  daily  ncwspajiers  in  the  Citv  and  County  of  San  Francisco."  Every  pro- 
posal shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  for  an  amount  equal  to  five  per  cent 
of  tlie  amount  of  such  proposal,  such  check  to  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  said  Board ;  conditioned  if  the  proposal  is  accepted  and  the  contract 
awarded,  and  if  the  bidder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  execute  the  contract  and  give  the 
bond  required  within  si.x  days  after  the  award  is  made,  in  that  case  the  said  sum 
mentioned  in  said  check  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  by  said  Secretary,  as 
liquidated  damages  for  such  failure  and  neglect,  as  a  portion  of  tlie  San  Francisco 
Harbor  Improvement  Fund.  Such  advertisement  shall  contain  a  general  descrip- 
tion of  the  work  to  be  done,  the  material  to  be  used,  the  place  where  to  be  used, 
and  must  refer  to  specifications,  whicli  must  contain  a  full  and  accurate  description 
of  tlie  work  to  be  performed,  the  material  to  be  used,  and  where  to  be  used,  which 
specifications  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  in  such  man- 
ner that  all  persons  mav  inspect  the  same  during  the  usual  business  hours  of  all 
days  except  Sundays  and  holidays.  On  a  day  named  in  the  advertisement,  the  Com- 
missioners shall  ojien  the  bids  in  the  presence  of  such  bidders  as  are  present,  and  award 
the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who  shall  furnish  sufficient  sureties  to  guarantee  the 
performance  of  the  work.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  the  bids  are 
too  high,  they  may  reject  them  and  advertise  anew  in  like  manner  as  before.  If, 
in  the  opinion  of  tlie  Commissioners,  the  second  bids  are  too  high,  they  may  reject 
them  likewise,  and  enter  into  contract  with  responsible  parties  without  giving 
further  notice.  Any  contract  entered  into  without  giving  public  notice  and 
receiving  bids,  must  be  at  least  ten  per  cent  lower  than  the  lowest  rejected  bid. 
The  Board  may  construct  such  harbor  embankments  or  seawall  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  protect  the  liarbor  of  San  Francisco,  and  dredge  such  number  of  slips  and  docks  as 
the  commerce  of  the  port  of  San  Francisco  may  require,  to  a  depth  that  will  admit  of 
the  easy  and  free  ingress  and  egress  of  all  classes  of  water  craft  that  load  and  discharge 
cargoes  at  the  wharves,  ])iers,  quaySj  landings,  and  thoroughfares  in  the  harbor  of  San 
Francisco;  to  perform  which  dredging  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase  or  construct  dredging  machines,  scows, 
steam  tugs,  and  the  necessary  machinery,  and  employ  men  for  operating  the  same. 
When  any  portion  of  the  premises  described  in  this  article  shall  be  dredged,  the  sand, 
mud,  or  other  substance  shall  be  deposited  in  a  place  designated  by  the  Board,  in  not 
less  than  fifteen  fathoms  of  water.  All  classes  of  water  craft  that  uses  or  makes  fast  to 
any  wharf,  pier,  quay,  landing  or  thoroughfare,  and  lands  upon  or  loads  therefrom  anv 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  shall  be  liable  and  must  pay  to  the  Commissioners  sucli 
rates  of  dockage  as  shall  be  fixed  by  authority  of  this  article;  and  all  such  water 
craft  as  shall  discharge  or  receive  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  while  moored  in 
any  slip,  dock,  or  basin  within  the  junsdiction  of  the  Commissioners,  shall  pay  one- 
half  the  regular  rates  of  dockage.  Any  water  craft  that  shall  leave  any  wharf,  pier,quay, 
landing,  thoroughfare,  slip,  dock,  or  basin,  unless  forced  to  do  so  by  stress  of  weather, 
without  first  paying  the  dockage  due  from  such  vessel,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  double  the 
regular  rates.  The  charge  for  wharfage  and  tolls  shall  be  a  lien  upon  all  goods,  wares, 
and  merchandise  landed  u|)on  anv  of  the  wharves,  f>iers,  quays,  landings,  or  thorough- 
fares u[)on  the  premises  described  in  this  article;  and  the  Commissioners,  their  agents 
or  lessees,  may  hold  possession  of  any  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  so  landed  as 
aforesaid,  to  secure  trie  payment  of  such  wharfage  and  tolls;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
such  lien  are  deenied  to  have  possession  of  such  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  so 
landed  until  such  charge  for  wharfage  and  tolls  are  paid.  The  Commissioners  shall 
have  power  to  make  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  property  of  the  State  which  is  intrusted  to  them  by  virtue  of  this 
article,  and  said  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  make,  without 
delay,  and  from  time  to  time,  and  publisn  not  less  than  thirty  days  in  a  daily  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  published  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  all 


needful  rules  and  reRulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  or  of  the 
United  States  in  rehitiun  to  Hie  mooring  and  anclioring  of  vessels  in  said  liarbor,  pro- 
vi(iing  and  maintaining  free,  open,  and  unol)structed  i)assageways  for  steam  ferryboats 
and  other  steamers  navigating  tlie  waters  of  tlie  Bay  of  San  Francisco  and  tlie  fresh 
water  tributaries  of  said  bay,  so  that  such  steamers  can  conveniently  make  tlieir  trij>s 
without  impediment  from  vessels  at  anclior  or  otlier  obstacles.  Anil  said  Commis- 
sioners may  also  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  governing  tlie  removal  of  such 
vessels  from  the  wharves  and  other  landings,  and  from  slips  and  docks,  as  are  not 
engaged  in  receiving  or  discharging  cargo,  prescribing  the  time  during  which  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  landed  u])on  any  wliarf,  pier,  <iuay,  landing,  or  thoroughfare 
sliall  be  permitted  to  remain  thereon,  and  may  divide  the  same  into  several  classes, 
and  may,  by  sucli  rules  and  regulations,  provide  that  in  case  any  such  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise  remain  upon  any  wliarf,  pier,  <iuay,  landing,  or  thoroughfare  beyond  the 
term  so  prescribed,  the  respective  wharfinger  mav,  under  the  order  of  the  Commission- 
ers, remove  and  deposit  the  same  in  a  suitable  place,  at  the  charge,  risk,  and  exjiense 
of  the  owner  tlicrcof.  When  any  goods,  wares,  or  mereliandise  sliall  have  remained 
upon  any  wharf,  pier,  quay,  landing,  or  tlioroughfare  more  than  twenty-four  hours,  the 
Commissioners  may,  in  their  discretion,  charge  such  additional  rates  for  each  subse- 
quent day  as  in  their  opinion  is  just  and  eiiuitable.  Tlie  (Commissioners  may,  in  their 
discretion,  set  apart  and  assign,  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  water  craft  used  by  the 
officers  of  the  Federal  Government,  such  convenient  and  safe  landings  as  such 
officers  may  require,  together  with  suitable  premises  near  sucli  landings  as  may 
be  set  apart  and  assigned  for  tlicir  use,  upon  which  jiremises  such  oflicers  may 
cause  to  be  erected  offices  and  storehouses  to  suit  their  convenience;  and  the  Com- 
missioners shall  charge  a  reasonable  compensation  per  month  for  the  use  of  such 
landings  and  office  and  storehouse  premises;  set  aiiart  and  assign  a  suitable  and 
proper  locality  for  the  use  of  tlie  Harbor  Police  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  also  a  suitable  place  for  a  boat  liouse  station,  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  quarantine  and  healtli  oIKcers  of  said  city  and  county,  without  compensa- 
tion; set  apart  and  assign,  for  the  exclusive  use  of  steam  ferryboats,  suitable  slips 
in  which  said  structures  may  be  erected  as  will  secure  the  safe  and  convenient 
landing  of  passengers  and  safe  landing  and  delivery  of  freight ;  set  ai>art  and  assign 
suitalile  wharves,  bertlis,  or  landings  for  the  exclusive  use  of  vessels;  to  ccuistruct  suit- 
able sheds,  gates,  and  otlier  teinjiorary  structures  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  safe  and 
convenient  landing  of  passengers  and  safe  landing  arid  deliverv  of  freight ;  and  set 
apart  and  assign,  for  tlie  sole  and  exclusive  use  of  the  fisliermen  of  tb<>  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  such  place  or  |)laces  as  the  said  Commissioners  shall  deem  proper,  suf- 
ficient, and  adapted  for  the  requirements  and  necessities  of  saiil  fishermen;  provided, 
the  premises  set  apart  by  said  Commissioners  sliall  be  used  only  for  the  legitimate  busi- 
ness of  said  fishermen,  and  for  no  otlier  purpose;  aiid  provided,  said  Commissioners 
shall  not  cliarge  therefor  more  than  tlie  following  rates:  For  boats  over  twenty-two  feet 
and  under  forty  feet  long,  one  dollar  |icr  week  ;  for  boats  from  sixteen  to  twenty-two  feet 
long,  seventy-tivc  cents  per  week;  and  for  all  boats  less  than  sixteen  feet  long, 
twenty-tive  cents  per  week.  The  Commissioners  may  assign  suitable  i>laces  for  the 
landing  of  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  and  swine;  and  wlien" sucli  places  have  been  assigned, 
it  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  a  commander  of  any  water  craft  to  land  any  greater 
number  than  ten  at  any  one  time  from  any  water  craft  at  any  other  jilace.  The 
Commissioners  may  set  apart,  for  the  uses  and  purjioses  of  dry  docks  and  marine 
railways,  such  )>ortions  of  the  waterfront  northwesterlv  of  the  northerly  end  of 
Kearny  Street  and  southerly  of  the  easterly  end  of  Solano  Street,  as  tlie  wants 
of  commerce  may  require.  The  Commissioners  shall  not  have  the  right  to  renew 
any  lease,  or  to  lease  any  premises  under  their  control  for  any  purpose  whatever, 
but  they  may  permit  any  property  under  their  control  to  be  used  by  any  corpo- 
ration, firm,  association,  jierson,  or  company,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  corporation, 
firm,  association,  i)erson,or  company  enjoy  the  use  of  any  of  the  property  under  tlie  Com- 
missioners'charge,  except  such  use  "as  siiall  be  terminated  as  herein  provided ;  and  the 
said  Commissioners  may  condemn,  inircliase,  and  pay  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
such  structure  as  may  have  been  erected  upon  the  said  premises,  which  structure,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  and  Engineer,  may  be  useful  for  such  commercial  purposes  as 
this  article  is  intended  to  promote.  No  person  or  company  shall  land  or  remove  any 
poods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  or  other  things,  upon  or  from  any  wharf,  pier,  quay,  land- 
ing, or  thoroughfare  situated  upon  the  premises  described  in  this  article;  nor  shall  any 
corporation,  firm,  association,  company,  or  jierson  collect  dockage,  wharfage,  cranage, 
or  toll  within  tlie  boundaries  of  tlie  premises  described  in  this  article,  without  first 
obtaining  permission  to  do  so  from  said  Commissioners.  Any  use  permitted  of  the 
property  hy  the  Commissioners  may  be  terminated  at  any  time  hy  them,  on  thirty  days' 
previous  notice  to  the  party  or  i)arties  so  using  the  same.  Said  Board  shall  not 
lease  to,  or  permit  any  corporation  or  association,  or  any  person  or  persons,  to  lay 
down  any  track  or  tracks  for  railways  along  any  of  the"  property  described  herein, 
or  on  any  portion  of  the  waterfront  of  San  Francisco,  under  any  condition  what- 
ever. Said  Board  may,  when  the  wants  of  commerce  require,  lay  down  such  number 
of  tracks  along  and  on  any  portion  of  said  waterfront  as  may  be  necessary  to 
meet  such  wants,  and  permit  the  use  thereof  to  any  corporation  or  association, 
or  any  person  or  persons,  under  such  rules,  regulations,  and  at  such  compensa- 
tion as  said  Board  may  determine ;  provided,  that  no  special  privileges  shall  be 
awarded  thereon  to  any  corporation,  association,  person,  or  persons ;  and  provided 
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further,  that  switches  from  said  railroad  track  or  tracks  may,  with  the  permission  of 
said  Board,  and  under  the  limitations  and  conditions  of  this  Act,  be  constructed  by 
corporations,  or  any  person  or  persons,  leading  to  any  wareliouse  or  place  of  business. 
Nor  shall  any  person  or  company  place,  or  cause  to  be  placed,  any  obstruction  in  that 
portion  of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  described  in  this  article,  nor  upon  any  wharf,  pier, 
quay,  landing,  or  thoroughfare,  without  the  consent  of  the  Board,  whenever  any 
wharit,  pier,  quay,  landing,  or  thoroughfare  in  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco  shall  be 
incumbered,  or  their  free  use  interfered  with  by  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  other 
substances,  whether  loose  or  built  upon,  or  fixed  to  any  such  wharf,  pier,  quay, 
landing,  or  tlioroujjhfare,  it  shall  be  the  <liity  of  the  Commissioners  to  notify,  in 
writing  (which  service  may  be  served  by  a  Wharfinger,  or  the  Secretary  or  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Board),  the  owner,  agent,  or  occupant,  or  person  placing  or  keep- 
ing such  obstructions  thereon,  to  remove  the  same  within  twenty-iour  hours  after 
the  serving  of  such  notice;  and  in  case  of  failure  to  comply  with  such  notice,  and 
remove  such  obstructions,  the  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  person  notified  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  the  Commissioners  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
day  during  which  such  obstruction  shall  remain  upon  any  such  wharf,  pier,  quay, 
landing,  or  thoroughfare;  and  the  Commissioners  shall  have  jjower,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, to  remove  any  such  incumbering  substance,  and  store  the  same  in  any  suitable, 
convenient,  and  safe  place,  and  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  e.xpen.ses  of  the 
removal,  together  witli  all  other  necessary  charges,  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  such 
incumbering  substance  to  the  Comniissfoners,  and  such  sum  and  necessary  charges 
shall  be  a  lien  on  such  substance  until  i)aid.  The  rate  of  dockage,  wharfage,  and  tolls 
shall  not  exceed  those  established  by  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  July 
first,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  and  dockage  shall  not  be  collected  on  any 
vessel  lying  at  anchor  outside  of  dock,  wharf,  or  slip.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  as  authorizing  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  to  construct  any  railroad 
along  and  up(m  any  open  canal  extending  inland  from  said  waterfrimt.  But  "said  Har- 
bor Commissioners  may,  when  a  waterfront  railroad  shall  be  constructed  by  them, 
construct  the  same  across  the  outlet  of  such  open  canal. 

xniBD. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  amending  Section  2527  of  the 
Political  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  be 
in  words  and  figures  substantially  as  follows: 

Skction  2527.  No  contract  or  obligation  entered  into  by  the  Harbor  Commissioners, 
which  creates  a  liability  or  authorizes  the  payment  of  money,  shall  be  valid  or  of 
binding  force  unless  signed  by  all  three  of  the  Commissioners,  and  countersigned  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board ;  nor  shall  any  contract,  involving  the  payment  of  money, 
be  made  by  the  said  Commissioners,  unless  the  amount  then  to  the  credit  of  the  Harbor 
Improvement  Fund,  together  with  the  revenue  estimated  to  accrue  U])  to  the  time  of 
the  maturity  of  such  contract,  overand  above  the  current  expenses  of  the  Commission, 
be  sufficient  to  meet  the  payments  to  become  due  thereon ;  provided,  such  estimate  of 
revenue  shall  be  limited,  as  to  time,  to  five  (5)  years. 

Where  the  work  to  be  done  is  the  construction  of  a  new  wharf,  bulkhead  or  break- 
water, and  its  appurtenances,  the  Board  may  lease  said  wharf,  bulkhead  or  breakwater 
and  its  aiipurtenances  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  five  years,  and  for  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  the  cost  of  constructing  said  work,  the  rents  therefrom  to  be  applied,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  in  payment  for  the  cost  of  such  construction,  and  said  Board  may  provide  in 
the  contracts  for  the  same  that  the  rents  therefrom  shall  be  so  applied,  or  the  work  be 
paid  for,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  such  rents  and  revenues. 

FOURTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law  in  words  and  figures  substantially  as  follows  : 

"An  Act  authorizing  the  State  Treasurer  to  transfer  to  the  San  Francisco  Harbor 

Improvement  Fund  moneys  now  in  San  Francisco  Depot  Sinking  Fund. 

"  The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact 

as  follows : 

"  Section  1.  The  State  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  transfer  to  the  San  Francisco 
Harbor  Imi)rovement  Fund,  from  the  San  Francisco  Depot  Sinking  Fund,  the  sum  of 
thirty-six  thousand  dollars  ($3(i,000). 

"Sec.  2.  The  State  Treasurer,  imniediatelv  after  making  the  transfer  provided  for 
in  this  Act,  shall  notify  the  State  Controller  of  the  same;  and  the  State  Controller  shall 
thereupon  make  a  corresponding  transfer  upon  the  books  of  his  office. 

"  Sec.  3.   This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately." 

FIFTH. 

To  consider  and  pass  and  reenact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  creating  a  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works,  defining  his  powers  and  duties,  and  fixing  his  corepensa- 
tion,  and  to  repeal  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  or  inconsistent  with  such  law. 


SIXTH. 


To  consider  and  enact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  amending  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  appointment 
of  an  Auditing  Board  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  authorizing  and  directing 
him  and  them  to  perform  certain  duties  relating  to  drainage,  to  purchase  machinery, 
tools,  dredgers  and  appliances  therefor,  to  improve  and  rectify  water  channels,  to  erect 
works  necessary  and  incident  to  said  drainage,  to  condemn  land  and  property  for  the 
piirposes  aforesaid,  making  certain  acts  a  felony,  and  making  an  appropriation  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act,"  approved  March  17,  1897,  by  which  the  Auditing 
Board  of  Public  Works  aiid  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  shall  be  authorized  and 
empowered  to  perform  other,  further,  and  additional  work  upon  such  of  the  navigable 
creeks,  rivers,  and  sloughs  of  the  State  of  California  as  the  Legislature  may  deem 
proper,  of  a  character  and  nature  similar  to  that  outlined  and  described  in  the  report 
of  tiie  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  dated  November  IG,  18%,  and  accompanying 
reports  and  plans  of  engineers. 

SEVENTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law  (to  take  immediate  effect)  repealing  an  Act  entitled  "An 
Act  to  regulate  the  width  of  tires  of  wagons  to  be  used  on  the  public  highways  of  the 
State  of  California,"  approved  March  20,  1897. 

EIGHTH. 

To  consider  and  pass  and  reenact  a  law  repealing  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  California  entitled  "An  Act  prescribing  the  manner  of  locating  mining  claims 
upon  the  public  domain  of  the  United  States,  recording  notices  of  location  thereof, 
amending  defective  locations,  and  providing  for  the  deposit  of  district  records  with 
County  Recorders,  and  prescribing  the  effect  to  be  given  to  recordation  of  notices  of 
location  and  affidavits,"  approved  March  27,  1897. 

NINTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  amending  Section  3494  of  the 
Political  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  so  that  the  same  when  amended  shall  be  in 
words  and  figures  substantially  as  follows: 

"  Section  3494.  Tlie  unsold"  portions  of  the  five  hundred  thousand  acres  granted  to 
the  State  for  school  purposes,  the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections,  and  lands  selected 
in  lieu  thereof,  must,  unless  increased  in  price  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  sold  at  the  rate 
of  one  dollar  and  twenty-tive  cents  ($1.25)  jier  acre  in  United  States  gold  coin,  payable 
twenty  per  cent  of  the  principal  witliin  fifty  days  from  the  date  of  the  certihcate  of 
location  issued  to  the  purchaser;  the  balance,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per 
cent  per  annum,  in  advance,  is  due  and  payable  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of 
any  Act  by  the  Legislature  requiring  such  payment,  or  before,  if  desired  by  the  pur- 
chaser." 

TENTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law  adding  a  new  section  to  the  Political  Code  of  the  State 
of  California,  to  be  numbered  Section  34945^,  or  otherwise  (to  take  effect  immediately), 
relating  to  the  State  school  lands,  which  shall  be  in  words  and  figures  substantially  as 
follows : 

"  Section  3494>^.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Governor,  the  public  interest  jus- 
tifies, he  may  by  proclamation  from  time  to  time  suspend  the  sale  of  any  part  of  the 
public  lands  of  the  State,  which  lands  so  suspended  from  sale  shall  thereafter  only  be 
sold  when,  by  like  proclamation,  the  Governor  shall  have  authorized  such  sale,  and 
shall  have  fixed  a  price  thereon,  to  be  not  less  than  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents 
($1.25)  per  acre." 

ELEVENTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  a  law  repealing  Section  19  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  California  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  State  Lunacy  Commission,  to  pro- 
vide a  tiniform  government  and  management  of  the  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  and 
to  provide  for  the  care,  custody,  and  apprehension  of  persons  believed  to  be  insane,  and 
the  commitment  of  insane  persons,  and  providing  for  the  transfer  of  unexpended 
appropriations  of  moneys  and  properties,"  approved  March  31,  1897. 

TWELFTH. 

To  consider  and  enact  laws  amending  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  State  Lunacy  Commission,  to  provide  a  uniform 
government  and  management  of  the  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  and  to  provide  for 
the  care,  custody,  and  apprehension  of  persons  believed  to  be  insane,  and  the  commit- 
ment of  insane  persons,  and  providing  tor  the  transfer  of  unexpended  appropriations 
of  moneys  and  properties,"  approved  March  31,  1897;  and  also  amending  an  Act  of  said 
Legislature  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  sections  three,  five,  six,  and  eight  of  article  two 
of  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  establish  a  State  Lunacy  Commission,  to  provide  a  uni-

To  consider  and  enact  a  law,  to  take  immediate  effect,  empowering  the  Governor  of 
the  State  of  California  to  summarily  suspend  for  cause,  during  a  recess  of  the  I^egisla- 
ture,  for  and  during  such  interim  until  tne  next  succeeding  session  of  the  Legislature, 
all  appointees  of  the  Governor  whose  appointments  are  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Senate  of  the  State  of  California. 

SIXTEENTH. 

To  allow  the  Governor  to  send  names  of  appointees  to  public  offices  to  the  Senate 
of  the  State  of  California  for  confirmation.

Sacramento,  January  29,  1900.  ) 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California: 

In  re-convening  your  honorable  body  in  extraordinary  session  for  the  purposes 
expressed  in  my  proclamation,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  state'more  fully  the  views  which 
I  entertain  regarding  the  business  to  be  transacted  and  the  necessity  for  this  extra 
session. 
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After  careful  consideration  for  man v  months  of  tlie  question  whether,  atnong  other 
tilings,  the  expense  to  the  people  which  niav  accrue  from  this  session  should  outweigh 
the  exigency  of  convoking  the  Legislature,  I  have  fully  determined  that_  the  question 
of  immediate  disbursement  should  be  subordinated  to  public  duty  and  public  necessity , 
and  tliat  this  necessity,  above  all  other  matters,  demands  the  election  of  a  United  States

HAKBOR  IMPROVEMENT. 

In  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  grounds  of  the  proclamation  I  have  called  your 
attention  to  needed  legislation  for  the  imiirovement  of  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco 
wherein  it  is  suggested  tliat  you  pass  amendments  to  Sections  2.524  and  2,527  of  the 
Political  Code,  and  also  tliat  you  enact  a  law  for  the  transfer  to  the  San  Francisco 
Harbor  Improvement  Fund  of  the  money  now  lying  unused  in  the  San  Francisco  Depot 
Sinking  Fund.  ' 

The  growing  commercial  necessities  of  the  State  require  greater  harbor  facilities  for 
the  State's  i)rincipal  port  at  San  Francisco,  in  order  to  meet  the  trade  which  has  so 
greatly  increased  during  the  iiast  year,  and  whicli  is  still  further  increasing. 

The  length  of  wharves  now  limited  by  said  sections  of  the  Political  Code  is  inade- 
quate to  accommodate  llie  slii)iping  of  the  coast.  Bv  reason  of  tliis  lack  of  wharfage 
space,  tlie  shiimient  of  t lie  large  grain  yields  and  oilier  products  of  our  State  causes 
great  expense  to  our  merchants,  and  esiiecially  imposes  extraordinary  burdens  uiion 
tlie  farmers  throughout  t he  State,  by  hampering  tlieir  sales  on  account  of  delay  in  sliii)- 
iiient  arising  from  this  condition.  "       "  ' 

The  immediate  demand  for  appropriate  legislation  in  this  direction  may  be  better 
understood  from  the  following  petition  received  by  me  last  December,  and  "signed  by 
the  members  and  odicers  of  the  State  Board  of  MaVhor  Commissioners,  who  are worthv 
and  competent  ofhcers,  and  have  at  heart  the  interest  of  tlie  State  and  the  harbor  of 
San  Francisco,  and  arc  administering  their  office  with  skill  and  economy.  Inasmuch 
as  my  distinguished  and  very  able  predecessor  in  office,  Hon.  James"  H  Hudd  is 
the  attorney  for  this  Board,  and  the  majority  of  tlie  Board  is  Democratic,  it  is  manifest 
that  I  should  not  be  accused  of  Republican  iiartisanship  in  this  call  for  an  extra  ses- 
sion, since  these  gentlemen  differing  from  me  in  jiolities  join  in  their  request  for  imme" 
diate  legislation  in  behalf  of  the  harbor  to  the  many  other  urgent  appeals  of  people 
who  are  best  acquainted  with  and  deeply  interested  in  the  commercial  necessities  of 
the  port  of  San  Francisco.    The  petition  is  as  follows :

"  Hon.  Henry  T.  Gage,  Governor  of  California,  Sacramento,  Cal.: 

"Dear  Sir:  The  commercial  community  seem  to  be  a  unit  on  the  proposition  that 
the  traH5c  by  water  to  and  from  this  port  will,  within  the  next  two  years  show  an  un 
precedented  increase.  Already  there  is  every  indication  that  this  exp"ected'large  volume 
of  commerce  is  gradually  finding  its  way  to  San  Francisco.  a  ^ 

"  For  the  past  ten  months,  while  our  harbor  facilities  have  been  suflScientlv  amnle 
to  accommodate  the  shipping,  it  nevertheless  required  all  the  wharfage  room  -it  the 
disposal  of  this  Commission  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  increased  trade  of  the  nort 
during  that  period.  ' 

"  It  is  a  fact  that  there  has  been  a  scarcity  of  tonnage  this  season  to  move  for  export 
our  grain  crop.  This  fact  is  verified  by  the  crowded  condition  at  the  present  time  of  the 
large  grain  warehouses  at  tide-water  at  Port  Costa,  and  the  similarly  crowded  condition 
of  the  interior  warehouses  throughout  the  State.  Vessels  engasied  in  our  export  i?rain 
trade  arrive  at  this  port  first  with  an  inward  cargo.  Had  the  number  of  vessels  arrived 
here  during  the  last  four  months  that  the  volume  of  our  grain  for  export  "^iustified  it 
must  be  admitted  that  our  harbor  facilities  would  have  been  inadequate  tomeetthp 
demands  of  the  trade. 

"In  anticipation  of  a  much  larger  volume  of  shipping  to  and  from  this  port  the 
Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  have  been  earnest  in  their  efforts  to  provide 
increased  wharf  accommodations,  so  that  all  vessels,  foreign  and  domestic  enterine  our 
harbor  shall  be  given  prompt  and  convenient  facilities  to  discharge  their  inward  and 
load  their  outward  cargops  with  as  quick  dispatch  as  can  be  afforded  elsewhere

"Should  the  business  of  tlie  port,  however,  increase  to  such  an  extent  as  is  now 
generally  conceded  tliat  it  will,  legislation  will  be  necessary  to  enable  this  Commission 
to  accommodate  the  modern-built  vessels  with  wharf  facilities. 

"The  present  outline  of  the  San  Francisco  waterfront  was  arranged  years  ago,  when 
the  greatest  length  of  vessels  entering  the  port  was  from  20()  to  300  feet.  At  the  time 
when  these  conditions  existed,  the  Legislature  by  law  (which  is  still  in  effect)  pro- 
hibited the  Harbor  Commissioners  from  extending  wharves  out  more  than  (iOO  feet 
from  the  bulkhead  line,  inasmuch  as  with  the  vessels  then  in  service,  four  of  them — 
two  on  each  side— could  be  moored  alongside  of  a  wharf  500  or  (>00  feet  in  length.  Ves- 
sels now  afloat  and  being  built  in  the  shipyards  of  the  world  vary  from  400  to  700  feet 
in  length.  Such  vessels  have  been  coming  to  this  port,  and  tlieir  number  will  hence- 
forward increase,  and  therefore  it  can  readily  be  observed  that  our  dockage  room  at 
wharves  600  feet  in  length  and  less  has  become  minimized. 

"  The  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  permit  the  extension  of  wharves  out  a  dis- 
tance of  800  feet  from  the  bulkhead  line,  instead  of  (iOO  feet,  as  provided  for  by  the 
present  law.  While  this  Commission  hope  to  be  able  within  tlie  next  tw^ls'e  months  to 
commence  to  build  tliree  new  wharves  of  the  most  modern  construction,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $180,000  for  the  three,  and  pay  for  the  same  from  the  revenues  of  the 
Board,  yet  it  is  quite  certain  that  a  greater  number  of  new  wharves,  as  well  as  other 
improvements,  will  be  necessary,  to  keep  pace  with  the  trade  heading  this  way. 

"These  improvements  can  not  be  undertaken  by  the  Board  nntil  sufficient  funds 
have  been  accumulated  from  the  revenues,  and  to  wait  till  then  might  possibly  jeop- 
ardize the  volume  of  shipping.  To  overcome  this  requires  some  enabling  legislation, 
authorizing  this  Commission,  whenever  they  find  it  necessary  in  order  to  provide 
for  the  construction  or  repairs  of  any  work  deemed  necessary  for  the  convenience  of 
commerce,  to  pledge  the  revenue  of  such  work  for  and  during  a  period  notexceeding 
five  years  from  the  date  of  such  contract. 

"No  risk  should  be  assumed  in  not  being  able  to  afford  all  necessary  accommoda- 
tions for  any  increased  shipping  that  may  come  hither.  Therefore,  in  view  of  the 
circumstances  and  conditions  outlined  herein,  this  Board  would  respectfully  petition 
you  to  convene  the  Legislature  in  extraordinary  session,  for  the  purpose  of  amending 
the  law  relating  to  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  so  as  to  enable  said 
Board  to  provide  additional  harbor  facilities  for  an  increased  trade  in  the  port  and 
harbor  of  San  Francisco.

The  immediate  necessity  for  this  legislation  may  be  perceived,  not  only  from  such 
petitions,  but  also  from  the  fact  (not  of  unusual  occurrence)  that  last  Thursday  there 
were  no  unoccupied  berths  for  ships  in  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco,  and  twelve  deep- 
water  vessels  were  overdue. 

The  shipping  interests  of  this  State  are  dependent  upon  the  proper  improvement  of  its 
principal  rivers  and  harbors  ;  and  where  defectsexist  in  our  laws  which  are  incompatible 
with  new  conditions  arising  from  increasing  trade,  and  greater  development  of  our 
resources,  it  l)ecomes  a  public  duty  to  eliminate  from  our  statute  books  those  defects 
which  are  opposed  to  tlie  progress  of  our  State  and  the  prosperity  of  our  pe<)j)le.  All 
tlie  people  of  the  State  are  vitally  interested  in  the  development  of  the  San  Francisco 
harbor.  The  fostering  care  of  tlie  State  is  a  guaranty  of  the  State's  continued  concern 
for  the  future  of  this  great  harbor.  With  the  betterment  of  trade  and  enhance<l  busi- 
ness advantages  of  our  coast  cities,  the  condition  of  the  interior  of  the  State  will  be  like- 
wise improved.  As  a  pe<)])le  we  are  interdei)endent,  and  a  material  impediment  to  the 
commercial  progress  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  (which  contains  nearly  one-fourth  of 
the  State's  population)  is  a  corresponding  obstacle  to  the  interests  of  other  parts  of  this 
State.  Above  all,  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  the  State,  and  not  of  a  municipality,  to 
extend  sovereign  care  and  management  over  the  navigable  waters  of  the  State.  For  the 
State  to  attempt  to  abandon  that  right  and  duty  would  be  an  effort  to  forego  one  of  its 
most  sacred  functions. 

The  expressions  of  those  who  maintain  that  a  municipality  may  control  and  direct 
an  entire  harbor  and  navigable  waters  because  of  proximity  tliereto,  are  frequently  the 
inconsiderate  utterances  of  those  having  private  ambitions  or  who  arc  influenced  by 
sectional  prejudices.  The  nourishing  of  such  local  jealousies  can  only  result  in  injury 
to  botli  city  and  State,  for  the  interests  of  San  Francisco  are  necessarily  joined  witli 
those  of  the  State  at  large,  and  through  the  moral  aid  of  the  people  of  that  city  and  the 
sovereign  care  of  the  State,  this  splendid  harbor  is  destined  to  be  a  source  of  wealth  to 
all  the  people  of  California. 

The  sovereign  control  of  the  State  over  its  navigable  waters  is  a  solemn  trust  held  for 
the  benefit  of  all  the  peoi)le,  which  the  State  can  not  absolutely  resign  in  favor  of 
municipalities.  The  language  of  the  highest  court  of  the  nation  in  a  recent  case  is 
decisive  of  this  proposition,  and  that  court  has  there  defined  the  limits  of  local  and 
private  control  as  follows : 
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"A  grant  of  all  the  lands  under  the  navigable  waters  of  a  State  has  never  been 
adjudged  to  be  within  the  legislative  power;  and  any  attempted  grant  of  the  kind 
would  be  held,  if  not  absolutely  void  on  its  face,  as  subject  to  revocation.  *  *  •  The 
ownership  of  the  navigable  waters  of  the  harbor  and  of  the  lands  under  them  is  a  subject  of 
public  concern  to  the  whole  people  of  the  State." 

So  again  one  of  the  learned  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  in  consider- 
ing a  phase  of  this  subject  in  a  late  case,  tersely  gave  sanction  to  this  view  in  the  follow- 
ing words : 

"  Whatever  power  or  sovereignty  has  been  conferred  upon  the  State  to  be  exercised 
only  for  the  benefit  and  in  the  interest  of  the  entire  people,  can  not  be  abdicated  or  sur- 
rendered to  individuals,  or  exercised  in  favor  of  some  to  the  detriment  or  disadvantage 
of  others." 

Nor  is  this  position  inconsistent  with  that  taken  by  the  court  in  the  prevailing  opin- 
ion in  the  same  case,  where  it  is  said  : 

"No  grant  of  lands  covered  by  navigable  waters  can  be  made  which  will  impair  the 
power  of  a  subsequent  Legislature  to  regulate  the  enjoyment  of  the  public  right." 

The  sovereign  right  of  the  State  to  control  its  harbors,  bays,  and  rivers,  being  a 
trust,  held  for  the  advantage  of  all  the  people  of  the  State,  the  regulation  of  the  San 
Francisco  harbor,  supervision  of  its  wharves,  and  the  collection  and  management  of  its 
tolls,  is  necessarily  a  matter  of  suiirciiie  concern  to  the  State  for  the  public  weal. 

Sections  1  and  2,  Article  XV,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  protect  the  public 
right  of  free  navigation,  and  impose  the  duty  upon  the  Legislature  of  enacting  laws 
which  will  preserve  to  the  whole  people  of  the  State  access  to  the  State's  navigable 
waters. 

No  municipality  nor  other  section  can  usurp  this  sovereign  right,  nor  can  any  Act  of 
the  Legislature  surrender  the  State's  sovereign  control.  It  is  therefore  evident  that 
the  matters  called  to  your  attention  for  the  improvement  of  the  harbor  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  of  pressing  general  importance,  and  designed  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  people 
of  the  State,  and,  were  there  no  other  reasons,  would  alone  require  tliis  extraordinary 
session. 

■The  amendments  which  I  have  suggested,  if  adopted  by  you,  will  afford  adequate 
relief,  and  accomplish  all  that  is  necessary  for  the  immcdiate"improvement  of  the  har- 
bor, without  levying  taxes  upon  the  people,  or  even  necessitating  the  issuance  of  bonds. 

PUBLIC  WORKS. 

The  fifth  reason  specified  in  the  proclamation  for  which  I  have  called  this  extraor- 
dinary session  is  to  pass  a  bill  creating  a  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  defining  his 
powers  and  duties,  and  fixing  his  compensation. 

A  bill  of  this  character  passed  both  houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  was  on  the  last 
day  of  the  Thirty-third  Session  presented  to  me  for  signature,  dulv  signed  by  the 
President  pro  tem.  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  also,  and  duly  certi- 
fied to  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  and  was  by 
me  approved  three  days  thereafter,  to  wit:  March  21,  1899.  This  Act  is  to  be  found  on 
pages  157  and  158  of  the  Statutes  of  1899. 

After  the  approval  of  the  Act  my  attention  was  called  to  certain  irregularities  in  the 
passage  of  said  Act,  due  perhaps  to  the  necessary  haste  during  the  last  days  of  the  ses- 
sion ;  and  unon  an  examination  of  the  Journals"  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  I  discov- 
ered the  following  facts:  The  Act  as  originally  passed  in  the  Senate  allowed  to  the 
Commissioner  the  compensation  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  omitted  the 
language  expressed  in  Section  'A  of  the  .\ct  as  it  now  appears  in  tlie  Statutes. 

The  bill  i)asse(l  the  Senate  February  23,  1899  (Senate  Journal,  p.  834),  and  on  March 
7,  1899,  was  amended  in  the  Assembly  with  the  provisions  which  now  appear,  wherein, 
among  other  changes,  an  increased  annual  salary  was  allowed  the  Commissioner 
(Assembly  Journal,  pp.  1298  and  1299).  As  thus  amended,  the  bill  passed  the  Assemblv 
March  14,  1899  (Assembly  Journal,  p.  15(H)).  Subsequently,  March  16,  1899,  the  Senate 
refused  to  concur  in  the  Assembly  amendments,  and  ai)po'inted  a  conference  committee 
(Senate  Journal,  p.  1351),  and  on  the  same  day  the  Assembly  receded  from  the  amend- 
ments, thereby  consenting  to  the  Senate  bill  as  originally  engrossed  (Assembly  Journal, 
p.  1595).  On  March  18,  1899,  the  bill  as  now  printed  was  duly  signed  by  the'President 
pro  tem.  of  the  Senate  and  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assemblv,  and  was  certified  to  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  and  presented  to  nie  for 
signature.  On  the  same  day  the  bill,  as  so  iirinted  and  presented  to  me,  was  reported 
to  the  Senate  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Enrolled  and  Engrossed 
Bills  as  correctly  enrolled,  and  presented  for  my  a])proval  (Senate  Journal,  pp.  1481  and 
1482).  Through  some  singular  mishap,  the  bill  thus  presented  contained  all  of  the 
amendments  which  had  been  passed  in  the  Assembly  and  from  which  that  House  had 
subsequently  receded,  and  in  that  form  received  my  a"pproval.  It  is  almost  needless  to 
add  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  Governor  to  follow  in  detail  the  entire  course  of 
every  bill  introduced  in  both  houses  during  a  session  of  the  Legislature;  and  even  if 
such  examination  were  possible,  the  Governor  would  be  necessarily  obliged  to  rely  upon 
the  enrolled  bills  for  the  correctness  of  the  bills  when  the  same  are  duly  signed  and 
certified  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly ;  for,  of  course^  it  could  not 
be  expected  that  the  Governor  should  enter  the  printing  office  and  do  the  work  of  both 
the  compositors  and  enrolling  committees. 

As  the  bill  now  appears,  it  is  at  least  an  unsettled  proposition  of  law,  in  the  event  of 
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litigation,  whether  the  courts  would  go  behind  the  enrolled  bill  and  consu  t  the 
Jou^als  of  the  Houses  in  an  inquiry  as  to  its  legality.  But  at  all  events  I  am  satisfaed 
that^he  Act  itself,  owing  to  this  misfortune,  does  not  nroperly  express  he  intention  of 
theVeoplI  acting  hrough  their  representatives,  and  I  liave  therefore  called  your  a  ten- 
tion  to  tTit  defects  in  this  most  in.portant  legislation  so  essential  for  the  prosperity  of 
the  farmer<<  and  other  citizens  of  tile  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  valleys,  and  to  the 
business  and  property  of  the  neo,,le  of  the  various  cities  and  towns  along  tf.e  Sacramento 
jinfl  Siin  Joauuin  rivers  and  tneir  tributaries.  ,    ,   ,  , 

The  necessity  for  the  legislation  suggested  in  the  sixth  ground  of  the  proclaniation 
is  apparent  from  an  examination  of  the  Act  relating  to  the  Auditing  Board  of  Public 
Wo?is  Approved  Marcli  17.  1897,  which  confines  the  work  to  be  done  bv  the  Board  and 
Commiss  o^ner  to  the  insutiicient  plans  embodied  in  the  report  o  ^^e  Engineers  accom- 
panvingthe  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  dated  Is ovember  15,  1^. 
&ot  only  is  the  report  of  the  Engineers  ambiguous  in  its  outline,  but  it  was  held,  in  the 
S<^n^of  the  Attorney-General  rendere.l  April  20,  1898,  that  neither  the  Auditing 
BoTrd  nor  I  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  could  expend  any  part  of  the  money 
amm.pri^ted  for  the  improvement  of  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers  above  the 
S til  of  the  Feather  R  ver.  In  consequence  of  this  condition  of  the  law,  not  only  are 
tTousands  of  acres  of  valuable  and  prodtuctive  land  in  Yolo,  Sutter,  and  Yuba  and  other 
counties  imperiled  but  the  inability  to  perform  such  work  above  the  mouth  of  the 
Feather  RiWer  resu^^  in  serious  detriment  to  work  already  .ione  upon  the  Sacramen  o 
River  In  the  report  of  the  Auditing  Board  and  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  made 
to  Governor  Bu<k\,D  1,1898,  it  was  recommended  that  the  junsdiction  of  the 

Board  anTof  tlK-  Commissioner  should  be  extended.    The  Commissioner  on  page  7  of 

"TsThllaw  now  stands,  the  money  appropriated  can  only  be  expended  on  the  San 
Joacniin  and  on  the  Sacramento  River  from  t\ie  mouth  of  the  Feather  to  Su.sun  Bay. 
The  expend  ture  of  a  very  moderate  amount  on  the  Feather  River,  and  on  the  Sacra- 
mento above  the  mouth  of  the  Feather,  would  vastly  improve  the  navigability  of  both, 
ind  incidentally  afford  protection  to  a  large  area  of  fertile  country.      .  .  ,  ^ 

When  Ve  consk^  thit  the  Federal  Government  has  already  appropriated  l"ge  sums 
of  money  for  the  construction  of  restraining  barriers  and  other  imi.rovements  on  the 
Sac^rmento  and  Feather  rivers,  and  lias  now  able  engineers  engagetf  in  the  w..rk  under 
t^hrie^retarv  of  War,  pursuant  to  the  Act  of  Congress  creating  the  California  Debris 
rnmrnistion  it  woul  llbe  only  the  exercise  of  goo.l  faith  on  the  part  of  this  State,  apart 
Rrithe  ncalcu^aW^^^  "ur  people,  to  cooperate  with  the  federal  Government 

in  t lie  work  of  improvement  in  directions  which  are  not  allowed  to  the  United  States 
engineers  under  said  Act  of  Congress.

jirotection  of  Ihe  jieople. 

OwinK  to  the  Act  of  Congress  directing  the  President  to  set  apart  forest  reserves 
Uf)()n  the  public  domain  of  the  United  States,  various  reserves  covering  large  tracts  of 
valuable  timber  and  other  lands  belonging  to  the  Stale  in  Hit h  and  ;i«th  sections  liave 
been  placed  wilhin  the  boundaries  of  these  reserves.  As  the  title  to  these  scliool  sec- 
tions still  remained  in  the  State,  they  were  subject  to  entry  and  sale  under  our  State 
laws,  notwithstanding  that  they  fall  within  the  boundaries  of  the  proclaimed  reserves. 

In  the  Act  of  Congress  dated  .Tune  4, 1897(Vol.  80,  U.  8.  Statutes,  page  m),  the  follow- 
ing provision  is  made  for  the  benefit  of  actual  settlers  and  owners  of  land  within  these 
reserves,  allowing  a  relinquishment  of  their  titles  to  the  United  States: 

"That  in  cases  in  which  a  tract  covered  by  an  unperfected  bona  fide  claim  or  by  a 
patent  is  included  witliin  the  limits  of  a  public  forest  reservation,  the  settler  or  owner 
thereof  may,  if  he  desires  to  do  so,  relinquish  the  tract  to  the  Government,  ami  may 
select  in  lieu  therc^of  a  tract  of  vacant  land  open  to  settlement  not  exceeding  in  area 
the  tract  covered  by  his  claim  or  i)atent;  and  no  charge  shall  be  made  in  such  cases 
for  making  the  entry  of  record  or  issuing  the  patent  to  cover  the  tract  selected  ;  provided 
further,  that  in  cases  of  unperfected  claims  the  requirements  of  tlie  laws  respecting 
settlement,  residence,  improvements,  and  so  forth,  are  romplied  with  on  the  new  claims, 
credit  being  allowed  for  the  time  spent  on  the  relin(iuished  claims." 

This  provision  of  the  United  States  statute,  together  with  the  condition  of  our  own 
laws,  has  been  used  by  the  land  ring  for  tlieir  own  selfish  and  unlawful  purposes. 

Immediately  after  the  proclamation  by  the  President  of  a  forest  reserve  within  this 
State,  api)lications  for  State  school  land  within  such  reserve  have  been  tiled,  and  imme- 
diately sold  as  scrip  by  local  dealers,  as  well  as  bv  dealers  in  other  States,  at  prices 
ranging  as  high  as  $5  per  acre,  whereas  the  State  can  only  receive  f  1.2.5  per  acre.  The 
land  attorneys  secure  the  relinquishment  of  the  entrymau  or  his  assignee  to  the  United 
States,  and  file  aniilication  for  other  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  even  outside 
(if  the  State  of  California. 

In  cases  where  the  State  school  lands  within  the  reserves  have  been  patented,  the 
dealers  secure  under  said  Act  of  Congress  patents  to  otlier  lands  which  they  liave 
located. 

By  reason  of  (his  jirivilcge  afforded  by  the  United  States  statutes  and  our  own  la.x 
laws,  the  school  lands  within  the  forest  reserves  are  greatly  increasing  in  value,  and 
much  of  the  land  has  been  cornered  by  the  land  attorneys,  and  is  now  advertised  and 
sold  as  scrip. 

If  the  State  is  obliged  to  part  under  the  existing  laws  with  its  school  lands  within 
these  reserves,  so  that  it  likewise  loses  the  taxes  which  would  be  jiaid  by  an  actual  set- 
tler, in  the  absence  of  the  ability  of  the  State's  ofliccrs  to  detect  and  discriminate 
between  fraudulent  and  bona  fide  land  claims,  then  the  people  of  the  State  should  reap 
llie  benefit  from  the  advanced  value  of  such  lands  which  now  go  to  the  land  jobbers,  bv 
authoii/.ing  the  Governor  to  withdraw  such  land  from  sale  at  the  minimum  price,  anfl 
to  sell  the  same  at  an  increased  price  according  to  its  value.  Although  many  thousands 
of  acres  of  land  have  already  been  lost  to  the  State,  I  believe  it  to  be  absolutely  and 
immediately  necessary  to  call  for  the  relief  which  I  have  proposed  in  the  proclamation. 

To  provide  against  this  great  fraud  ujion  the  State,  it  would  have  been  my  duty  to 
convoke  you  in  extraordinary  session  had  no  other  reason  existed;  for  it  is  estimated 
that  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  would  be  thereby  gained  for  the  State. 

STATE  LUN.\CY  L.\W. 

In  (he  eleventh  ground  of  the  proclamation  your  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
repeal  of  Section  1!»  of  (he  Act  to  establish  a  State  Lunacy  Commission,  approved 
March  31,  1897,  and  in  the  thirteenth  ground  I  have  advised"  the  amendment  to  said 
State  Lunacy  Law  so  as  to  empower  the  Commission  to  fix  the  salaries  of  all  officers 
and  employes.  The  necessity  for  this  change  in  the  law  will  be  apparent  from  the 
recent  experience  of  the  present  State  Lunacy  Commission.  This  Commission  a  short 
time  ago  deemed  it  necessary  for  the  proi)erand  economical  management  of  the  several 
State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  to  make  a  reduction  in  the  salaries  of  officers  and 
employes  which  would  create  a  saving  to  the  State  of  over  $20,000  each  year,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  said  officers  and  employes  would  be  amply  compensated.  Despite  the 
Commission's  efforts  to  economically  administer  the  affairs  of  the  State  Hospitals 
their  praiseworthy  purpose  was  impeded  by  some  of  the  officers  of  the  institution' 
through  menace  of  litigation,  the  said  officers  contending  that  Section  19  of  the  Act  of 
1897  (notwithstanding  the  amendments  of  the  Act  approved  March  21,  1899)  deprived 
the  Commission  of  the  jiower  of  making  this  reduction.  To  avoid  possible  litigation 
as  to  the  proper  construction  of  the  State  Lunacy  Commission's  powers,  I  have 
requested  vou  to  rectify  (he  ambiguity,  for  I  have  no  "doubt  that  in  passing  the  amend- 
ments at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  your  intention  was  to  vest  in  the  Lunacy 
Commission  full  power  to  regulate  the  salaries  of  officers  and  employes.  If  this  powe"r 
be  vested  in  the  jiresent  Lunacy  Commission,  it  will  save  the  people  of  the  State  more 
than  $20,000  annually  for  years  to  come. 
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AUTHORITY  TO  REMOVE  APPOINTEES  FOB  CADSE. 

In  the  twelfth  and  fourteenth  grounds  of  the  proclamation  I  have  suggested  that  the 
Governor  be  granted  the  power  to  remove  for  cause  officers  appointed  for  definite  terms, 
and  in  the  fifteentli  ground  I  have  advised  that  the  power  be  likewise  vested  in  the 
Governor  of  temporarily  suspending  for  cause  confirmees  of  the  Senate.  In  thus  request- 
ing this  necessary  authority  I  have  not  harbored  a  single  partisan  thought  nor  desired 
such  power  for  any  Political  purpose,  but  my  sole  desire  was  that  the  responsibility 
which  is  laid  upon  the  Governor  by  the  people  should  not  be  hampered  through  his 
utter  helplessness  to  remove  officers  who  misbehave  themselves  in  office  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  public,  or  who  mav  be  even  guiltv  of  crime.  If  the  Governor  is  to  be  held 
responsible  to  the  people,  anJif  the  party  which  nominated  and  elected  him  is  to  be 
held  likewise  responsible  to  the  electors  for  the  Governor's  conduct  of  State  affairs,  he 
should  be  invested  with  power  commensurate  with  that  responsibility.  Personally  I 
would  prefer,  were  I  not  bound  by  my  sacred  oath  of  office,  to  be  shorn  of  the  responsi- 
bility for  acts  of  others,  and  would  not  desire  even  that  the  power  of  appointment  to 
office  should  rest  with  me,  for  among  the  most  painful  and  trying  duties  of  office  have 
been  those  when  I  have  been  ceaselessly  importuned  and  entreated  to  grant  i)ositions 
to  worthy  but  rival  candidates. 

The  a])palling  scandals  at  the  Agnews  State  Hospital,  which  were  revealed  during 
several  investigations  of  that  institution,  were  of  a  character  to  show  that  the  public 
welfare  requires  that  full  and  summary  power  should  be  given  the  Governor  to  rectify 
as  far  as  possible  such  infamous  wrongs.  Under  the  present  condition  of  the  law  an 
officer  once  an])ointed  for  a  definite  term  may  be  guilty  of  crime,  continually  dishonor 
his  office,  and  enjoy  the  fruits  of  his  malfeasance  by  resorting  to  the  courts  to  defend 
his  crimes.  To  illustrate  the  very  limited  authority  vested  in  the  Governor,  I  will  state 
that  a  few  months  ago  serious  crimes  were  chargecl  against  an  officer  now  liolding  the 
same  State  office,  and  a  ])etition  was  forwarded  to  me  by  one  of  the  members  accusing 
him  in  direct  language  with  flagrant  crimes.  Knowing  that  the  power  was  not  given 
me  to  investigate  the  charges,  and  if  true,  to  right  the  wronp  by  removal  of  the  officer, 
in  order  to  silence  a  hostile  press  which  had  used  this  incident  for  ])olitical  and  per- 
sonal ends,  I  requested  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General,  who  replied  in  writing 
assuring  me  of  my  utter  inability  to  remove  any  appointed  officer  whatever  who  held 
office  for  a  definite  term. 

No  spirit  of  partisanship  has  actuated  me  in  this  reasonable  request  for  authority  to 
remedy  wrongs,  but  I  am  guided  altogether  by  a  wish  to  fully  serve  the  i)eople  of  "the 
State  and  to  protect  them  from  the  misdoings  of  any  officer  without  regard  to  political 
creed. 

My  distinguished  predecessor  in  office,  Hon.  James  H.  Budd,  who  holds  opposite 
political  views,  in  his  inaugural  address  called  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the 
necessity  of  granting  the  Governor  this  power  of  removal  in  the  following  very  proper 
words: 

"  If  the  Governor  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the  departments  whose 
incumbents  he  names,  he  should  have  the  control  of  those  functionaries.  In  this  State 
we  should  either  have  a  system  of  continuous  tenure  during  good  behavior,  as  under 
the  civil  service  classification  of  the  General  Government,  or  else  the  appointing  power, 
which,  in  the  public  mind,  is  held  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the  appointee,  should 
be  veste<l  with  authority  to  remove  the  appointee,  in  the  language  of  the  Constitution, 
'  for  misconduct,  incompetence,  or  neglect  of  duty,  after  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  on 
written  charges.' " 

Again,  in  his  first  biennial  message  to  the  Legislature  in  1897,  the  Governor,  with 
the  experience  of  two  years  in  office,  repeated  these  words,  and  urged  the  Legislature  to 
pass  a  law  of  that  character. 

Still  again.  Governor  Uudd,  on  the  very  eve  of  his  departure  from  office,  when  he 
could  not  possibly  be  benefited  by  the  passage  of  such  laws,  unselfishly  requested  the 
Legislature  to  grant  to  the  Goveriior  this  very  necessary  authoritv.  If  the  Governor  of 
this  State  is  to  be  made  tlie  target  where  crimes  are  committed  by  appointees  holding 
office  for  a  definite  term,  it  is  but  just  that  he  should  be  equipped  with  the  power  to 
remove  the  guilty  officer.  No  Governor  could  be  found  who  would  dare  to  misuse  this 
solemn  trust  when  once  reposed  in  him  by  the  people's  representatives. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  foregoing  are  some  of  many  reasons  which  I  hold  in  support  of  the  grounds 
specified  in  the  proclamation  convening  you  in  extraordinary  session. 

It  is  to  be  deplored  that  there  are  a  few  persons  who,  by  reason  of  their  own  unworthy 
motives,  attribute  to  me  improper  political  purposes  in  assembling  you  together, 
whereas,  in  truth  and  in  fact,  I  have  merely  obeyed  the  promptings  of  impartial  duty 
and  the  mandates  of  the  law. 

If  vou  shall  conclude  to  pass  the  various  laws  suggested  in  the  proclamation,  there 
will  tliereby  be  saved  to  the  State  sums  of  money  largely  in  excess  of  the  expenditures 
which  will  be  incurred  on  account  of  convoking  this  Legislature,  even  should  the  cost 
thereof  exceed  the  high  estimates  of  those  who— false  to  the  interests  of  their  country— 
liave  bitterlv  assailed  this  call  for  an  extra  session. 

Whether  "or  not  you  differ  from  me  as  to  the  necessity  of  legislation  in  detail  upon  all 
of  the  topics  suggested  for  legislation  is  to  me  unimportant,  only  as  it  affects  our  com- 
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mon  country,  for  the  responsibility  now  rests  with  your  honorable  body  and  not  with 
me  alone. 

You  will  nevertheless  agree  that  your  duty  absolutely  requires  that  the  business  of 
the  session  be  transacted  with  the  utmost  dispatch  consistent  with  the  gravity  of  the 
subjects  involved. 

Despite  the  malignant  predictions,  which  through  private  malice  have  been  pub- 
lished, that  this  extraordinary  session  would  engulf  the  State  in  vast  expense,  my  con- 
fidence in  your  sense  of  duty  and  in  your  ability,  gained  by  a  personal  knowledge  of 
your  conduct  of  legislative  affairs  during  the  tliirty-third  session,  bids  me  trust  that 
this  extraordinary  session  will  be  unexcelled  in  the  Iiistorv  of  the  State,  and  worthy  of 
future  emulation. 

Irrespective  of  your  jwlitical  views  I  believe  in  your  honor,  I  believe  in  your  ability, 
I  believe  in  your  integrity;  and  inspired  by  these  beliefs  I  am  assured  that  the  duties 
which  you  owe  to  the  i)eople  of  the  State  and  Nation  will  be  economically,  honestly, 
and  ably  performed.

Whekeas,  There  is  now  pending  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  for  ratification, 
a  so-called  reciprocity  treaty  between  this  country  and  the  British  West  India  Islands, 
known  as  the  Jamaica  treaty;  and 

Whereas,  The  proposer!  reduction  of  duties  upon  the  importations  from  these 
islands  that  come  into  competition  witli  tlie  products  of  the  United  States,  apply  only  to 
sugar  cane  products,  citrus  fruits,  and  fresh  vegetables,  which  are  only  produced  in  com- 
peting quantites  by  the  States  of  Florida,  Louisiana,  and  California;  and 

Whereas,  The  articles  of  export  enumerated  in  said  proposed  treaty  upon  which  a 
reduction  of  duty  is  obtained  are  neither  produced  or  exported  from  either  of  the  said 
States  of  Florida,  Louisiana,  or  California,  thereby  entailing  great  loss  to  them  without 
any  corresponding  benefits;  and 

Whereas,  The  citrus  product  of  this  State,  amounting  to  over  five  millions  of  boxes, 
which  will  be  doubled  within  the  next  decade,  is  handicapped  by  a  freight  rate  to  the 
principal  centers  of  population  and  trade  of  ninety  cents  per  box,  which  exceeds  by 
fifteen  cents  per  box  the  combined  freight  rate  and  the  proposed  import  duty  from  the 
British  West  Indies;  and 

Whereas,  The  citrus  products  of  these  islands  come  directly  into  competition  with 
the  holiday  trade,  which  is  known  to  be  the  best  of  the  entire  year;  and 

Whereas,  Tlie  entire  imports  of  the  island  of  Jamaica  have  never  exceeded  eight 
millions  of  dollars  per  annum,  a  large  proportion  of  which  is  imported  from  England, 
owing  to  a  preferential  tariff  rate;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  re<iuest  of  this  body  and  the  petition  of  the  citrus  fruit-growers  of 
this  State,  the  tifty-tifth  Congress  fixed  a  tariff  duty  upon  that  product,  placing  it  on 
an  equality  with  the  foreign  jiroduction,  in  resi)ect  to  the  freight  rate  only;  and 

Whereas,  The  American  producer  is  entitled  to,  and  ought,  by  right,  to  enjoy  the 
benefit  of  his  home  market,  when  fully  able  to  supply  the  demand;  therefore, 

Uesolved  hy  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  'CaUfnrnin.  the  Aasembh/  jointly,  That  it  deprecates 
the  attempt  to  disturb  the  present  existing  conditions  of  the  tariff  upon  sugar,  citrus 
fruits,  ami  fresh  vegetables;  that  it  is  an  unequal  and  unjust  hardsliip  to  sacrifice  the 
interests  of  a  few  for  the  benefit  of  a  very  large  majority;  that  the  supposed  benefits 
accruing  to  this  country  in  its  added  proportion  of  the  eight  millions  of  dollars  of  trade 
with  Jamaica,  will  not  compensate  it  for  the  loss  inflicted  upon  one  item  alone  of  Cali- 
fornia production;  that  the  California  producer  is  entitled  to  a  protective  duty  as 
against  foreign  comi)etition,  at  least  equal  to  the  difference  in  their  several  freight  rates, 
and  that  the  American  producer  should  be  maintained  in  his  demand  for  the  markets 
of  his  own  country  ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  our  Senators  be  instructed  to  vote  against  the  ratification  of  said 
treaty,  and  tliat  our  Kci)resentatives  in  Congress  be  requested  to  use  their  influence  and 
best  efforts  to  accomplish  its  defeat.

22,  1874.  •     i-f  J 

Section  14.  The  Legislature  of  each  State  which  is  chosen  next  i)receding  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  for  which  any  Senator  was  elected  to  re|>resent  such  State  in  Congress, 
shall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  meeting  and  organization  thereof,  proceed  to 
elect  a  Senator  in  Congress. 

Sec.  15.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner:  Each  house  shall 
openly,  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  name  one  person  for  Senator  in  Con- 
gress, from  such  State,  and  the  name  of  the  person  so  voted  for  who  receives  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  in  each  house  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  tha't 
house  by  the  Clerk  or  Secretary  thereof,  or  if  either  of  them  fails  to  give  such  majority  to 
any  person  on  that  day,  the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal.  At  twelve  o'clock  m. 
of  the  day  following  that  on  which  proceedings  are  required  to  take  place  as  aforesaid, 
the  members  of  the  two  houses  shall  convene  in  Joint  Assembly,  and  tlie  Journal  of  each 
house  shall  then  be  read,  and  if  the  same  person  has  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
in  each  house,  he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  Senator.  But  if  the  same  person  has 
not  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  each  house,  or  if  either  house  has  failed  to  take 
proceedings  as  recjuired  by  this  section,  the  Joint  Assembly  shall  then  proceed  to  choose, 
by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  a  person  for  Senator,  and  the  person  who 
receives  the  majority  of  all  the  votes  of  tlie  Joint  Assemblv,  a  iiiajoritv  of  all  the 
members  elected  to  both  houses  being  present  and  voting,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 
If  no  person  receives  such  majority  on  the  first  day,  the  Joint  Assembly  shall  meet  at 
twelve  o'clock  M.  of  each  succeeding  day  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall 
take  at  least  one  vote  until  a  Senator  is  elected. 

Sec.  1().  Whenever,  on  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  a  vacancy  exists 
in  the  representation  of  such  State  in  the  Senate,  the  Legislature  shall  proceed,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  after  meeting  and  organization,  to  elect  a  person  to  lilt  such  vacancy, 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section  for  the  election  of  a  Senator  for  a  full 
term. 

Sec  17.  Whenever,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  representation  of  such  State  in  the  Senate,  similar  proceedinjjs  to  fill  sucli 
vacancy  shall  be  had  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  Legislature  is  organized  and  has 
notice  of  such  vacancy. 

Sec  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  of  the  State  from  which  any  Senator 
has  been  chosen  to  certify  his  election,  under  the  seal  of  the  State,  to  the  President  of 
the  Senate  of  the  United  "States. 

Sec  19.  The  certificate  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  shall  be  countersigned 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State.

Such  election  shall  lie  conducted  in  the  following  manner:  Each  house 
shall  openly,  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  name  one  person  for  Senator 
in  Congress  from  such  State,  and  the  name  of  the  person  so  voted  for  who  receives  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  in  each  house  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journal  of  that  house  by  the  Clerk  or  Secretary  thereof,  or  if  either  of  them  fails  to 
give  such  majority  to  any  person  on  that  day,  the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 
At  twelve  o'cloclc  m.  of  the  day  following  that  on  which  proceedings  are  required  to 
take  place  as  aforesaid,  the  members  of  the  two  houses  shall  convene  in  Joint  Assem- 
bly, and  the  Journal  of  each  house  shall  then  be  read,  and  if  the  same  person  has 
received  a  majoritv  of  all  the  votes  in  each  house  he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected 
Senator.

A  resolution  to  propose  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  an  amendment  to  sec- 
tion eight,  article  eleven,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  relatine 
to  charters. 

The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  at  its  thirtv-third  session,  two  thirds  of  all 
the  members  elected  to  the  Senate  and  Assembly  voting  therefor,  proposes  to  the 
qualified  e  cctors  of  the  State  of  California,  the  following  amendment  to  section  eight 
of  article  eleven  of  the  Constitution. 

Section  eight  of  article  eleven  of  the  Constitution  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

Section  8.  Any  city  containing  a  population  of  more  than  three  thousand  five 
Hundred  inhabitants  may  frame  a  charter  for  its  own  government,  consistent  with  and 
subject  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  by  causing  a  board  of  fifteen  free- 
holders who  shall  have  been  for  at  least  live  years  qualified  electors  thereof,  to  be 
elected  by  the  Quahhed  voters  of  said  city  at  any  general  or  special  election,  whose 


executive  otticer  of  sucli  city,  and  the  other  to  the  Recorder  of  the  county  Such 
proposed  charter  shall  then  be  published  in  two  daily  newspapers  of  general  circulation 
in  such  city,  for  at  least  twenty  days,  and  the  first  publication  shall  be  made  within 
twenty  days  after  the  completion  of  the  charter  :  woHded,  that  in  cities  containing  a 


rejection  as  a  whole,  without  power  of  alteration  or  amendment.  Such  approval  may 
be  made  by  concurrent  resolution  and  if  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  tile  members 
elected  to  each  house,  it  shall  become  the  charter  of  such  citv,  or,  if  such  city  be 
consohdated  with  a  county,  then  of  such  city  and  county,  and  shall  become  the  organic 

5a 
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law  thereof,  and  supersede  any  existing  charter  and  all  amendments  thereof,  and  all 
laws  inconsistent  with  such  charter.  A  copy  of  such  charter,  certified  by  the  Mayor, 
or  chief  executive  oflBcer,  and  authenticated"  by  the  seal  of  such  city,  setting  forth  the 
submission  of  such  charter  to  the  electors,  and  its  ratification  by  them,  shall,  after 
the  approval  of  such  charter  by  the  Legislature,  be  made  in  duiilicate,  and  deposited, 
one  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  other,  after  being  recorded  in  said 
Recorder's  office,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  arcliives  of  the  city,  and  thereafter  all  courts 
shall  take  judicial  notice  of  said  charter.  The  charter,  so  ratified,  may  be  amended  at 
intervals  of  not  less  than  two  years  by  proposals  therefor,  submitted  by  the  legislative 
authority  of  the  city  to  the  qualified  electors  thereof  at  a  general  or  special  election, 
held  at  least  forty  days  after  the  publication  of  such  proposals  for  twenty  days  in  a 
daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  such  city,  and  ratified  bv  a  majority  of  the 
electors  voting  thereon,  and  approved  by  the  Legislature  as  herein  provided  for  the 
approval  of  the  charter.  In  submitting  any  such  charter,  or  amendments  thereto,  any 
alternative  article  or  proposition  may  be  presented  for  the  choice  of  the  voters,  and  may 
be  voted  on  separately  without  prejudice  to  others.

He  shall  distribute  the  business  of  the  court  among  the 
Judges  thereof,  and  i)rescribc  the  order  of  business.  The  judgments,  orders,  and  ]iro- 
ceedings  of  any  session  of  the  Sui)erior  Court  held  by  any  one  or  more  of  the  Judges  of 
said  courts,  respectively,  shall  be  equally  effectual  as  if  all  the  Judges  of  said  respective 
l  ourts  presided  at  such  session.  In  the  county  of  Los  Angeles  there  shall  be  elected 
si.\  such  Judges;  in  tlie  county  of  Alameda,  four  such  Judges;  in  eacli  of  the  counties 
of  Sacramento  and  Santa  Clara,  three  such  Ju<lges;  and  in  eacli  of  the  comities  of 
San  Joaquin,  Sonoma,  San  Bernardino,  Fresno,  Humboldt,  and  San  Diego,  two  such 
Judges.  The  term  of  office  of  Judges  of  the  Suiierior  Courts  sluiU  be  six  years  from 
and  after  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  llieir  election,  if  a  vacancy 
occur  in  the  office  of  Judge  of  a  Superior  Court,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  person  to 
hold  tlie  ofiicc  until  (he  election  and  qualihcation  of  a  Judge  to  till  tlie  vacancy,  which 
election  shall  take  iilace  at  the  next  succeeding  general  election,  and  the  Judge  so 
elected  shall  hold  ottice  for  the  remainder  of  tlie  unexpired  term."

the  Legislature  heretofore  adopted,  shall  be  paid  for  according  to  the  terms  and  tenor  of 
such  resolutions.

Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  ,3. 

A  resolution  to  propose  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  an  amendment  to  section 
eight,  article  eleven,  of  the  Constitntion  of  the  State  of  California,  relating  to 
cliarters. 

Tlie  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  at  its  extraordinary  session,  commencing 
on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  .January,  nineteen  hundred,  two  tliifds  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses  "of  said  Legislature  voting  in  favor  thereof,  lierebv 
proposes  to  tlie  (jualitied  electors  of  the  State  of  California,  the  following  amendment 
to  section  eight,  article  eleven  of  the  Constitution. 

Section  eight  of  article  eleven  of  the  Constitution  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

Section  8.  Any  city  containing  a  jiopulation  of  more  than  three  thousand  live 
hundred  inhabitants  may  frame  a  cliarter  for  its  own  government,  consistent  with  and 
subject  to  tlie  Constitution  and  laws  of  tliis  State,  by  causing  a  board  of  fifteen  free- 
holders, wlio  shall  have  been  for  at  least  live  years  qualified  electors  thereof,  to  be 
elected  by  the  ((ualificd  voters  of  said  city  at  any  general  or  special  election,  whose 
duty  it  sliall  be,  within  ninety  days  after  such  election,  to  prepare  and  iiropose  a  cliarter 
for  such  city,  whicli  shall  be  signed  in  duplicate  by  the  members  of  such  board,  or  a 
majority  of  thoni,  and  returned,  one  copy  to  the  Mayor  thereof,  or  other  chief 
executive  officer  of  such  city,  and  tlie  other  to  the  Recorder  of  the  county.  Such 
proposed  charter  shall  then  be  published  in  two  daily  newspapers  of  general  cir- 
culation in  such  city,  for  at  least  twenty  days,  and  tlie  first  publication  shall  be 
made  witliin  tw-enty  days  after  the  comjiletion'of  the  charter;  provided,  that  in  cities 
containing  a  population  of  not  more  than  ten  tliousand  iubabitauts,  sucli  pniposed 
charter  sliall  be  published  in  one  such  daily  newspaper;  and  within  not  less  than 
thirty  days  after  such  publication  it  sliall  be  submitted  to  the  ijualified  electors  of  said 
city  at  a  general  or  special  election,  and  if  a  majority  of  such  qualified  electors  voting 
thereon  shall  ratify  the  same,  it  sliall  thereafter  be  s"ubmitted  to  tlie  Legislature  for  its 
a))proval  or  rejection  as  a  whole,  without  power  of  alteration  or  amendment.  Such 
approval  may  be  made  by  concurrent  resolution,  and  if  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  members  elected  to  each  house,  it  shall  become  the  charter  of  siich  city,  or,  if  such 
city  be  consolidated  with  a  county,  then  of  such  city  and  county,  and  shall  become  the 
organic  law  thereof,  and  supersede  any  existing  charter  and  all  amendments  thereof, 
and  all  laws  inconsistent  with  sucli  charter.  A  copy  of  such  charter,  certified  ijy  the 
Mayor,  or  chief  executive  officer,  and  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  sucli  city,  setting'forth 
the  submission  of  such  charter  to  tlie  electors,  and  it's  ratification  bv  them,  shall,  after 
the  approval  of  such  charter  by  the  Legislature,  be  made  in  duplicate,  and  deposited, 
one  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  other,  after  being  recorded  in  said 
Recorder's  office,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  archives  of  the  city,  and  thereafter  all  courts 
shall  take  judicial  notice  of  said  charter.  The  charter,  so  ratified,  may  be  amended  at 
intervals  of  not  less  than  two  years  by  proposals  therefor,  submitted  by  the  legislative 
authority  of  the  city  to  the  q\ialified  electors  thereof  at  a  general  or  "special  election, 
held  at  least  forty  days  after  the  publication  of  such  proposals  for  twenty  days  in  a 
daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  such  city,  and  ratified  by  a  niajo"rity  "of  the 
electors  voting  thereon,  and  approved  by  the  Legislature  as  here"in  provided"  for  the 
aiiiuoval  of  the  charter.  In  submitting  any  such  charter,  or  amendments  thereto,  any 
alternative  article  or  jiroposition  may  be  presented  for  the  choice  of  the  voters,  and  may 
be  voted  on  separately  without  jirejudice  to  others.

shall  be  submitted  to  the  next  regular  session  of  the  Legislature.

Senate  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  1. 

Proposition  to  amend  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  relating  to  the  Judicial  Department. 

The  Legislature  of  California,  at  its  special  session  convened  January  twenty-ninth, 
nineteen  hundred,  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  voting  therefor, 
proposes,  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State,  the  following  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution.  That  Article  VI  be  amended  to  read  : 

Article  VI — Judicial  Department. 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  the  Senate,  sitting  as  a 
court  of  impeachment,  in  a  Supreme  Court,  District  Courts  of  Appeal,  Superior  Courts, 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  such  inferior  courts  as  the  Legislature  may  establish  in  any 
incorporated  citv  or  town,  or  city  and  county. 

Section  2.  ^he  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Justice  and  four  Associat* 
Justices ;  provided,  that  the  Chief  Justice  and  the  Associate  Justices  in  office  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  shall  continue  in  office  and  constitute  the  court 
until  the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms  of  office  ;  and  provided  further,  that  at  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  two  Justices  having  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
this  amendment  the  shortest  terms  1o  si^rve,  their  offices  shall  be  abolished.  The  pres- 
ence of  a  majority  of  the  Justices  shall  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business 
(except  such  as  may  be  done  at  chambers),  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the 
Justices  shall  be  necessarv  to  pronounce  a  judgment. 

The  Supreme  Court  shall  hold  all  of  its  sessions  at  San  Francisco.   There  shall  be 
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tlin  e  reRular  sessions  each  year,  beginning  on  the  second  Monday  in  January,  May, 
and  yepteiiiber.  Sjjecial  sessions  may  be  held  at  any  time  on  the  order  of  the  Chief 
Justice  or  of  three  Associate  Justices. 

Tlie  Chief  Justice  an(J  tlie  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  the  State  at  large  at  the  general  State  elections  at  tlie  times  and  jilaces 
at  wliich  State  officers  are  elected,  and  tlie  term  of  office  shall  be  twelve  years  from  and 
after  the  first  Monday  after  tlie  first  day  of  January  next  succeedini;  tlieir  election. 

If  a  vacancy  occur  in  tlie  otliie  of  a  Justice,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  jierson  to 
hold  the  office  until  the  election  and  (lualification  of  a  Justice  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
which  election  shall  take  place  at  the  ne.\t  succeeding  general  election  at  which  State 
officers  are  elected,  and  the  Justice  so  elected  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  remainder  of 
the  unexpired  term. 

The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  direct  from  the  Superior  Courts 
in  every  action,  proceeding  or  special  proceeding  where  is  necessarily  drawn  in  ijues- 
tion  the  validity  of  a  statute,  or  of  an  authority  exercised  under  the  Onited  States;  or 
»vhere  is  necessarily  drawn  in  (jtiestion  the  validity  of  the  Constitution  or  any  statute 
of  or  authority  exercised  under  this  State  on  the  ground  of  being  repugnant  to  the 
Constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States;  or  where  is  necessarily  drawn  in  ijuestion 
the  validity  of  any  statute  of  or  authority  exercised  under  this  State  on  the  ground  of 
being  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State;  or  where  is  necessarily  drawn  in 
iiucstioii  the  legality  of  any  tax,  impost  or  assessment;  in  all  ]>roeeedings "in  exercise 
of  the  right  of  eminent  domain  ;  in  actions  or  proceedings  for  usurpation  or  intrusion 
into,  or  unlawful  holding  of,  a  public  franchise;  also  in  all  criminal  actions  (on  (jues- 
lions  of  law  alone)  in  which  the  judgment  sliall  lie  death  or  imprisonment  for  life;  and 
also  in  all  cases  in  which  the  fact  of  the  adoption  by  a  city,  or  a  city  and  county,  of  a 
eliarter  for  its  own  government,  or  the  validity  of  tlie  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  of 
any  authority  exercised  thereunder,  is  necessarily  drawn  in  ijuestion.  It  shall  also 
have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  every  action,  proceeding  or  special  i)roceeding  deter- 
mined by  any  District  Court  of  Appeal  the  record  in  which  may,  by  order  pursuant  to 
the  further  provisions  on  these  subjects  hereinafter  contained  in  this  article,  bo  directed 
to  be  transmitted  to  it.  It  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  in  every  action,  proceeding  and 
special  proceeding  which  shall  actually  have  been  submitted  to  it  for  decision  before 
the  organization  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  established  by  this  article,  and  of 
every  pending  cause  which  shall  not  be  transferable  to  the  District' Courts  of  Ap|ieal  as 
hereinafter  provided.  And  in  all  cases  in  which  the  Supreme  Court  shall  ac<iuire 
jurisdiction  it  shall  have  further  jurisdiction  to  decide  all  questions  properly  presented 
on  the  record,  whether  or  no  they  be  such  as  of  themselves  would  entitle  the  court  to 
take  jurisdiction  of  the  cause. 

Skction  3.  The  State  is  hereby  divided  into  three  appellate  districts,  in  each  of 
whicli  there  shall  be  a  District  Court  of  Appeal  consistingof  three  Justices.  There  sliall 
in  each  year  be  four  regular  sessions  of  eacti  District  Court  of  Apjieal,  commencing  on 
the  second  Monday  in  February,  May,  August  and  November.  Special  sessions  may  be 
belli  at  any  time  ii|)oii  the  oriler  of  the  court. 

The  first  appellate  district  shall  embrace  the  following  counties:  San  Francisco, 
Marin,  Contra  Costa,  Alameda,  San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara,  Santa  Cruz,  Monterey,  and  San 
Benito.  The  official  designation  of  the  District  Court  of  Ajipeal  in  this  District  shall  be 
"  The  Court  of  Appeal  of  the  State  of  California  in  and  for  the  First  District,"  and  it 
shall  hold  its  sessions  at  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  second  appellate  district  shall  embrace  the  following  named  counties  in  the 
State:  Fresno,  Tulare,  Kings,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Kern,  Invo,  Santa  Barbara,  Ventura, 
Los  Angeles,  San  Bernardino,  Orange,  Kiversule,  and  San  biego.  The  official  designa- 
tion of  tlie  District  Court  of  Appeal  for  this  district  shall  be:  "The  Court  of  Appeal  of 
the  State  of  California  in  and  for  the  Second  District,"  and  the  court  shall  hold  its 
sessions  at  the  City  of  Los  Angeles. 

The  third  appellate  district  shall  embrace  the  following  named  counties:  Del  Norte, 
Siskiyou,  Modoc,  Humboldt,  Trinity,  Shasta,  Lassen,  Tehama,  Plumas,  Mendocino, 
Lake,  Colusa,  Glenn,  Butte,  Sierra,  Sutter,  Yuba,  Nevada,  Sonoma,  Napa,  Yolo,  Placer, 
Solano,  Sacramento,  El  Dorado,  San  .Toaiiuin,  Amador,  Cal.averas,  Stanislaus.  Tuolumne, 
Alpine,  Mono,  Mariposa,  Madera,  and  Merced.  The  official  designation  of  the  District 
Court  of  Appeal  of  this  district  shall  be  "  The  Court  of  Ajipeal  of  the  State  of  California 
in  and  for  the  Third  District,"  and  the  court  shall  hold  its  sessions  at  the  City  of 
Sacramento. 

The  Legislature  may  remove  one  or  more  counties  from  one  appellate  district  to 
another,  but  no  county  not  contiguous  to  another  county  of  a  district  shall  be  added  to 
such  district. 

The  Justices  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  be  elected  by  the (jualified electors 
within  their  respective  districts  at  the  general  State  elections,  at  the  times  and  places 
at  which  State  officers  are  elected,  and  the  term  of  office  shall  be  twelve  years  from  and 
after  the  first  Monday  after  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  the  election; 
jirot'ided,  that  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  after  this  amendment  takes  effect  the 
Governor  shall  appoint  three  Justices  for  each  District  Court  of  .Aijpeal,  to  hold  office 
until  qualification  of  Justices  to  be  elected  at  the  next  succeeding  general  election. 
The  Justices  of  each  District  Court  of  Appeal  so  elected  at  the  first  election  shall,  at 
their  first  meeting,  so  classify  themselves  by  lot  that  one  of  them  shall  go  out  of  office 
at  the  end  of  four  years,  one  at  the  end  of  eight  years,  and  the  thirii  at  the  end  of 
twelve  years.    An  entry  of  such  classification  sha'U  be  made  in  the  minutes  of  the 
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court,  signed  by  them,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  ofiBce  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State. 

If  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  a  Justice  of  the  District  Court  of  Appeal  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  appoint  a  person  to  hold  the  office  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  a 
Justice  to  till  the  vacancy.  Such  election  shall  take  place  at  the  ne.xt  succeeding  gen- 
eral election  at  which  State  officers  are  elected,  and  the  Justice  so  elected  shall  hold  the 
office  for  the  remainder  of  the  une.xpired  term. 

The  Justices  of  each  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
as  a  Presiding  Justice.  The  presence  of  three  Justices  shall  be  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  any  business  by  sucli  court,  and  the  concurrence  of  two  Justices  shall  be 
necessary  to  pronounce  a  judgment. 

Whenever  any  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  is  for  any  reason  disqualified  or  unable 
to  act  in  a  cause  pending  before  it,  the  remaining  Justices  may  select  one  of  the  Justices 
of  a  District  Court  of  Appeal  to  act  pro  tempore  in  the  place  "of  the  Justice  so  disquali- 
fied or  unable  to  act.  \\  henever  any  Justice  of  a  District  Court  of  Appeal  is  for  any 
reason  disqualified  or  unable  to  act  in  any  cause  pending  before  it,  the  Chief  Justio* 
may  appoint  a  Judge  of  a  Superior  Court,  who  has  not  acted  in  the  cause  in  the  court 
below,  to  act  pro  tempore  in  the  place  of  the  Justice  so  disqualified  or  unable  to  act.  A 
Justice  of  one  District  Court  of  Appeal  may  at  any  time  sit  as  a  Justice  pro  tempore  in 
any  other  District  Court  of  Appeal  upon  the  written  reijuest  of  any  Justice  of  said  court : 
every  Justice  pro  tempore  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  of  the  District  Court  of  Appeal,  whilu 
acting  as  such,  shall  nave  the  same  power  and  authority  as  the  Justice  of  sucn  court. 

The  several  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  every  civil 
action,  proceeding  and  special  proceeding  commenced  and  determined  and  (on  ques- 
tions of  law  alone)  in  every  criminal  action  prosecuted  by  indictment  or  information  in 
the  Superior  Courts  within  their  several  appellate  districts,  excepting  only  those  actions, 
proceedings  or  special  proceedings  in  which  an  appeal  direct  to  the  Supreme  Court  from 
the  Superior  Courts  is  expressly  allowed  by  this  article.  The  statutes  now  in  force 
allowing,  providing  for  and  regulating  appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court  shall  apply  to 
appeals  to  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  so  far  as  consistent  with  this  article  until  the 
Legislature  shall  make  provisions  for  appeals  to  said  courts. 

The  judgments  and  decrees  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  be  final  in  all 
causes  embraced  within  their  ap])eUate  jurisdiction,  except  in  the  following  cases: 

In  any  cause  decided  by  a  District  Court  of  Appeal,  if  the  decision  of  such  Court  of 
Appeal  conflicts  with  a  previous  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  of  another  District 
Court  of  Appeal,  the  Supreme  Court  shall,  upon  petition  to  be  filed  within  thirty  days 
after  entry  of  judgment  in  the  District  Court  of  Appeal,  order  the  cause  to  be  heard  by 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  thereupon  the  record  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  which  shall  hear  and  determine  the  cause. 

The  Supreme  Court,  or  any  Justice  thereof,  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas 
corpus,  and  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  mandamus,  certio- 
rari, and  prohibition  to  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal,  and  shall  likewise  have  power  to 
issue  all  writs,  orders,  and  process  necessary  or  proper  to  the  complete  and  effectual 
e.xercise  of  its  appellate  jurisdiction.  It  shall  also  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  manda- 
mus, certiorari,  and  prohibition  in  anv  matter  affecting  a  State,  Congressional,  or  Presi- 
dential election.  The  District  Courts"of  Appeal  shall  have  power  to  issue  within  their 
respective  districts  writs  of  mandamus,  certiorari,  prohibition,  quo  warranto,  and 
habeas  corpus,  and  sliall  likewise  have  power  within  such  districts  to  issue  all  writs 
and  orders  necessary  or  proper  to  the  complete  and  effectual  e.xercise  of  their  appellate 
jurisdiction.  Each  "Justice  of  the  District  Courts  of  Apjieal  shall  have  power  to  issue 
writs  of  habeas  corpus  to  any  part  of  the  appellate  district  in  which  he  sits,  and  any 
such  writ  may  be  made  returnable  before  the  Justice  who  issued  it,  or  the  court  from 
which  it  was"  issued,  or  any  Justice  thereof,  or  before  any  lower  court  of  reconl.  or 
before  anv  Judge  thereof. 

Unless" oral  argument  be  waived  by  the  parties  with  the  consent  of  the  court,  every 
cause  and  matter  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  in  any  District  Court  of  Appeal  (except 
such  applications  as  may  be  made  ex  parte)  shall  be  orally  argued  by  the  parties  or 
their  counsel  in  open  court;  but  this  shall  not  prevent  the  courts  from  requiring  that 
the  points  to  be  argued  and  considered,  together  with  a  list  of  authorities  to  sustain 
such  points,  shall  be  printed  and  filed  before  a  cause  is  taken  up  for  argument.  Not 
more  than  twenty  cases  (except  ex  parte  applications)  shall  be  under  submission  for 
decision  at  any  one  time  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  in  any  District  Court  of  Api)eal.  A.1I 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  be  given  in 
writing  and  the  grounds  of  the  decision  shall  be  stated.  A  remittitur  or  mandate  must 
issue  on  every  judgment  of  said  courts  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  after 
the  rendition  thereof.  .  . 

Section  4.  The  Supreme  Court  shall,  upon  the  organization  of  the  District  Courts 
of  Appeal,  transfer  to  them  respectively  any  causes  then  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court 
and  which  have  not  been  heard  as  are  within  tlie  class  of  causes  over  which  such  Dis- 
trict Courts  have  appellate  jurisdiction ;  and  upon  such  transfer  the  District  Courts  of 
Appeal  shall  have  full  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  the  same. 

Section  o.  The  Superior  Courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  in  equity, 
and  in  all  cases  at  law  which  involve  the  title  or  possession  of  real  property,  or  the 
legality  of  any  tax,  impost,  assessment,  toll,  or  municipal  fine,  and  in  all  other  cases  in 
which  "the  demand,  exclusive  of  interest  or  the  value  of  the  jiroperty  in  controversy, 
amounts  to  three  hundred  dollars,  and  in  all  criminal  cases  amounting  to  felony  and 
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cases  of  misdemeanor  not  otherwise  provided  for;  of  actions  of  forcible  entry  and 
detainer;  of  j)roceedings  in  insolvency;  of  action  to  prevent  or  abate  a  nuisance; 
of  all  matters  of  probate;  of  divorce  and  for  annullment  of  marriage,  and  of  all  such 
special  cases  and  proceedings  as  are  not  otherwise  provided  for.  And  said  courts  shall 
have  the  power  of  naturalization,  and  to  issue  jiapers  therefor.  They  sliall  have  ajipel- 
late  jurisdiction  in  such  cases  arising  in  Justices'  and  otlier  inferior  courts  in  their 
respective  counties  as  may  he  jirescribed  by  law.  Tliey  shall  always  be  open  (legal  lioli- 
days  and  non-judicial  days  exceiited),  and  tlieir  process  shall  extend  to  all  parts  of  the 
State;  provided,  that  all  actions  for  the  recovery  of  the  possession  of,  ((uieting  the  title 
to,  or  for  the  enforcement  of  liens  upon  real  estate,  sliall  be  commenced  in  tlie  county 
in  which  tlie  real  estate,  or  any  part  thereof  affected  by  such  action  or  actions,  is  situated. 
Said  courts  and  their  judges  shiill  have  jiowerto  issue  writs  of  mandamus,  certiorari, 
jirohibition,  quo  warranto,  and  habeas  corpus,  on  j)etition  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  person 
in  actual  custody  in  their  resjiective  counties.  Injunctions  and  writs  of  prohibition 
may  be  issued  and  served  on  legal  holidays  and  non-judicial  days. 

Section  ti.  There  shall  be  in  each  of  the  organized  counties,  or  cities  and  counties, 
of  the  State,  a  Superior  Court,  for  each  of  which  at  least  one  Judge  sliall  be  elected  by 
the  (jualitied  electors  of  the  county,  or  city  and  county,  at  the  general  State  election  ; 
Tirovidcd,  that  in  the  Citv  and  County  of  San  Francisco  there  shall  be  elected  twelve 
Judges  of  the  Superior  Court,  any  one  or  more  of  whom  may  hold  court.  Tliere  may 
be  as  many  sessions  of  said  court,  at  the  same  time,  as  there  are  Judges  thereof.  The 
sai<l  Judges  shall  choose,  from  their  own  number,  a  Presiding  Judge,  who  may  be 
removed  at  their  pleasure.  He  shall  distribute  the  business  of  the  court  among  the 
Judges  t  hereof,  and  prescribe  the  order  of  business.  The  judgments,  orders,  and  pro- 
ceedings of  any  session  of  the  Superior  Court  held  by  any  one  or  more  of  the  Judges 
of  said  courts!  respectively,  shall  be  ecjually  effectual  as  if  all  the  Judges  of  said 
rcsi)ective  courts  presided  at  such  session.  In  the  county  of  Los  Angeles  there  shall 
be  elected  six  such  Judges;  in  the  county  of  Alameda,  four  such  Judges;  in  each  of  the 
counties  of  Sacramento  and  Santa  Clara,  three  such  Judges  ;  and  in  each  of  the  counties 
of  San  Joaquin,  Sonoma,  San  Bernardino,  Fresno,  Humboldt,  and  San  Diego,  two  such 
Judges.  The  term  of  otfice  of  Judges  of  the  Sui)erior  Courts  shall  be  six  years  from 
and  after  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  tlieir  election.  If  a  vacancy 
occur  ill  the  office  of  Judge  of  a  Superior  Court,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  person 
to  hold  the  office  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  a  Judge  to  nil  the  vacancy, 
whicli  election  shall  take  place  at  the  next  succeeding  general  election,  an<l  the  Judge 
so  elected  shall  hold  otlice  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  7.  In  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  other  than  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  in  which  there  shall  lie  more  than  one  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  the 
Judges  of  such  court  may  hold  as  many  sessions  of  said  court  at  the  same  time  as  there 
are  Judges  thereof,  and  shall  apportion  the  business  among  themselves  as  equally  as 
may  be. 

Section  8.  A  Judge  of  any  Superior  Court  may  hold  a  Sujierior  Court  in  any  county, 
at  the  request  of  a  Judge  of  the  Sujierior  Court  thereof,  and  ujion  the  request  of  tlie 
Governor  it  shall  be  his  duty  so  to  do.  But  a  cause  in  the  Superior  Coiirt  may  be  tried 
by  a  Judge  pro  tempore,  who  must  be  a  member  of  the  bar,  agreed  u]ion  in  writing  by 
the  parties  litigant,  or  their  attorneys  of  record,  approved  by  the  court,  and  sworn  to 
try  the  cause. 

Section  9.  The  Legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  grant  leave  of  absence  to  any 
judicial  officer;  and  any  such  officer  who  shall  absent  himself  from  tlie  State  for  more 
than  sixty  consecutive  days  shall  be  deemed  to  have  forfeited  bis  office.  The  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  may,  at  any  time,  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  two 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Assembly  voting  therefor,  increase  or  diminish  the 
number  of  Jiulges  of  the  Su]>erior  Court  in  any  county,  or  city  and  county  in  the  State; 
provided,  tliat  no  such  reduction  shall  affect  any  Judge  who  has  been  elected. 

Section  10.  Justices  of  the  Su]>reme  Court,  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal,  and 
Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts  may  be  removed  by  concurrent  resolution  of  botli  houses 
of  the  Legislature  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  each  bouse.  All  other  judicial  officers 
e.xceiit  Justices  of  the  Peace  may  be  removed  by  the  Senate  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Governor ;  but  no  removal  shall  be  made  by  virtue  of  this  section  unless  the  reasons 
therefor  be  entered  on  the  journal,  nor  unless  the  narty  complained  of  has  been  served 
with  a  copy  of  the  complaint  against  him  and  shall  have  had  an  opportunity  of  being 
heard  in  li!s  defense.  On  the  question  of  removal  the  ayes  and  noes  sliall  be  entered  on 
the  journal. 

Section  11.  The  Legislature  shall  determine  the  number  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  to 
be  elected  in  townships,  incorporated  cities,  and  towns,  or  cities  arid  counties,  and  shall 
li.x  bylaw  the  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  Justices  of  the  Peace;  provided. 
such  powers  shall  not  in  any  case  trench  uiion  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several  courts  of 
record,  except  that  said  Justices  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  Superior 
Courts  in  cases  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  where  the  rental  value  does  not  exceed 
twenty-five  dollars  per  month,  and  where  the  whole  amount  of  damages  claimed  does 
not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  and  in  cases  to  enforce  and  foreclose  liens  on  jiersonal 
property  when  neither  the  amount  of  the  liens  nor  the  value  of  the  property  amounts 
to  three  hundred  dollars. 

Section  12.  The  Supreme  Court,  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal,  the  Superior  Courts, 
and  such  other  courts  as  the  Legislature  mav  prescribe,  shall  be  courts  of  record. 

Section  13.   The  Legislature  shall  fix  by  "law  the  j  urisdiction  of  any  inferior  courts 
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wliich  may  be  established  in  pursuance  of  section  one  of  this  article,  and  shall  fix  by 
law  the  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  the  Judges  thereof. 

Section  14.  The  County  Clerks  shall  be  ex  officio  clerks  of  the  courts  of  record  in 
and  for  their  respective  counties,  or  cities  and  counties.  The  Legislature  may  also  pro- 
vide for  the  appointment  by  the  several  Superior  Courts  of  one  or  more  commissioners 
in  their  respective  counties,  or  cities  and  counties,  with  authoritv  to  perform  chamber 
business  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts,  to  take  depositions,  and  perform  such 
other  business  connected  with  the  administration  of  justice  as  may  be  jirescribed  bv 
law. 

Section  15.  No  judicial  officer,  except  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Court  Commission- 
ers, shall  receive  to  his  own  use  any  fees  or  nenjuisites  of  office. 

Section  l(j.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  tlie  sjieedv  and  uniform  publication 
of  suclx  opinions  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  as  may  be 
ordered  by  said  courts  respectively,  and  all  such  opinions  shall  be  free  for  publication 
by  any  person. 

SiicTiox  17.  The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court- 
shall  severally,  at  stated  times  during  their  continuance  in  office,  receive  for  their  servic(> 
a  compensation  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  after  their  election  nor 
during  the  term  for  w  hich  they  shall  have  been  elected,  wliich  compensation  shall  be 
paid  by  the  State.  Until  otherwise  changed  by  the  Legislature,  the  annual  salaries  of 
the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  six  thousand  dollars  each,  and  the  Sujjerior 
Court  Judges  shall  receive  the  salaries  now  allowed  by  law,  payable  monthlv. 

Section  18.  The  Justices  of  the  District  Courts  of' Appeal  "shall  severally,  at  stated 
times  during  their  continuance  in  otKce,  receive  for  tlieir  services  a  cotiipensation 
which  shall  not  be  increased  or  iliminished  after  their  election  nor  during  the  term  for 
which  they  shall  have  been  elected.  The  salaries  of  the  Justices  of  the  District  Courts 
of  Appeal  shall  be  |)aid  by  the  State.  Unless  otiierwise  changed  by  the  Legislature,  the 
annual  salaries  of  the  Justices  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  be  six  thousand 
dollars  each. 

Section  19.  The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal, 
and  the  Judges  of  the  Suj)erior  Courts  shall  be  ineligible  to  any  other  office  or  public 
employment  than  a  judicial  office  or  employment  during  the  term  for  which  they  shall 
have  been  elected. 

Section  20.  Judges  shall  not  charge  juries  with  respect  to  matters  of  fact,  but  may 
state  the  testimony  and  declare  the  law. 

Section  21.  Tlie  style  of  all  process  shall  be  "  The  People  of  the  State  of  California," 
and  all  prosecutions  shall  be  conducted  in  their  name  an  J  by  their  authority. 

Section  22.  The  Supreme  Court  sliall  appoint  a  clerk  of  "that  court,  but  "the  present 
clerk  of  the  court  shall  hold  office  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office;  a  phono- 
grai>hic  reporter,  and  a  bailiff,  wlio  shall  severally  hold  his  office  and  be  removable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  court.  Each  District  Court  of"Apj)eal  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  phono- 
graphic reporter  and  bailiff,  who  shall  severally  hold  his  office  and  be  removable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  court  by  which  he  is  appointed.  The  8u|)reme  Court  shall  appoint 
a  reporter  of  decisions,  who  shall  appoint  an  assistant  reporter  for  each  of  the  District 
Courts  of  Appeal.  All  of  said  officers  shall  hold  office  ami  be  removable  at  the  i)leasure 
of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  decisions  of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  be  published 
in  the  same  volumes  with  the  opinions  of  the  Supreme  Court  under  tlie  same  general 
title  of  California  Reports;  and  all  statutes  in  relation  to  the  publication  of  the  opin- 
ions of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  the  publication  of  the  decisions 
of  the  District  Courts  of  Appeal. 

Section  23.  No  Judge  of  a  court  of  record  shall  practice  law  in  any  court  of  this 
State  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

Section  24.  No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  a  Ju.stice  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
or  of  a  District  Court  of  Appeal,  or  of  a  Judge  of  a  Superior  Court,  unless  he  shall  have 
been  admitted  toj)ractice  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State. 

Section  25.  No  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  nor  of  a  District  Court  of  Appeals,  nor 
of  a  Superior  Court,  shall  draw  or  receive  any  monthly  salary  unless  he  shall  take  and 
subscribe  an  affidavit  before  an  officer  entitled  to  administer  oaths  that  no  cause  in  his 
court  remains  undecided  that  has  been  submitted  for  decision  for  the  period  of  ninety 
days.

Whereas,  Said  lands  are  now  being  devcloi^ed  for  the  minerals  they  contain,  and 
are  producing,  and  will  continue  to  produce,  millions  of  dollars  of  wealth  in  such 
minerals,  and  thus  building  up  an  industry  of  immeasurable  worth  to  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia ;  and 
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Whereas,  Certain  persons  are  now  attempting  fraiidulentlv  to  acquire  title  to  saiil 
lands  as  agricultural  State  lands,  under  an  Act  autliorizinR  tfie  State  of  California  to 
take  Government  lands  in  exchange  for  State  school  lands,  under  an  Act  passed  in 
February,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninetv-one,  and  "relating  to  lieu  lands  to  be  selected 
by  State  or  Territory,"  and  also  in  exchange  for  forest  reservation  lands  under  an  Act 
of  June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven  ;  and 

Whekeas,  The  sole  purpose  of  such  persons  in  acquiring  said  lands  is  for  specula- 
tion, because  of  their  value  for  oil  and  other  minerals,  and  not  for  development  pur- 
poses, thus  retarding  the  growth  of  one  of  the  most  important  industries  in  California, 
and  thus  tliwarting  the  will  of  the  people  and  the  intent  of  our  National  Congress  in 
granting  certain  rights  to  the  locator  of  mining  claims,  and  by  high-handed  robbery 
depriving  thousands  of  miners  of  their  holdings,  the  title  to  which  has  hitherto  been 
held  by  the  United  States  Government  to  be  valid;  therefore,  be  it

Whereas,  A  group  of  persons  of  varied  occupations,  calling  themselves  miners, 
have  staked  off,  in  the  counties  of  Kern  and  Fresno,  as  oil  claims,  large  bodies  of  agri- 
cultural land,  amounting  to  probably  a  million  of  acres,  with  a  view  of  holding  the 
same  for  speculation  ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  locators  have  not  discovered  mineral  on  said  lands,  but  wish  to  hold 
the  same  under  color  of  the  mineral  laws,  without  cost  to  themselves  of  discovery  of 
minerals ;  and 

Whereas,  Such  claimants  hope  to  hold  said  land  for  two  years  without  work 
thereon  or  payment  therefor,  and  thereby  monojiolize  the  sale  thereof ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  claimants  are  boisterously  demanding  sympathy  for  themselves 
through  the  press  and  from  confiding  public  bodies  to  sustain"  them  in  their  project  of 
getting  something  for  nothing;  and 

Whereas,  Other  citizens  of  the  State  of  California  have  bought  said  lands  from  the 
Government,  and  have  paid  the  Government  price  therefor,  and  are  able  for  all  purposes 
to  develop  the  same  on  a  perfect  title  thereto ;  and 
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Whereas,  A  man  wlio  buys  a  piece  of  property  in  California  and  pays  for  it  is  quite 
as  reputable  as  one  who  seelcs  to  obtain  it  without  payment  and  witliout  compliance 
with  the  law  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  this  State  has  been  appealed  to  by  said  oil  claimants, 
who  have  paid  nothing  and  discovered  nothing,  to  aid  them  to  retain  said  land  against 
the  citizen  who  has  paid  therefor;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  not  consistent  with  the  dignity  of  the  Legislature  to  entertain  an 
appeal  to  it  to  violate  the  mining  or  other  laws  of  the  country ;  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Land  OflBce  has  jurisdiction  of  all  questions  relating  to  the 
disposition  of  public  lands,  and  of  the  respective  titles  of  claimants  thereto;  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  said  General  Land  Office  has  already  decided  against  the 
contention  of  said  oil  claimants;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  the  intesrity  and  wisdom  of  the 
Land  Department  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  courts,  and  therefore  deprecate  an 
appeal  to  public  sentiment  to  violate  or  frustrate  the  law  or  to  interfere  with  its  tran- 
quil and  orderly  administration. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  Legislature  of  California 
in  answer  to  certain  resolutions  recently  presented  to  said  body  by  said  so-called  oil 
claimants.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR.

To  the  Assembly  of  the  State  of  California. ■ 

In  my  message  to  your  honorable  body  upon  the  first  day  of  this  session,  I  expressed 
my  confidence  in  you,  and  now  at  its  close  you  are  to  be  congratulated,  among  other 
things,  for  the  short  duration  of  this  session  and  its  moderate  cost. 

You  have  passed  laws  recommended  in  my  proclamation,  which  by  reason  of  the 
inestimable  advantages  which  will  redound  to"  the  people,  have  fully  warranted  me  in 
calling  you  together. 

Obedient  to  the  will  of  your  constituents,  you  have  sacrificed  your  personal  prefer- 
ences, to  agree  upon  and  select  an  able  and  worthy  Senator  to  rei)resent  California  in 
the  United  States  Senate  at  a  juncture  most  important  to  the  people  of  the  State  and 
Nation — a  juncture  when  the  magnificent  policy  of  our  President  is  about  to  be  judged 
by  the  people  whom  he  has  so  faithfully  and  honorably  served,  and  when  Congres- 
sional approval  of  that  policy  is  necessary  to  firmlv  maintain,  as  an  inseparable  mrt  of 
our  soil,  the  new  American  territory  acquired  by  the  valor  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors  in 
a  just  and  glorious  war. 

There  have  been  passed,  pursuant  to  my  proclamation,  the  requested  amendments 
to  the  Political  Code,  which  laws  will  soon  result  in  most  material  improvement  to  the 
harbor  of  San  Francisco,  thereby  inviting  to  our  shores  the  shii)iiing  of  the  world,  and 
this  great  public  advantage  will  be  gained  without  the  levy  of  ta.xes  or  the  issuance  of 
bonds.  You  have  enacted  the  laws  for  the  improvement  of  the  Sacramento,  San  Joa- 
quin, Feather,  and  Tuolumne  rivers,  recommended  in  my  proclamation,  and  have  by 
tiiis  legislation  guaranteed  protection  to  the  extensive  area  of  agricultural  land  in  the 
Sacramento  and  San  Joa(|uin  valleys. 

By  repealing  Section  19  of  Article  III  of  "An  Act  to  establish  a  State  Lunacy  Com- 
mission, to  provide  a  uniform  government  and  management  of  the  State  Hospitals  for 
the  Insane,  and  to  provide  for  the  care,  custody,  and  apprehension  of  persons  believed 
to  be  insane,  and  the  commitment  of  insane  persons,  and  providing  for  the  transfer  of 
unexpended  appropriations  of  moneys  and  properties,"  approved  March  31^  1897,  as 
recommended  in  my  proclamation,  you  have  empowered  the  Lunacy  Commission  to 
reduce  and  regulate  the  cost  of  managing  the  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  which 
will  enable  the  Commission  to  save  to  the  people  of  the  State,  through  their  new 
schedule  of  salaries,  upwards  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  for  the  remaining  three  years 
of  my  official  term,  thus  paying  more  than  the  whole  expense  of  this  extraordinary 
session. 

Your  labors  being  now  at  an  end,  I  beg  leave  to  thank  you  for  your  earnest 
assistance,  and  to  bid  you  God-speed.
